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CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 

OP THE 

Illinois Pharmaceutical Association. 



THE CONSTITUTION. 



Article I. 

Thie association will be called the Illinois Pharmaceutical 

Association. 

Article IL 

The object of this organization shall be to promote the interests 
of pharmacy by urging the enactment of such laws as will be found of 
mutual advantage to pharmacists and the public, by restricting the 
dispensing and sale of medicines to competent parties, to encourage 
a more thorough training of assistants, and finally, to bring the phar- 
macists of this state into more intimate social relations. 

Article III. 

Section 1. This society shall consist of active and associate mem- 
bers. 

Sec. 2. All registered pharmacists in the state of Illinois, whose 
names shall appear on the register of the Board of Pharmacy, shall 
be deemed members of the association. 

Sec. 3. Any pharmacist in good professional and moral standing 
who shall have attained the age of twenty-one years, residing in the 
state, whether in business for himself or in the employ of another 
pharmacist, shall be eligible to membership. 

Article IV. 

The officers of this association shall be a president and three vice- 
presidents, a permanent secretary, a local secretary (to be selected 
from place of next meeting), a treasurer, and an executive committee 
consisting of one member from each congressional district in this 
state (and of which committee the president, secretary, and treas- 
urer shall be ex-officio members), all of whom shall be elected annually 
by ballot, and shall hold office until the election of their successors. 

Article V. 

Section 1. The president, or in his absence or inability to serve, 
the vice-presidents in their order, shall preside at all meetings of the 
association, call special meetings at the written request of twenty- 
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five members, shall present at each annual meeting a report on the 
affairs of this association, and perform such other duties as pertain 
to the office. 

Sec. 2. The secretary shall keep a record of all the proceedings of 
the association. He shall read all communications, conduct all cor- 
respondence of the association, at each annual meeting render a re- 
port of the duties performed by him since the last annual meeting, 
and, in conjunction with the executive committee, shall superintend 
such publications as the association shall direct. He shall notify mem- 
bers of committees of their appointment and election, and furnish 
each member of the committee with the names of their associates on 
said committees. He shall receive and collect all moneys for the as- 
sociation, giving receipts for the various amounts; keep a. correct ac- 
count thereof, and pay the same to the treasurer, taking his receipt 
therefor. He shall give a sufficient bond within 60 days of his election^ 
subject to the approval of the president 

Sec. 3. The treasurer shall have charge of all the funds of the 
association, for which he shall be personally responsible, shall be au- 
thorized to pay all bills when countersigned by the president, and re- 
port the state of the treasury, when called upon by the executive 
committee. He shall give a sufficient bond within 60 days of his election^ 
subject to the approval of the president. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the secretary and treasurer to turn 
over to their successors, without unnecessary delay, all papers and 
property of the association committed to their care. 

Sec. 5. The executive committee shall have full power to act for, 
and have general charge of the affairs of the association in the inter- 
vals of the sessions of the association, provided that the action of such 
committee shall not contravene instructions of the association; and 
its action may at any time be over' uled by the association. The com- 
mittee shall organise by the adoption of rules, and with such, officers 
and committees as it shall deem desirable or necessary. Nine mem- 
bers shall constitute a quorum. 

Article VI. 

This association may establish for its future government and regu- 
lation such by-laws, not in conflict with this constitution, as may be 
deemed proper and desirable. 

Article VII. 

Every proposition to alter or amend this constitution shall be sub- 
mitted in writing and received at an annual meeting, and may be voted 
for at the next annual meeting, when, upon receiving the votes of 
three-fourths of the members present it shall become a part of this 
constitution. 
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THE BY-LAWS. 



Article I. 
Twenty-five members shall constitute a quorum. 

Article II. 

Section 1. Every member shall pay annually into to the hands of 
the secretary the sum of one dollar. Any one in arrears at the annual 
meeting shall not be entitled to vote, or receive the report of the pro- 
ceedings of the association. 

Sec. 2. On the payment of one dollar by any member of this as- 
sociation, he shall receive a certificate of membership which shall be 
issued by the secretary. 

Article III. ♦ 

Section 1. The president shall, toii/im 60 days after each annual meet- 
ing^ appoint the following committees (of which he shall be an ex-offic'io 
member), each to consist of three members, viz.: Committee on mat- 
ters of trade interests, committee on papers and queries, committee on 
legislation, committee on Board of Pharmacy records, and committee 
on prize essays. 

Sec. 2. The committee on trade interests shall report at each an- 
nual meeting such observations and information upon that subject as 
may seem to them of interest to the association. 

Sec. 3. The committee on papers and queries shall prepare and 
present, near the close of each annual meeting, a number of questions 
of scientific or practical interest, and invite members of this asso- 
ciation and other persons, as they deem proper, to prepare and pre- 
sent answers to the questions or upon other subjects of interest to the 
profession. 

It shall be the province of the committee to receive and examine 
all papers being answers to queries, or volunteer papers which are 
presented and intended to be read at the meetings. It shall also be 
the duty of the committee to determine at each annual meeting the 
order in which the papers presented to the association shall be read. 

Sec. 4. The committee on prize essays shall examine such papers 
as may be presented and read before this association. They shall 
determine which, if any of them, shall be of suflicient merit to justify 
the award of the prize or prizes offered by or through this association. 
Such award or awards shall be made within six months after the meet- 
ing at which the papers or essays were read, and at which said com- 
mittee was appointed. 
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Sec. 5, The award of prizes by the committee on prize essays shall 
be determined with regard to the usefulness, originality and other 
merits of the paper, essay, or work presented; but no prize shall be 
awarded except in cases where the original work actually performed, 
or the practical utility of the additions to knowledge are of suflBcient 
importance in the opinion of the committee to merit such reward. The 
decisions of the committee on prize essays shall be final, and the names 
and addresses of the recipients of prizes shall, together with their 
papers or essays, be furnished to the pharmaceutical journals for pub- 
lication. 

Sec. 6. The committee on legislation shall keep a record of, and 
compile for reference, the enactments of the different states regulat- 
ing the practice of pharmacy and the sale of medicines. They shall 
report at each annual meeting of the association what legislation on 
the subject occurred during the year, and what additional legislation 
shall b% desired in this state. 

Sec. 7. The committee on Board of Pharmacy records, created by 
invitation of the Board of Pharmacy, shall, at such time as it shall 
elect, and at least annually, inspect the records, books, and examina- 
tion papers of the Illinois Board of Pharmacy, and shall annually re- 
port their observations to this association, with such suggestions and 
recommendations as said committee may deem available^ 

Article IV. 

Section 1. These by-laws shall not be suspended without the con- 
sent of two-thirds of the members present. 

Sec. 2. Any amendment to these by-laws must be made in writing, 
read before the association at one sitting, and laid over to a subse- 
quent sitting, when, upon receiving the votes of two-thirds of the 
members present, it shall become a part of these by-laws. 

Article V. 

All papers read before the association shall be referred to the ex- 
ecutive committee, and shall, by their consent and under their direc- 
tion, be published. 

Article VI. 

The proceedings of the association, the roll of oflBcers, committees 
and members shall be published annually, under the supervision of the 
secretary and executive committee, and a copy of the proceedings 
sent to each member of the association. 

Article VII. 

Any member may be expelled for improper conduct, or any officer 
removed from office for violating the constitution or by-laws; but no 
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person shall be expelled or removed except by a two-thirds vote of all 
the members present at a regular meeting, and after he shall have 
been given an opportunity to be heard in his own defense. 

Article VIII. 

Nominees for the State Board of Pharmacy shall be elected in 
the following manner: At each annual meeting of the association, 
twenty-five registered pharmacists of the state, having the qualifica- 
tions as prescribed by the pharmacy law, shall be selected by the 
association, the names of said twenty-five members shall be forwarded 
by the secretary to all registered pharmacists in the state, with the 
request that from such members, or others, as the said pharmacists 
shall severally prefer, five members shall be selected and their names 
transmitted to the secretary. From the five members receiving the 
highest number of votes cast in the aggregate, the association may, 
at its next annual meeting, elect three members whose names shall be 
submitted to the Governor as nominees of the association, as required 
by the State Pharmacy Act. 

Article IX. 

Nominees for advisory board, department of pharmacy. Univer- 
sity of Illinois, shall be elected in the following manner: At each 
annual meeting of the association, twenty-five registered pharmacists 
of the state, having the qualifications as prescribed by the pharmacy 
law, shall be selected by the association, the names of said twenty-five 
members ^hall be forwarded by the secretary to all registered phar- 
macists in the state, with the request that from such members, or 
others, as the said pharmacists shall severally prefer, five members 
shall be selected and their names transmitted to the secretary. From 
the five members receiving the highest number of votes cast in the 
aggregate, the association may, at its next annual meeting, elect 
three members whose names shall be submitted to the president of 
the State University as nominees whom the association deems quali- 
fied to fill any vacancies which may occur in said advisory board. 

Article X. 

The association invites manufacturers and others to exhibit at 
the annual meeting crude drugs, chemicals, pharmaceutical prepara- 
tions, and such objects as possess a general scientific or special phar- 
maceutical interest. 
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Article XI. 
The order of business shall be as follows:

An ACT To amend an act entitled '^An act to regulate the practice of pkar- 
macy in die State of lllinois,^^ approved May 30, 1881, a^ amended by 
act approved June 4, 1889, 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois, represented 
in the General Assembly, That an act entitled **An act to regulate the 
practice of pharmacy in the State of Illinois," approved May 30, 1881, 
in force July 1, 1881, as amended by act approved June 4, 1889, in force 
July 1, 1889, be amended to read as follows: 

'i 2. That it shall be unlawful for any person not a registered 
pharmacist within the meaning of this act to open or conduct any 
pharmacy, dispensary, drug store, apothecary shop or store, for the 
purpose of retailing, compounding, or dispensing drugs, medicines, or 
poisons, and any person violating the provisions of. this section shall 
be liable to a penalty of not less than twenty nor more than one hun- 
dred dollars for every such violation: Provided, however, that nothing 
in this act shall prevent any person or persons owning a drug store or 
pharmacy who shall employ and place in active and personal charge 
of the same, a registered pharmacist, and that nothing herein con- 
tained shall apply to nor in any manner interfere with the practice 
of any physician, or prevent him from supplying to his patients such 
articles as may seem to him proper; nor with the exclusively whole- 
sale business of any wholesale druggist; nor with the sale of patent

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and proprietary medicines and domestic remedies by retail dealers in 
localities as hereinafter provided. 

i 3. That it shall be unlawful for the proprietor of any drug store* 
or pharmacy to allow any person in his employ except a registered 
pharmacist or registered assistant pharmacist to compound, recom- 
mend, dispense, or sell at retail, drugs, medicines, or poisons, or ex- 
cept an apprentice under the immediate supervision of a registered 
pharmacist as hereinafter provided. Any person violating the pro- 
visions of this section shall be liable to a fine of not less than ten nor 
more than fifty dollars for each and every offense. 

§ 4. The term drug store or pharmacy shall for all purposes of this 
act be construed to mean a store, shop, or other place of business 
where drugs, medicines, or poisons are compounded, dispensed or sold 
at retail. 

? 5. Registered pharmacists by examination must be persons not 
less than twenty-one years of age, who have had four years' practical 
experience in compounding drugs in drug stores where the prescrip- 
tions of medical practitioners are compounded, or physicians holding 
certificates from the State Board of Health, who have filled their own 
prescriptions during four years' practice in Illinois, and have passed a 
satisfactory theoretical and practical examination before the State 
Board of Pharmacy hereinafter mentioned. The said board may, in 
their discretion, grant certificates of registration to such persons as 
shall furnish with their application satisfactory proof that they have 
been registered by examination in some other state: Provided^ that 
such other state shall require a degree of competency equal to that 
required of applicants in this state. Every applicant for registration 
as a registered pharmacist shall pay to the secretary of the board 
the sum of five dollars: Provided, that in case of failure of any appli- 
cant to pass a satisfactory examination this fee shall be refunded. 

§ 6. Registered pharmacists on time service must be persons not 
less than twenty-one years of age, who shall furnish satisfactory evi- 
dence to the State Board of Pharmacy that they have had five years' 
practical experience in compounding drugs in a drug store or phar- 
macy where the prescriptions of medical practitioners are com- 
pounded. The said board shall have the right to refuse registration 
to applicants whose credentials are not satisfactory evidence of their 
competency. Each applicant for registration under this section shall 
pay to the secretary of said board the sum of G.ve dollars before re- 
ceiving his certificate of registration. Said certificate shall be opera- 
tive in and apply to the town, place, or locality for which granted, 
and no other. 

'i 7. Any person shall be entitled to registration as an assistant 
pharmacist who is of the age of eighteen years, of good moral char- 
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acter, temperate habits, and has had three years' service under a 
registered pharmacist, and the time of attendance at any respecta- 
ble school of pharmacy shall be accredited on the above time, or shall 
pass an examination before the State Board of Pharmacy that shall 
show competency or qualifications equal to such service. Each appli- 
cant for registration as assistant pharmacist shall pay to the said 
board the sum of five dollars before receiving his certificate of regis- 
tration. Said board shall have the right to refuse registration to 
applicants whose examination or credentials are not satisfactory evi- 
dence of their competency, and in case of failure to pass the required 
examination this fee shall be refunded. Any assistant pharmacist 
shall have the right to act as clerk or salesman in a drug store or 
pharmacy during the temporary absence of the owner or manager 
thereof. 

§ 8. The Board of Pharmacy may in their discretion issue permits 
to persons, firms, or corporations engaged in business in villages or 
other localities, empowering them to sell the usual domestic remedies 
and proprietary medicines under such restrictions as the Board of 
Pharmacy may deem proper. Each applicant for this permit shall 
pay to the said board the sum of one dollar before said permit shall 
issue. Said permit shall specifically state just what the holder thereof 
is allowed to sell. 

i 9. It shall be the duty of registered pharmacists who take into 
their employ an apprentice for the purpose of becoming a pharmacist 
to report to the board such facts regarding his schooling and prelimi- 
nary qualifications as the board may require for the purpose of regis- 
tration. The board shall furnish proper blanks for this purpose and 
issue a certificate of registration (without cost) as a registered ap- 
prentice. 

§ 10. Every registered pharmacist, who desires to continue the 
practice of his profession, shall annually thereafter, during the time 
he shall continue in such service, on such date as the Board of Phar- 
macy may determine, of which date he shall have thirty days' notice 
by said board, pay to the secretary of the board a registration fee, to 
be fixed by the board, but which shall in no case exceed $1.50, for 
which he shall receive a renewal of such registration. The failure of 
any registered pharmacist to pay said fee shall not deprive him of his 
right to renewal upon payment thereof; nor shall his retirement from 
the profession deprive him of the right to renew his registration 
should he within five years thereafter wish to resume the practice, 
upon the payment of said fees. Registered assistants upon receiving 
notice as aforesaid shall if they desire to renew their registration, 
pay to the secretary of said board an annual fee of one dollar: Pro- 
videdf however, that the Board of Pharmacv may refuse registration. 
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or may suspend the certificates of registered pharmacists, or assistant 
pharmacists, who are proven to be so addicted to the excessive use of 
stimulants or narcotics as to render them unsafe to handle or sell 
drugs, medicines, and poisons. The holders of permits shall pay the 
sum of one-half dollar annually for the renewal of said permit. Every 
certificate of registration granted under this act shall be conspicu- 
ously exposed in the pharmacy to which it applies, and the name of 
the registered pharmacist who conducts the drug store or pharmacy 
shall be conspicuously displayed over the door or department. Any 
person violating the provisions of this section shall be liable, upon 
conviction thereof, to pay a penalty of not less than twenty dollars 
nor more than fifty dollars. 

§ 11. The Governor, with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
shall appoint five persons from among such competent registered 
pharmacists in the state as have had ten years' practical experience 
in the dispensing of physicians' prescriptions, and who are actively 
engaged in the practice of their profession, who shall constitute the 
Board of Pharmacy. The persons so appointed shall hold their offices 
for five years: Provided, that the terms of the office shall be so arranged 
that the term of one shall expire on the thirtieth day of December of 
each year, and the vacancies so created, as well as all vacancies other- 
wise occurring, shall be filled by the Governor, with the advice and 
consent of the Senate: And, provided, also, that the appointments 
made when the Senate is not is session may be confirmed at its next 
ensuing session. The Illinois Pharmaceutical Association shall annu- 
ally report directly to the Governor, recommending the names of at 
least three persons whom said association shall deem best qualified to 
fill any vacancies which shall occur in said board. 

? 12. The said board shall within thirtj^ days after its appoint- 
ment, meet and organize by electing a president from among their 
members, and a secretary, who shall not be a member of said board. 
The board shall also elect a treasurer, who is a member of the board. 
Said board shall prescribe the duties and compensation of such treas- 
urer, and shall require the said treasurer to give such bond as the said 
board shall direct. The secretary shall pay over to the treasurer all 
moneys that shall come into his hands as secretary. It shall be the 
duty of the board to examine all applications for registration submit- 
ted in proper form; to grant certificates of registration to such persons 
as may be entitled to the same under the provisions of this act; to 
cause the prosecution of all persons violating its provisions; to report 
annually to the Governor and to the Illinois Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion upon the condition of pharmacy in this state, which said report 
shall also furnish a record of the proceedings of the said board for the 
year, and also the names of all the pharmacists duly registered under 
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this act. The board shall hold meetings for the examination of appli- 
cants for registration and the transaction of such other business as 
shall pertain to its duties, at least once in six months: Provided^ that 
said board shall hold meetings at least once in every year in the city 
of Chicago and in the city of Springfield, and it shall give thirty days' 
public notice of the time and place of such meeting; shall have the 
power to make by-laws for the proper fulfillment of its duties under 
this act, and shall keep a book of registration, in which shall be en- 
tered the names, places of business of all persons registered and hold- 
ing permits under this act, which book shall also specify such facts as 
said persons shall claim to justify their registration. Three members 
of said board shall constitute a quorum. 

? 13. The secretary of the board shall receive a salary which shall 
be fixed by the board, and which shall not exceed the sum of two 
thousand dollars ($2,000) per year; he shall also receive his traveling 
and other expenses incurred in the performance of his official duties. 
The members of the board shall receive the sum of $5 for each day 
actually engaged in this service and all legitimate and necessary ex- 
penses incurred in attending the meetings of said board. Said ex- 
penses shall be paid from the fees and penalties received by the board 
under the provisions of this act, and no part of the salary or other 
expenses of the board shall be paid out of the state treasury. All 
moneys received in excess of said per diem allowance and other ex- 
penses above provided for shall be held by the treasurer as a special 
fund for meeting the expenses of said board, and the cost of an annual 
report of the proceedings of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association 
and the necessary expenses of said association. The board shall make 
an annual report to the Governor and to the Illinois Pharmaceutical 
Association of all moneys received and disbursed by them pursuant to 
this act. 

i 14. No person shall sell at retail any drug, medicine, or poison 
without affixing to the box, bottle, vessel, or package containing the 
same a label bearing the name of the article distinctly shown, with 
the name and place of business of the registered pharmacist from 
whom the article was obtained: Provided^ that nothing herein con- 
tained shall apply to the dispensing of physicians' prescriptions. Any 
person failing to comply with the requirements of this section shall 
be liable to a penalty of five dollars for each and every such offense. 

g 15. Any person who shall wilfully make any false representation 
to procure registration for himself or any other person shall for each 
and every such offense be liable to a penalty of fifty dollars. 

i 16. No person shall add to or remove from any drug, medicine, 
chemical, or pharmaceutical preparation, any ingredient or material 
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for the purpose of adulteration or substitution, or which shall de- 
teriorate the quality, commercial value, or medicinal effect, or which 
shall alter the nature or composition of such drug, medicine, chemi- 
cal, or pharmaceutical preparation so that it will not correspond to 
the recognized tests of identity or purity. Any person who shall thus 
wilfully adulterate or alter, or cause to be adulterated or altered, or 
shall sell or offer for sale any such adulterated or altered drug, medi- 
cine, chemical, or pharmaceutical preparation, or any person who 
shall substitute, or cause to be substituted, one material for another, 
with the intention to defraud or deceive the purchaser, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and be liable to prosecution under this act. If con- 
victed he shall be liable to all the costs of the action and all the ex- 
penses incurred by the Board of Pharmacy in connection therewith, 
and for the first offense be liable to a fine of not less than fifty dollars 
nor more than one hundred dollars, and for each subsequent offense a 
fine of not less than seventy-five nor more than one hundred and fifty 
dollars. On complaint being entered, the Board of Pharmacy is hereby 
empowered to employ an analyst or chemist expert, whose duty it shall 
be to examine into the so-claimed adulteration, substitution, or alter- 
ation, and report upon the result of his investigation; and if said re- 
port justify such action, the board shall duly cause the prosecution of 
the offender, as provided in this law. 

§ 17. All suits for the recovery of the several penalties prescribed 
in this act shall be prosecuted in the name of the "People of the State 
of Illinois," in any court having jurisdiction, and it shall be the duty 
of the State's Attorney of the county where such offense is committed 
to prosecute all persons violating the provisions of this act upon 
proper complaint being made. All penalties collected under the pro- 
visions of this act shall inure to the Board of Pharmacy.

At Its Eighteenth Annual Meeting, 
June 2 and 3, 1897. 



First Session. 



Wednesday, June 2, 10 o'clock a. m. 

The Illinois Pharmaceutical Association met in regular 
annual session on Wednesday, June 2, 1897, at 10 o'clock 
a.m., in the lecture hall of the Engineering" Building of the 
Illinois State University, at Urbana, and was called to or- 
der by the president, W. K. Forsyth, of Chicago, who said: 

Gentlemen will please come to order. I regret very much the 
small attendance at this morning's session; and I would have liked 
very much if we could have had our first session at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon, as there are a number of trains which will have arrived by 
that time, and the attendance will no doubt be largely increased. But 
as the program is made up, we will now enter upon the order of exer- 
cises arranged for this morning, and I now take great pleasure in 
introducing to you the Hon. J. R. Scott, mayor of Champaign, who 
will deliver to us an address of welcome. 

Hon. J. R. Scott, Mayor of Champaign— Mr. President and Gen- 
tlemen of the Association: I desire on the part of the.city of Cham- 
paign to extend to you the welcome of our hearts. Your association, 
in its history, operation, and prospects, is closely identified with the 
growth and prosperity of our civilization. You are met for the pur- 
pose of promoting the objects of your association, and I am glad, as a 
representative of one of the twin-cities, as they are called, of this lo- 
cality, to have you meet with us, especially for the reason that so 
recently a branch department, with which you are closely related 
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(I mean the College of Pharmacy) has been joined to this institution 
and made a part of it. 

Champaign and Urbana are twin cities, bound together by this 
great university.as closelyas the Siamese twins. That makes us indi- 
visible in our interests, and ought to make us one in purpose to pro- 
mote not only the welfare of our own community, but the prosperity 
of our whole state and people. 

I am glad, I say, on the part of Champaign citizens, to extend to 
you a hearty welcome to our place and particularly to this great in- 
stitution, of which we are naturally and justly proud. For the citi- 
zens of Urbana, the mayor of Urbana, whom I see present, is well 
qualified to speak. I thank you for your attention. (Applause.) 

The President — Gentlemen, we are fortunate in having present 
the mayors of these two cities to welcome us; otherwise there might 
be a rivalry between them. I have the honor to introduce to you the 
Hon. George W. Hubbard, mayor of Urbana, who will address you. 

Hon. Georg-e W. Hubbard, mayor of Urbana, then ad- 
dressed the association as follows: 

Gentlemen of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association: It is a^very 
great pleasure to come before this gathering of businessmen, and in re- 
sponse to the invitation of the chairman of your committee on ar- 
rangements, and as the representative of the city of Urbana, extend 
to each and every oneqf you a cordial welcome, and not only a welcome, 
but to tender to you the thanks of this community for the presence 
here of so large a number of the membership of your association. 

We welcome you, the more cordially because we believe, that the ef- 
forts made and the work done by this and kindred organizations is a 
work that can be done in no other way; the same effort made individu- 
ally, would have but little effect, but when to work is added numbers, 
the influence exerted spreads until it embraces not only a city or a 
state but the entire Union; these gatherings tend not only to a better 
understanding between the members of your association and to im- 
proved business methods in your chosen line of work, but better and /ar 
more important, to a higher commercial morality, and is thus a power- 
ful force for truth, justice, and right living. 

Again, we welcome you for the opportunity given us of telling of 
and showing you whatwje think is one of the best of the smaller cities, 
(situated as it is, in the center of the richest and most prolific agri- 
cultural region) of a state which at no distant day, is destined to be 
the empire state of the Union. 

In passing, allow us to say, we do not expect to be always one of 
the smaller cities of this great commonwealth, and beg your indul- 
gence for a moment, that we may give our reasons for the faith that 
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is in us; while not a mining town, nor in a large way a manufacturing 
town, yet our factories add no inconsiderable amount to the prosperity 
of our city. 

The car shops of the Big Four railway system are located here and 
at present employ about four hundred men, and with the improvements 
now under way, consisting of new and enlarged shops, and up-to-date 
machinery, at an estimated cost of $250,000, will give work to fully 1,000 
men. 

Urbaua is the county seat of Champaign county; she also has more 
miles of well paved, well shaded streets, more beautiful residences, 
and lawns, a more complete system of sewers than that of any other 
city of its size in the state. 

And last as well as greatest of all, every building and every acre 
of ground surrounding these buildings which belong to the University 
of Illinois, are within the corporate limits of the city of Urbana; this 
institution is already well and favorably known all over this, as well 
as in many foreign countries. An institution, gentlemen, which in 
spite of disappearing bonds, and the actions of Spaulding-like treas- 
urers as well as the indifference of. state legislators, is destined under 
the direction of its able president, assisted by the board of administra- 
tion, seconded by a most excellent body of professors and instructors, 
to at no distant day be the greatest educational center west of the 
Alleghenies. 

We think you will admit that the reasons given for the future 
growth and prosperity of Urbana are not only good but sufficient; one 
more remains, while Urbana has never had a boom yet its population 
has steadily increased and at its present rate, the boundary line be- 
tween it and the territory on the west known as Champaign, will soon 
be obliterated and instead of Urbana and Champaign, or the twin 
cities, it will be one large inland city and that one will be. Greater 
Urbana. I thank you, gentlemen, for your attention. 

The address was followed by applause. 

The President— Gentlemen, it now affords me very much pleas- 
ure to introduce to you the president of the University of Illinois, Dr. 
Andrew S. Draper, who will say a few words: 

Doctor Draper— Mr. President and gentlemen, we are certainly 
very glad to see here the representatives of this association, and we 
wish to do all we can to make your stay here agreeable to you and use- 
ful as well. Of course I should say, it is hoped that every member of 
the association will feel himself at home in the university buildings, 
and that he is invited to have free passage in and out of them and 
through all the grounds of the institution during your sojourn. And 
while we wish to do whatever we can for your entertainment, in the 
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midst of our busy life here, I ought to say frankly what doubtless many 
of you already know, we are now in the midst of the very busiest week 
of the year at the university, and our ordinary routine is a good deal 
broken up on account of the near approach of commencement day. 
But we shall do what we can, and any shortcomings you will please 
charge not to want of will but of opportunity. 

I surmise there is found to be more of an institution here than 
those of you who have not been here before have been accustomed to 
think. Yet the university is young in Illinois, although it has already 
become considerably expanded upon lines that promise in a reasonably 
short time a development that will be in fair comparison with any of 
the state universities of the country. 

The state universities, particularly in what are known as the Cen- 
tral Western States, have had a phenomenal growth in the last quar- 
ter of a century. The people who began pioneer life in these states 
were such as looked forward to large advantages for their children. 
Indeed, they were quite ready to forego present advantage for them- 
selves for the sake of a better future for their children, and they did 
everything in their power to make provision for their children and 
children's children. And while it has been customary in all stages of 
the world's history to provide some facilities for education, it is true 
that the people of these Central Western States have gone further 
than any other people anywhere on the face of the globe to establish 
a continuous educational series, beginning with the primary grades 
and culminating in the university. 

The state of Illinois, in fact, has been a little slow in establishing 
the highest term of this series. Indiana, Michigan, Wisconsin, Min- 
nesota, and Iowa all instituted state universities before Illinois did. 
But this state is now rapidly overtaking her sisters in that regard. 

We meet this morning in a fine building, devoted entirely to the 
engineering interests of this great institution, a building but recently 
provided by the generosity of the people of the state, acting through 
their legislative representatives. This is a building given up to the 
theoretical study of all phases of engineering, and in this engineering 
college we have five great departments. In the first place, there is a 
school of architectural engineering, almost without a rival west of 
the AUeghenies, and with but two or three rivals in the whole country. 
Then, as a school of civil engineering, it has been sending its graduates 
not only all over the state but all over the west, and they are standing 
up thoroughly and well in their profession. And one man, who has 
done more upon the Mississippi river surveys, and perhaps more upon 
United States government lake surveys, and who is probably better 
fitted to become the head of the United States coast survey than any 
competitor in the country, is an honored graduate of this college. 
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This building also contains a school of electrical engineering and like- 
wise a school of mechanical engineering. 

But furthermore, in addition to these schools for the theoretical 
study of the several branches of science bearing on the great con- 
structional enterprises of this country, which are all taught in this 
building, there are supplementary to them schools of practical train- 
ing. So when I name the schools for theoretical study simply, I have 
not begun to give you an idea of the scope of our university. For every 
one of these engineering students, after first being taught the prin- 
ciples of the science, is next made familiar with the practical part of 
each department of construction. Because it is the theory of this in- 
stitution of learning, that before a boy can become competent to pur- 
sue successfully any of these great lines of enterprise, he must become 
familiar also with the actual processes of the work. Accordingly he 
begins down in the shops, first the woodshops and then in the metal 
shops, ending at last with the finished article. 

Our young men are now building a sixty horse-power steam engine. 
First of all they begin by making a drawing of all the parts on a plain 
sheet of paper. That sheet is then taken into the woodshop, and there 
the patterns are made. These patterns next go to the foundry for the 
castings, and the castings pass to the machine shop to be dressed and 
finished. Then the engine is put together, and the power applied to 
set it in motion, and all this is done by the work of the students them- 
selves. 

I mention this as an intimation of the change in the process of 
education that has occurred within the last generation. For thirty 
years ago there was no such institution known anywhere. Then a 
student was taken into a class-room simply to study out of books and 
to answer questions put by his instructor, if he could, and if he could 
not, that was the end of it. Such a student had little preparation for 
the actual work of life. But nowadays an institution that does not 
for the sake of its students actually do what its professors talk about 
is not thought to be an educational institution at all. 

The speaker then indicated the location of the shops 

referred to and also of a building adjoining, used for testing 

the various materials entering into construction of work, 

and continued: 

The building beyond that, is the Military building. We have a 
United States army officer here, detailed by the general government, 
who has charge of this building. And all our freshmen and sophomores 
are exercised in military tactics, to the end that they may have what 
we call a military setting up, and in order that they may find out that 
there is at least one place in life where they have to come clear up to

the scratch, without any compromise whatever. Such training and 
discipline are good things for them. 

Our athletic field, where we expect to defeat all our competitors 
in the popular and manly games, is just north of the Military building. 
The fine new building to the west of that is the Natural History build- 
ing. And just to the left of that is the Chemical building, which was 
burned down last August, but quickly repaired for the temporary use 
of our important chemical department. 

As you gentlemen are interested in chemistry, it is but fair that 
I should say that the chemical is a very important department of this 
university. Indeed, I thinls Professor Palmer, whom I see present, 
would support me in claiming it to be the most important; but he 
might surely insist on my telling the whole truth about it, which he 
probably is too modest to do himself, that with only one exception it 
has graduated more students in advanced chemistry than any other 
chemical department in the United States. 

The building just to the right of that is what we here call an old 
building, and is known as University Hall. And although nothing 
here is actually very old, yet that building is relatively so, because it 
has been standing for twenty-five years. 

The elegant building just to the right, and the finest the state 
owns outside of its capitol, is the new Library building. It is being 
constructed of Minnesota sandstone, upon plans made in our own 
school of architecture, by our own graduates; it is being erected alto- 
gether by graduates, and the contractors for the work are graduates 
also. So that everything- about that fine new building is the exclusive 
product of this advanced school of learning. To put into that library? 
we have now about forty thousand volumes, and the present legislature 
are giving us twenty thousand dollars with which to make accessions. 
We look for great influence upon the university from this library, be- 
cause it is a universal experience that in the library building every 
one who comes here gets imbued with the best spirit of college life. 

Just beyond the brow of what these Illinoisans choose to call a hill; 
there is a fine little Astronomical observatory. As I have been here but 
a short time my&elf , coming from a hill country, it is somewhat difficult 
for me as 3'et to recognize that as a hill, but I am gradually accommo- 
dating myself to my conditions. The observatory was erected last 
year, and has a very fine twelve-inch telescope of the latest pattern. 

Our Agricultural building, with all its paraphernalia, runs on to 
the south. Finally, we have here altogether seven hundred acres of 
land, and the entire plant, of which I have just tried to give a hasty 
glimpse, is devoted to the higher training of the best students who 
come up to us from the public schools of Illinois. And I will add that, 
after all, such students, coming as they do from the homes of farmers, 
or homes located in towns situated in the midst of agricultural inter- 
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ests, are the best students in the world. They come imbued with earn- 
estness and zest, and with the feeling that they must make the most 
of their time while at the university. They may seem a little raw on 
first arrival, but they take on the graces very rapidly. Student life 
here is exceedingly pleasant, and all the relations between the sur- 
rounding community and the university are charming. 

Now if I have seemed to dilate too far, it is because I have thought 
you would be glad to get some idea of this great state institution. In 
conclusion, let me say, we shall be glad to show your members through 
the university plant, whenever you may wish. It will take about two 
hours to go through it all, upon the understanding that you keep 
traveling and do not stop to rest a great deal by the way; but those 
who may undertake this journey will, I think, feel repaid. We hope to 
show you all the ins and outs of our college, while you are here, and 
give you some idea of its busy life. You will please indicate your own 
time for your visit, and it can make but little difference to us what 
time you indicate, for we can show you around at one time as well as 
another. You will not now, however, I am sorry to say, see the stu- 
dents engaged in their usual routine, because our examinations begin 
this morning, and the student body is broken off from its ordinary 
work, and will largely break up and leave for home immediately. 

We who are connected with the administrational and instruc- 
tional affairs of the institution hope to have the pleasure of your com- 
pany this evening, at a little informal reception to be held in one of 
the college buildings, where you must not of course expect an assem- 
bly adorned with all the convenience and grace of high life, but you 
will at least find it attended with plenty of the oil of welcome and the 
good cheer of best wishes for your entertainment, together with an 
honest desire to get into close and friendly relations with you. 

Now if I have failed to indicate to you that it is a pleasure to us to 
have you here, it has been from a lack of ability on my part rather 
than from a want of desire and purpose to do so. (Loud applause.) 

The President— We will now hear from Mr. George M. Bennett 
of Urbana, who in the absence of Mr. Ebert of Chicago, will liave all 
to himself the pleasant task of responding on behalf of this associa- 
tion. 

George M. Bennett, of Urbana— Mr. President, President Dra- 
per, the Mayors of Champaign and Urbana, and members of the 
Illinois Pharmaceutical Association: It affords me a great deal of 
pleasure to thank these kind gentlemen for their good words of wel- 
come. It is, I believe, upon the invitation of President Draper that 
we are assembled here, and we are very glad to meet at this univer- 
sity. Indeed, we rather feel, while gathering in the shadow of this 
great institution, we are sitting under our own vine and fig tree, for 
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it belongs to us quite as much as any other part of the people. But 
we are especially glad to meet at this university now, because we are 
all interested in the cause of education, and every day brings to light 
some new fact in science and business, and for my part I am exceed- 
ingly glad at last to see a pharmaceutical department added to the 
university. That is something in which I have been interested for a 
long time. I think we are all glad to find here a school of pharmacy, 
established on a better foundation than usual, while we are also inter- 
ested in all- the other branches of learning, and after we have made 
the personal acquaintance of this great institution, we shall go home 
better prepared to represent its true greatness to our neighbors. 

Mayor Scott, of Champaign, we are glad to make your city our 
headquarters during our sojourn. We have heard of your city's thrift 
and enterprise. Few cities in the state of Illinois are so blessed with 
wide-awake business men, the props and pillars of the community and 
ever ready to tackle successfully the problems of its progress. We 
hope to take home with us new inspiration from their example. 

Mayor Hubbard, of Urbana, we thank you for your words of wel- 
come. And we are particularly anxious to stand in with you, because 
we are under the jurisdiction of your authority, while we are in the 
purlieus of the university and the city of Urbana; and we do not care 
to have you treat us as you did some of the students of the college 
when they were making some disturbance in your town one night, and 
the police could not get along with them, and you called out your fire 
department and turned the hose on them until they were scattered. 
We do not care to be treated that way, because we have not been 
used to it. 

Finally, members of the association, I trust we shall have a profit- 
able meeting, and that all these difficult questions which confront us, 
like the cutting of the prices of proprietary^ medicines and so forth, 
will find a satisfactory solution, and be settled at last once for all. On 
behalf of our association, gentlemen, again I thank you. (Applause.) 

A. A. Culver, of Momence — Mr. President, it is now time, accord- 
ing to program, for the annual address of the president, f suggest 
that the president's address be postponed to the afternoon session, if 
that would be in order. By that time probably there will be quite a 
number of other members here from Chicago and other places, who 
all want to hear that address. Meanwhile, if we want to occupy the 
time, we can take up other matters. 

A VoiCE~I second the motion. I think we shall double our at- 
tendance by afternoon. 

The motion was carried, and president's address post- 
poned accordingly. 
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The President — I regret very much that some of the silver- 
tongued orators of our association, who reside in Chicago for instance, 
are absent this morning, because I know they would have been glad to 
add their response to the hearty welcomes we have received. Now of 
course it will be too late to expect such responses from them, but I 
can assure the mayors of these twin-cities, and President Draper also, 
that this association is very grateful for its reception. And we shall 
take a great deal of pleasure in inspecting this institution from top 
to bottom as it deserves, which really is one of the main reasons for 
our meeting here this year. 

The next thing in order is the annual report of the secretary. 

The secretary read his report, as follows: 

REPORT OP SECRETARY. 

Springfield, III., June 1, 1897. 

To the President and Members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association: 

I have the honor to report to you the business of my ofiRce for the 
past year. 

Five hundred and seventy-two members paid their annua] dues for 
1896 and 1897, and a postal card receipt or certificate of membership 
was sent to each one acknowledging same. 

I attended a meeting of the executive committee, November 20, 
1896. At this meeting a council of administration was selected, con- 
sisting of seven members, with authority to transact such business as 
was necessa'ry for the executive committee, by correspondence with 
the members of the council of administration. 

This method of doing business is advantageous to the association 
and executive committee in the way of saving expense to the mem- 
bers of the committee. 

I herewith hand you the report of the receipts and expenditures

On motion, the report was received and referred as usual 
to an examining" committee. 

The President— Next in order is the annual report of the treas- 
urer. 

The Secretary — Mr. President, I have not received his report, 
but the treasurer is expecting to be here himself, for I saw him in 
Springfield last week, and his report is ready. He will probably be 
here this afternoon. 

The President — We can refer his report, when received, to- 
gether with that of the secretary, to the same committee. I will now 
appoint upon that committee Messrs. G. M. Bennett of Urbana; W. P. 
Boyd of Areola; and George C. Bartells of Camp Point. We will now 
have the report of the executive committee. 

The Secretary— Mr. President, I will state for the benefit of 
members present, that the annual report of the executive committee 
will be found printed in the report of the proceedings of last year's 
meeting, on pages one hundred and twenty-eight, nine, and thirty. 

The report of the executive committee was then read by 
the secretary from the pages mentioned. 

The President — Members have heard the reading of the report, 
and if there is no objection it will stand approved. Next in order is 
the reading of the minutes of the last meeting. 

On motion by R. C. Hattenhauer of La Salle, the read- 
ing of the minutes was dispensed with. 

A report from the committee of arrangements, by E. M. 
Knowlton of Urbana, was then listened to with applause, 
and on motion, with the thanks of the association, was re- 
ceived and put on file.

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The report was as follows: 

Urbana, III., June 2, 1897. 

Mr. President, my report will necessarily be brief. The com- 
mittee on general arrangements for this annual meeting, appointed 
by the oflBcers of this association, consisted of seven members. Four 
were residents of Champaign, two of Chicago, and one of Urbana. 
Since that time one of our number removed to a distant city, Mr. W.E. 
Sanford, of Champaign, and one retired from the drug business, Mr. 
Elmer Cunningham, also of Champaign. This reduced our local work- 
ing force to three members. We, however, called into service Prof. 
A. W. Palmer, of the university, and he has rendered us valuable 
assistance. We held a meeting in December and elected Mr. Henry 
Swannell, of Champaign, local secretary. The wisdom of our choice 
has since been attested by the efficient manner with which he has 
performed his duties. 

Some time in March the committee held a conference with Presi- 
dent Draper at the university. He received us kindly, and assured 
us of the hearty co-operation of the university, and tendered us this 
room for our meeting, very generously offered to provide for us the 
entertainment of this evening. He also wisely suggested that the 
date of the meeting be changed, if possible, from the 15th and 16th of 
June to the 2d and 3d in order that you might have an opportunity 
to visit the great University of Illinois in active operation. We at 
once took steps to get the date changed, and through the courtesy of 
the officers of this association the date was changed as requested. A 
change which we think you will appreciate better after having made 
a tour of the buildings comprising this institution. We have arranged 
to give you all a free street car ride, not that we think it would be any 
novelty to you to ride on a street car, but that you may get a few 
glimpses of our beautiful twin-cities of which we justly feel proud. 
The exact time will be announced later. 

Among our last official acts was electing Mr. Watson Faulkner of 
Champaign, for our treasurer. I will say his duties as yet have not 
been burdensome. 

We feel grateful to our State Secretary Mr. Fleury, who has very 
materially aided us in our labors. We are glad to see so many present, 
but would have been pleased to have had a larger attendance. 

We hope you will have a pleasant and profitable time, and we 
would be pleased to meet any of you in our places of business between 
the sessions of the association. We also hope that you will carry 
away with you lasting impressions of the excellent facilities here of- 
fered for higher education. 

The President — Professor Palmer, can you advise as to the best 
time for us to pay our visit to the university. 
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A. W. Palmer, professor of chemistry in the University of Illi- 
nois—Any time, Mr. President, between your sessions, that will suit 
the members best. This afternoon would be convenient, if the busi- 
ness of the association would admit of it; or else immediately before 
your session tomorrow morning, if that would not be too early. But 
any time that will suit you will suit us also. 

The President — We might have a short session this afternoon, 
and make our round of the university afterwards. 

H. Swannell, of Champaign — We shall probably get through 
with the program for this afternoon by 4 o'clock, Mr. President. 

On motion by George C. Bartells, of Camp Point, the 
invitation to visit the university plant was then accepted, 
and the time for the visit was set at 4 o'clock in the afternoon. 

The association then adjourned to 2 o'clock p.m. 
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Second Session. 



Wednesday, June 2, 2 o'clock p.m. 

At 2 o'clock p.m., pursuant to adjournment, the asso- 
ciation was called to order by Vice-President W. W. Saw- 
yer, of Rockford, who said: 

The first order of business this afternoon is the annual address 
of the president of the association, which was postponed from the 
morning session. 

The president of the association, W K. Forsyth, of 
Chicago, then read his annual address as follows: 

Gentlemen of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association: 

It affords me much pleasure to welcome you to this, the eighteenth 
annual communication of our association. Another year has passed 
and we have once more assembled in annual meeting to reflect upon 
the past, consider the present, and legislate for the future. The past 
is a pleasant memory, when the lot of the retail pharmacist was a 
comparatively happy one, when the result of his arduous labors and 
his long hours of toil were rewarded by substantial returns of well- 
earned profit. 

The present is probably the most unsatisfactory epoch in the his- 
tory of our profession that we have ever known; I do not suppose that 
the oldest of our craft assembled here today has ever seen the time 
when our profession was in a more chaotic condition than it is at pres- 
ent. What, with the cut-throat competition of the department stores, 
the cutting of prices amongst druggists themselves, the selling at re- 
tail by wholesalers, the manufacture of medicines by all sorts of per- 
sons other than pharmacists, their sale by anyone and everyone 
except by those who have spent their life in qualifying themselves; 
with all these contrary conditions growing and multiplying we may 
well exclaim: Alas, for the present! 

And what of the future? I am not incMned to be pessimistic and 
it should be with feelings of pride that as citizens we come together 
here today at the seat of learning of this great state, and with unal- 
loyed pleasure that we as pharmacists share the progress and im- 
provement that has marked for the past decade the course of the 
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University of Illinois. The fact that within less than a generation 
there has been established in the Central and Western States a score 
of universities whose attendance far outstrips the old historic uni- 
versities of the East, the fact that the state as well as the national 
government have contributed generously to these institutions, in- 
dicates not only the inherent desire for education on the part of the 
masses, but also the importance attached to education by our people 
and their representative law makers; with these increasing facilities 

■ 

for acquiring a higher education, we may therefore hope that the 
future is full of glorious promise, when the pharmacist can cut loose 
from the environments of trade and take his place among the learned 
professions. 

UNITED STATES PHARMACAL COMPANY. 

Although one of the plans adopted to correct the abuses com- 
plained of at these meetings year after year — the establishment of 
the Cooperative Manufacturing Company — has not only materialized 
but the United States Pharmacal Company of Chicago has consider- 
ably extended its operations, having members in Missouri, Iowa, Indi- 
ana, California, and other states, still it has not as yet made any great 
encroachments upon the patent or proprietary trade. While the 
record so far is satisfactory, and many members have, through per- 
sistent effort, created a permanent demand for their specialties, it 
must be recognized that the trade in these articles Is largely forced 
and must be created and maintained by some system of advertising. 

With a strong line of specialties established, the company should 
now devote its energies to such legitimate methods to acquaint peo- 
ple with the quality and general superiority of its goods as its Capital 
may afford — legislation. 

The biennial onslaughts on the pharmacy law were unusually num- 
erous in the last assembly probably inspired by the department stores. 
Our friends, the doctors, who are hampered with a law, if possible 
more unsatisfactory than our own, got into a tangle early in the ses- 
sion, and also met a rebuff at the hands of our committee when they 
tried to encroach upon the "recommend" feature of the pharmacy 
law so that not one of their numerous bills materialized. As pharma- 
cists, we favor a good Medical Practice act and our committee had 
advised the medical associations that it could and would aid in its 
passage. 

But when instead they endeavored to ignore our just rights, their 
bills met defeat, and their efforts failed for lack of harmony, and out- 
side support, which could otherwise have been had. The committee 
on legislation, lam informed, will present to you a matter of deep in- 
terest to every pharmacist— a project for a new pharmacy law. We 
are fortunate in that the chairman of our committee on legislation, 
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is also the chairman of the section on educational legislation of 
the American Pharmaceutical Association, to which committee is 
delegated the task of presenting the matter of revision to the various 
state associations, boards, and colleges and upon its findings, base a 
draft for submission to the National Association at its meeting in 
August of this year at Lake Minnetonka. 

In my opinion no more important subject can be discussed at this 
meeting and I hope that it will receive your careful and thorough 
consideration. One of the noteworthy actions at the last annual 
meeting was that of pledging the efforts of the association to the enact- 
ment of legislation restricting the department store. From the com- 
mittee on legislation you will hear the story. 

The contest was a long and bitter one. Associations of retail deal- 
ers sprang up everywhere but without prejudice. It may be said that 
pharmacists generally, and our members especially, were always in 
the thickest of the fight. 

The bill is now pending before the legislature and will come up 
for final action tomorrow. What the outcome will be I will not ven- 
ture to predict, but I have a firm and abiding faith in the fact that 
we have right and justice on our side and that **Truth is mighty and 
will prevail." 

REGISTRATION AND EXAMINATION. 

The registration of pharmacists increases with alarming rapid- 
ity. From the last reports there were at the close of 1895, 60,000 regis- 
tered pharmacists and but 10,000 assistants in the United States. 
Considering that there are but a dozen of the smaller states where 
the law does not provide for assistants, we have yet a prepondering 
number of registered pharmacists to assistants. In our own state we 
had 4,500 registered pharmacists to 1,275 assistants, a proportion 
which might be nearly reversed. 

I do not wish to be understood as criticising our Board of Phar- 
macy, but I do think that examinations are held too frequently and 
that the law requiring the board to refund the fee when the applicant 
fails to pass should be amended. I believe also, that the examina- 
tions should be extended; that more time be devoted to the examin- 
ations; that the theoretical examinations should cover more ground; 
that the practical examinations in dispensing, identification of speci- 
mens, and interpretation of prescription for registered pharmacists 
should be more exhaustive and complete. 

On the other hand the examinations for assistants should be more 
elementary, designed to discover rather to what extent the candidate 
is grounded in the sciences — botany, chemistry, and physical opera- 
tions of pharmacy, than if he be qualified to compound and dispense 
medicines. If he be illiterate or without any theoretical knowledge. 
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or showing otherwise deficiency in rudimentary branches, he should 
be rejected and advised that if he desires to remain In the business he 
must first qualify in the common school branches. 

Is this too much to require? Look at the hundreds, yes, thousands 
of young men who, with scarcely any knowledge or education, after 
trying the board year after year finally succeed in passing, and then 
try to eke out a miserable existence by opening a pharmacy under 
the fostering care of some wholesale drug house. 

EDUCATION. 

Through the education attained by our youth our professional 
status as pharmacists must be determined, and I am firmly of the 
opinion that the provision for registration of apprentices in the pres- 
ent law was a step in the right direction. I should be pleased to learn 
to what extent this provision has been lived up to by the pharmacists, 
and recommend that the board be required to enforce this provision 
with all its power. 

The board should insist that every candidate for examination has 
pursued some course of systematic study, either at home or at some 
college. There is no excuse for a person desiring to learn pharmacy 
not taking such a course either at some school of pharmacy or by mail 
at least. I would recommend that the name of the committee on ap- 
prenticeship be changed to that on education and that the by-laws be 
changed so as to broaden its duties, requiring it to report on the work 
of the Board of Pharmacy in reference to the examinations, etc. 

The supervision of the registration and violations of the law in 
Chicago is of so much importance that it should have your careful 
att.ention. Owing to the centralization, and enormous and changing 
population it is safe to say that Chicago requires more attention from 
the board than the remainder of the state. As it is impracticable to 
remove the office from Springfield, I am of the opinion that a branch 
office should be located in Chicago, and an assistant secretary be ap- 
pointed to look out for delinquents and violaters of the law. 

While one or more members of the board are always located there, 
they can not be expected to spare the time from their private business 
for work of this kind. 

NATIONAL LEGISLATION. 

The subject of national legislation is becoming an important ques- 
tion. You are familiar with the successful effort made by your commit- 
tee in conjunction with similar committees of other state associations 
and the American Pharmaceutical Association to repeal the so-called 
**Free Alcohol" provision of the Wilson Bill, The patent medicine 
men and otjier beneficiaries of special legislation are, however, not 
asleep; another effort will probably be made to hoodwink the people

and Congress into passing a bill which will give them free alcohol and 
the retail druggist will get left, as he did when the stamp tax was 
taken off patent medicines. 

I would suggest that your committee on legislation be instructed 
to keep this matter in sight. Now that the association has returned 
to its former practice of collecting annual dues, I do not believe that 
they should expect the secretary to perform the various duties devolv- 
ing on him without compensation. I would therefore recommend that 
the secretary of this association be paid an annual salary based on a 
percentage of the amount of dues collected. 

Finally, gentlemen, in returning to your care this emblem of our 
craft, and of authority with which you so kindly invested me one year 
ago, permit me to express my profound appreciation of the honor you 
conferred. To my associate officers, members of the executive com- 
mittee and others, I desire to return my sincere thanks for the uniform 
kindness, the wise counsel and advice that have been so freely tendered 
at all times. 

Again thanking you, I am yours to command. 

The address was cordially received and on motion by 
Henry Biroth, of Chicag'o, referred to a special committee, 
which was appointed by Vice-President Sawyer, as follows: 
Henry Biroth, of Chicago; Paul G. Schuh, of Cairo, and W. H. 
Garrison, of Pearl. 

The President, W. K. Forsyth, resuming the chair— The next 
business in order is the report of the treasurer, left over from the 
morning session. 

T. S. Arnold, of Watseka, treasurer of the association, 
then read his report as follows:

The President— If there are no objections, this report will be re- 
ferred to the same committee to which the report of the secretary 
was committed, consisting of Messrs. Bennett, Boyd, and Bartells. 
Next in order are reports from delegates to other associations, and 
first, from the delegates to the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion. Mr. Ebert, have you anything to report? 

A. E. Ebert, of Chicago — Mr. President, I think the mention of 
my name in that connection must be an error. I was at Montreal, but 
naming me as a delegate there is an error. 

The President — I read your name here in the printed report of 
the proceedings of last meeting, heading the list of delegates to the 
American Pharmaceutical Association, on page 126.- 

Mr. Ebert — But that, Mr. President, is the delegation for the 
meeting of this year, which will not take place till August. The 
names of the delegates to the meeting held last year at Montreal ap- 
pear on page six of the printed proceedings of the last meeting of this 
association, and they are Messrs. Ackerman, Hartwig, and Hallberg, 
of Chicago; Paul G. Schuh of Cairo, and R. W. Diller of Springfield. 

The President — Mr. Schuh, have you any report to submit? 

Paul G. Schuh, of Cairo— No, sir. 

C. S. N. Hallberg, of Chicago — Mr. President, there is evidently 
a confusion in this list of delegates. For my part, I had entirely lost 
sight of this appointment, and I have not given the matter any 
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thought. The first I have seen of this printed report of last year's 
proceedings is what I have seen at this meeting today, and I am not 
familiar with it, nor have I been advised of my appointment. 

Mr. Ebert — Mr. President, T hope the statement we have just 
heard will not be too readily received as an excuse. I remember a 
time when Mr. Hallberg complained on account of his not being on the 
delegation. Therefore I hope now he will not be excused. 

MR. Hallberg— I will repeat, Mr. President, that I have not un- 
til today been advised of my appointment. This report I have not 
seen until today, and consequently I did not know that I was on the 
delegation. Under those circumstances, how could I be asked for a 
report? 

Mr. Ebert — Mr. President, I then want to make a report to the 
association for I was there, and I want to say that this association was 
represented there by its delegates. We all enjoyed the courtesies of 
the American Pharmaceutical Association at Montreal, and had due 
representation on the nominating committee. That is a matter of his- 
tory, but as our meeting this year occurs so early it has been over- 
looked. Mr. Hallberg and Mr. Schuh were both in attendance there 
and were both on the committee. 

George C. Bartells, of Camp Point— Mr. President, I attended 
that meeting at Montreal, and I want to speak for Mr. Schuh. He was 
there and he climbed Mount Royal to the top, and hunted around 
through the woods until he found a place of refreshment. And I think 
I may add to my report that he took in a taste of Montreal at the 
mineral spring, but he did not like the spring water. I know he is 
bashful himself and would not want to tell of his doings, but you may 
be sure that he did his duty as usual. (Applause.) 

The President — Next in order is the report from the delegates 
to the National Wholesale Druggists' Association. 

The Secretary— Mr. President, I have here a letter from the 
secretary of the National Wholesale Druggists' Association, dated 
May 26, 1897, as follows: 

National Wholesale Druggists' Association, ) 

Minneapolis, Minn., May 26, 1897. ] 

Dear Sir: — I have the pleasure to advise you that the following 
delegates from the National Wholesale Druggists' Association have 
been selected by President Purcell to convey to the Illinois State 
Pharmaceutical Association, at their annual meeting at Champaign, 
June 2 and 3, greetings of sympathy and interest in all matters ap- 
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pertaining to the welfare of the organization. I have advised the 
secretary of the association of these appointments.

The President — I would like to hear from the delegates, and 
Mr. Schuh appears to be the only one I recognize as being present. 

Paul G. Schuh, of Cairo — Mr. President, I have not been notified 
that I was a delegate. 

The Secretary — Mr. President, the letter I have just read was 
only received the other day and I had supposed that the secretary of 
that association would naturally notify those persons of their selec- 
tion. 

Mr. Schuh— Mr. President, I can report at the meeting next year. 
I could make a report now, but I hardly think it would be in order. 

The President— Next in order is a report from the delegates to 
the American Medical Association; Messrs T. H. Patterson, of Chi- 
cago; H. Lee Hatch, of Jacksonville; and C. P. North, of Englewood. 

George C. Bartells, of Camp Point — Mr. President, on page six 
are the names of the delegates to the meeting of last year. The list 
you have just read is for this and the coming year. 

The President— I thought the American Medical Association 
had already met this year. 

The Secretary— They are in session now, Mr. President. 

The President — The delegates to the meeting last year were, 
H. H. Green, of Bloomington; T. N. Jamieson, of Chicago; and Thomas 
Whitfield, also of Chicago. 

The Secretary — They have not sent in any report to me. 

Mr. Ebert— Mr; President, the American Medical Association is 
now in session in the city of Philadelphia, and it would be becoming 
in this association to send them a telegram of greeting. They have a 
section of precedure on pharmacy; what is that called? 

Mr. Hallbero — Materia medica and pharmacy. 

Mr. Ebert— That association has now under consideration a num- 
ber of subjects of vital interest to us, and it might be well, if without 
too much expense we could send them a telegram to the effect that 
we are now in session also, and asking that these matter pertaining 
to pharmacy which they have before them may be favorably consid- 
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ered by the section having them specially in charge. I think such 
action by us might call attention to the fact that the pharmacists of 
Illinois are alive on these matters. 

The President — Do you offer the suggestion as a motion? 

Mr. Ebert — Yes, sir; I make the motion. 

Mr. Hallbefg— Is it meant to advise the American Medical As- 
sociation to pass favorably on these matters. 

M!r. Ebert— Yes, sir. 

Mr. Hallberg — Then, Mr. President, we would first like to know 
what those matters are, since there might be considerable difference 
of opinion as to their advisability. 

Mr. Ebert — They are subjects relating first to a revision of the 
pharmacopoeia and second raising the present rank and pay of phar- 
macists in the marine and army hospital service. On these subjects I 
hardly think there can be a dissenting voice; although it is right, as 
Mr. Hallberg suggests, that the association should be informed what 
subjects are referred to. 

Mr. Hallberg — Mr. President, these, I think, are not the pending 
matters now, so much as those under consideration by the A. P. A. re- 
relating to copyright and trade mark articles. I think it would be 
best to let this suggestion go over until we have had a report on the 
pharmacopcei^, and then we shall know what the sense of this meet- 
ing is, and we can more intelligently advise the American Medical 
Association as to our position. 

Mr. Ebert — Very well, Mr. President; I then withdraw the mo- 
tion temporarily. 

The President — Next in order is a report from the delegates to 
the Illinois Medical Association; Dr. H. H. Rogers, of Kankakee, and 
Messrs I. W. Blood and Andrew Scherer, of Chicago. Mr. Scherer 
appears to be the only member of the delegation present. 

The Secretary— Mr. President, I have received a letter from 
Doctor Rogers stating that he was to undergo a surgical operation, 
and therefore would not be able to be here. 

Andrew Scherer, of Chicago— Mr. President, I have not attended 
any meeting of the State Medical Association, and, therefore, of 
course I can not make a report. 

The President— Next in order is a report from delegates to the 
Missouri Pharmaceutical Association; Dr. Lee Hatch, of Jacksonville; 
Thomas Knoebel, of East St. Louis; and George C. Bartells, of Camp 
Point. 
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The Secretary— Mr. President, I have a letter from Doctor 
Hatch which says: "I am sick again and can not be with you. Hope 
you will all have a good time." I know he expected to be here. 

The President — We will hear from Mr Bartells. 

George C. Bartells, of Camp Point— Mr. President, you had my 
report at the meeting last year. The Missouri meeting was held a 
week or two before ours in Illinois. I read my report, and I see it is 
printed in the proceedings. The Missouri Association have not yet 
met this year. 

The Secretary — Mr. President, it should be remembered that 
we changed the date of our meeting this year, and so we have got 
ahead of all the other meetings. These committees were all appointed 
last year with the expectation that they would be able to attend the 
meetings of this year and report as usual; but the fact is, in conse- 
quence of the chanere of date, our own meeting is ahead of all the 
other meetings, and there is no chance of getting any reports. 

The President— That explains it. We may as well, however, 
go through the list. Next comes the Iowa Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion. (Reading the names of the delegation.) 

The Secretary — I have no report from them. 

Mr. Ebert — The Iowa meeting, Mr. President, takes place next 
week. 

The President— Next is the Michigan Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion. (Reading names of delegation.) 

The Secretary — Their meeting will occur in August. 

The President — Next, theWisconsin Pharmaceutical Association. 
(Reading delegation). 

There was no response. 

The President— Next, the Indiana Pharmaceutical Association. 
(Reading names.) 

A Voice— They meet today. 

Mr. Hallberg— Mr.President, I suggest we hear from Mr. Hereth. 

Frank S. Hereth, of Chicago— Mr. President, the Indiana Asso- 
ciation met yesterday, and are still in session today. They have done 
a great deal of business. The first day is generally occupied with busi- 
ness, and the second day is made a sort of picnic. They held three 
sessions yesterday — morning, afternoon, and evening. Today they go 
out on a picnic, after inaugurating officers. They had an attendance 
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of about a hundred, I think, though I do not know what the member- 
ship of the association is. It is, however, small compared with other 
states, on account of the fact that they have thus far had no pharmacy 
law. A committee appointed to see to the drafting of a pharmacy 
law reported that they had had it introduced and finally succeeded in 
getting it through the legislature, but it was vetoed by the governor. 
They have been trying for ten years to get a pharmacy law in Indiana, 
and this is the first time they have ever succeeded in getting the legis- 
lature to consider the proposition favorably; and now they seem quite 
confident that they will succeed in securing such a law at the regular 
session two years hence. Nothing, I believe, of special interest to the 
members of this association transpired there yesterday, outside of the 
report on the pharmacy law to which I have referred. 

The President — If there is no objection, the various reports of 
delegates to the different associations, as far as they have been 
received, will be declared accepted, and if hereafter any other dele- 
gates turn up, either in person or by letter, we can hear from them 
Next in order is the report of of the committee on legislation. 

C. S. N. Hallberg, of Chicago — Mr. President and members of 
the association, I have here a report from that committee, which I 
will now read. 

The report of the committee on legislation was then read 
as follows: 

REPORT OP THE COMMITTEE ON LEGISLATION. 

To the Members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association: 

The Fortieth General Assembly, now in its closing days, has been 
an eventful one in the legislative history of the state. 

While no pharmacal legislation has been asked for there were as 
usual several measures introduced which more or less threatened the 
practice of pharmacy in the state. Early in the session the Eng- 
lish bill was introduced which provided that physicians should have 
the right to practice pharmacy. This bill did not meet with much 
support, its author soon retiring from the legislature (being un- 
seated). 

Of far more importance was the Wilson bill, House No. 432, amend- 
ing the Pharmacy act so as to require the Pharmacy Board to issue 
permits to any person, firm, or corporation in any town, village or 
other locality, to sell all the usual domestic remedies and family or 
proprietary medicines. This bill was reported out of the House com- 
mittee on licenses for passage and caused considerable uneasiness for 
a while, but, thanks to our four druggist members in the legislature, 
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Messrs. Beers, Garver, Montgomery, and Trowbridge, and the Chicago 
members who **lined up" the members of the committee, a majority 
of whom were from Cook county, the bill was never heard from. 

The Medical Practice act, introduced as the joint effort of the 
various medical societies representing the four schools: allopath, 
homeopath, eclectic, and physiomedical, early in the session, contained 
an obnoxious feature in its definition as to the practice of medicine in 
contravention of the privileges of pharmacists to recommend medi- 
cines as provided in the present pharmacy law. The administration 
of the usual domestic or family medicines was also to be confined to 
emergency cases. The bill was amended in committee so as not to 
interfere with the privileges, not only accorded pharmacists, but also 
every non-pharmacist as his inalienable right and prerogative, but 
lacking support it died of inanition. 

A bill regulating the sale of patent or proprietary medicines. 
Senate No. 348, was introduced by Mr. Baxter. It was based upon the 
draft presented by the chairman of this committee to the American 
Pharmaceutical Association in 1893, requiring all medicines for which 
no authentic formula is given in the various pharmacopoeias, dispen- 
satories, and formularies to have the formula printed on the label, 
etc. The bill met such strong opposition from the patent-medicine 
men and their allies, the newspapers, that it has not since been heard 
from. 

At last year's meeting (1896) the following resolution was passed: 

Resolved^ That the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association hereby en- 
dorse the action of the Grocers' and Merchants' Association of the 
state of Illinois in their efforts to have the present obnoxious garnish- 
ment law amended. The present law is a hardship to every merchant 
in tbe state as it induces dishonesty and encourages fraud, by giving 
a license to **dead beats." 

That we believe it to be the duty of the incoming legislature to 
repeal the present law and give the merchant a law by which he will 
be enabled to collect twenty -five per cent of the wage-earner's wages 
for the necessaries of life furnished him and his family, and we pledge 
ourselves individually to do all we can to secure this important legis- 
lation. 

Copies of this resolution were sent by the secretary to the regis- 
tered pharmacists of the state last January, requesting them to 
write their representatives to amend the present law as above indi- 
cated. Through the efforts of the Retail Grocers' and Merchants' 
Association of Illinois a bill was introduced in the Senate, No. 349, and 
after having passed the Senate was read twice in the House, its fate 
still being in doubt. It was amended so as to exempt a minimum wage 
of S8 a week, and was strongly supported by our members throughout 
the state. 
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Perhaps the most important measure was the so-called Lundin- 
Nohe-Schwab bill, known as Senate bill 278; the Anti-Department 
Store bill, or more properly the Separate Store act. It was intro- 
duced by Senator Lundin in February, and after being amended so as 
to apply to towns of fifty thousand or over, it passed the Senate with 
only four votes against it. The bill was championed by the Cook 
County Business Men's Association, which the Chicag^o members of 
this association helped to organize and in which they took an active 
interest, about half a hundred of them going to the capital with nearly 
half a thousand members of the Business Men's Association, on March 
23. The chairman of this committee, together with Mr. Ebert and other 
representatives of retail dealers, addressed the committee on munici- 
pal corporations of the House to which the. bill had been referred on 
April 8, and refuted the arguments of the department store managers 
that their business was not injurious to the public. Your committee 
recommends that sec. 6, art. 3, of the by-laws be changed so as to read: 

*'The committee on legislation shall keep a record of all measures 
introduced in the General Assembly affecting the interests of phar- 
macy, or pharmacists, in the state. In the event of proposed legis- 
lation hostile to the interests named. It shall consult the executive 
committee or president and secretary and in conjunction with these 
take such action as may be advisable. 

It shall carry out the instructions of the association on all pro- 
posed legislation in conjunction with the oflBcers named and shall ask 
for such appropriation from the executive committee as may be re- 
quired. 

It shall present a report of all such legislation and the action 
thereon by the General Assembly. 

It shall recommend such legislation or changes as may appear de- 
sirable in its report at the annual meeting of the association." 

The committee desires to present the interrogatories of the sec- 
tion on education and legislation of the American Pharmaceutical 
Association which are. to serve as the basis for a draft for a Phar- 
macy law to be presented to the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion at its meeting August 23, this year, at Lake Minnetonka.

Committee on Legislation. 

The following is a copy of the Garnishment bill as 

amended and passed by the House and concurred in by the 

Senate, approved June 14, 1897; in force July 1, 1897: 

*'The wages for services of a defendant, who is the head of a 
family and residing with the same, to the amount of eight (8) dollars 
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per week, shall be exempt from garnishment. All above the sum of 
eight (8) dollars per week shall be liable to garnishment: Provided^ 
the person bringing suit shall first make a demand in writing for the 
excess above the amount herein exempted. No cost or expenses 
shall be chargeable to the defendant unless he shall refuse to turn 
over to the creditor the amount due him above that herein exempted 
upon such written demand." 

[The Anti-Department-Store bill was defeated in the House.] 

Mr. Hallberg— Mr. President, the statement in the report that 
the English bill proposed to extend to physicians the right to practice 
pharmacy might perhaps be modified. It did, however, provide that 
physicians might open small stores for the sale of drugs, and thus 
practically extended to them the right to practice pharmacy. 

Mention of the big delegation of Chicago Business Men to urge the 
passage of the Anti-Department Store bill, which took place on March 
23, refers to the famous brass band procession. The fate of that bill is 
still undetermined. 

In reference to the proposed amendment to the by-laws, I will 
state that upon examining the subject we found the duties of our com- 
mittee not very clearly defined, and it was somewhat difficult to de- 
termine from the by-laws just what we were to do. Accordingly we 
have drafted what we here oflfer as a substitute for section six of the 
by-laws, and if our proposition is approved, it will take the place of 
that section entirely. 

The President— Section six of what article? 

Mr. Hallberg— It is the section with reference to our committee. 

The President — Section six of article three of the by-laws the 
gentleman refers to. 

Mr. Hallberg— Only two names, Mr. President, are signed to 
this report. The third member of the committee, Mr. Dodds, at last 
accounts was not at home in Springfield, and we have had no oppor- 
tunity to meet him. I should add that we furnish copies of the va- 
rious bills referred to, which accompany the report. Whether they 
ought to be printed with it may well be left for future consider- 
ation. 

George C. Bartells, of Camp Point — How does the Department 
Store bill now stand? 

Mr. Hallberg — It is to be up this week. 

Mr. Bartells— Mr. President, in view of the fact that the re- 
port just read contains a recommendation, it would be well to have it 
referred to a committee. 
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The President — Did I understand the proposition in the report 
to be simply a recommendation, or an amendment offered to the by- 
laws? 

Mr. Hallberg — It is offered as a substitute for section 6, article 3 
of the by-laws. 

Mr. Ebert — It must then be laid over. 

Mr. Hallberg — Laid over; yes, sir. 

On motion the report was received. 

Mr. Ebert — Mr. President, is the report now open for discussion? 
The President —Yes, sir. 

Mr. Ebert — A very important subject, Mr. President, for our 
consideration here is that Department Store bill, which is to come up 
for final action tomorrow. And in view of the fact, I think the chair- 
man of the committee on legislation will approve of a suggestion 
that, while we are here assembled, a telegram from us be sent down 
to the representatives who are to act on the bill, addressed to them 
from their constituents here and requesting them to vote for the De- 
partment Store bill. Every druggist in the state is interested in the 
passage of that bill, for while in terms it only applies to cities of 
50,000 inhabitants, the fact is that as the law now stands and in the 
way these stores are now doing business by mail and express orders, 
they affect every drug store in the state. The objection which seems 
to bother legislators from districts outside of Chicago isr.one urged 
against its constitutionality. Whenever you mention the subject to 
a member from a country district, you are met by the statement, *'I 
think that bill is unconstitutional." Now, the truth is, there are as 
many opinions on the other side of that question and in favor of its 
constitutionality, and if you ask what there is in the bill that is un- 
constitutional, the answer is, "You can not tax one man more than 
another." But that bill is not based upon taxation at all. As the 
chairman of the committee on legislation has just said in his report, 
it is simply a bill to provide for separate stores, and has nothing at 
all to do with taxation. Owners of department stores should be served 
like others. Now, such a store in Chicago can carry on as many dif- 
ferent kinds of business as the owners choose, all under the same roof. 

This bill, however, provides that a drug store shall be simply a 
drug store and nothing else, and not mixed up in a big establishment 
with other kinds of merchandise. While such legislation may not en- 
tirely cure, it will at least modify the great evil we are laboring 
under. It will prevent these department stores from advertising 
camphor at twenty-five cents a pound, giving only twelve ounces to 
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the pound, when camphor is worth forty-three cents a pound by the 
barrel — just to draw in customers who may perhaps buy something 
else on the day of the special sale. But under this bill, if that sort of 
business should be done at all, the customer would have to go out and 
make his purchase in another store. And you will find that under that 
arrangement this doing away with the actual value of goods will soon 
cease, and these men will be put into the same position that you and 
I are in, in doing our business. As the report has stated, we appeared 
before the committee, while the bill was pending there, and several 
representatives of the department stores, like The Fair, and Siegel, 
Cooper & Company, appeared there also, and thefy made statements 
before that committee which were absolutely untrue. For instance, 
they asserted that they did not make these prices, excepting upon 
goods which were not handled successfully; but their statements were 
refuted by contradictions from the representatives of retail mer- 
chants. Now, this bill comes up tomorrow. We have a list of legis- 
lators from districts outside of Chicago, and I propose that a telegram 
be sent down tonight, so that a copy shall reach each of those mem- 
bers who has a constituent here, as soon as he arrives at his desk in 
the state house tomorrow morning, urging him to vote for that bill. 
As to the expense, this association will be called upon for but a very 
small sum, because we have money on hand ready to be used for that 
purpose. (Applause.) 

Mr. Hallberg— I hope, Mr. President, the suggestion of Mr. 
Ebert will be acted upon. 

Mr. Bartells — Mr. President, I stopped at Springfield on my 
way here especiallj^ to see members from my district. I saw some of 
them, but our senator has died, and we are not now represented in the 
Seriate. However, I saw Senator Berry from Hancock, the adjoining 
county, who seems to be prominent on the republican side, who told 
me they doubted the constitutionality of the measure. I replied, *'Let 
the courts pass on its constitutionality; you pass the bill." That, of 
course, is all we can ask. I think a telegram sent as suggested, from 
members of this association, would do a great deal of good. 

The President — Gentlemen, I will say that I have had some ex- 
perience in this matter myself. I was at Springfield when the bill 
passed the Senate, and at that time, in conjunction with the members 
of the Business Men's Association, I took occasion to canvass members 
of the House, knowing the bill would soon come before them; and in 
all instances, wherever a member wanted to find an excuse for voting 
against the bill, he doubted its constitutionality. I said, I know you 
have not read the bill. They replied no, they had not. It was just a 
mere pretense to get behind, as an excuse for not favoring the bill. 
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H. SwANNELL, of Champaign — Mr. President, this seems to me 
one of the most important sublects that can come before this associa- 
tion — the department store matter. The dru^ business has been 
changed a great deal in the last few years by this cutting of prices, 
and the cutting out of so much from our business amounts in the ag- 
gregate to a great deal. I have been considerably interested in the 
subject. Fortunately, I live in a community where we do not have 
cut prices. Our druggists here have organized, and by mutual agree- 
ment established a certain forfeit for price-cutting; and we have 
never had a case of that kind in either Champaign or Urbana, unless 
it was done on the sly. It is true, I have sometimes been badly scared. 
A week or two ago I had a scare. A new store started up in our city, 
which it was understood was to put in proprietary medicines at a dis- 
count. It proved, however, a false alarm. I am satisfied, if this bill 
should pass, it would save twenty-five per cent to our business, and I 
am in favor of doing everything that can be done. I presume in its 
present terms that ^ill would only protect Chicago and Peoria, but it 
could be extended to include other parts of the state. Therefore, I 
am In favor of helping it. through. 

T. S. Arnold, of Watseka — Mr. President, has the bill been read 
the first time? 

Mr. Hallberg— That bill, Mr. President, passed the Senate with 
only four votes against it. As it stood originally it applied to a popu- 
lation of ten thousand; it was amended to apply to places of fifty thou- 
sand, and then it passed the Senate with only four votes opposed to it. 
Then going to the House it was referred to the committee on municipal 
corporations, and that committee gave a hearing to both sides of the 
question Mr. Geo. Scherer of Peoria, president of the Grocers' and 
Merchants' Association of Illinois, was very active in this work, and 
our friend Mr. Ebert, with several other gentlemen from Chicago, my- 
self included, addressed the committee from the standpoint of the re- 
tail dealers. On the other side appeared Mr. Siegel, of Siegel, Cooper & 
Company, and Mr. Otto Young, of The Fair. A final speech on the side 
of the retail dealers was made by Mr. Solomon, representing the Cook 
County Business Men's Association, and on the other side the closing 
speech was made by Mr. Hamlin. It was the opinion of every man 
who heard the speeches that our side left the other without a leg to 
stand on. The argument of Mr. Hamlin, from a constitutional stand- 
point, amounted to nothing. Then the bill came up in the House on 
second reading, and they tried to amend it, but failed by seventy-nine 
to forty-seven, our vote being so small that day, because of the ab-v 
sence of twenty-five members at a wedding. Still we had quite a large 
majority for the bill on its second reading. That is where the matter 
stood for three weeks, till last Monday night, when it was taken up

and made a special order for tomorrow morning. Should the bill p9.s8 
tomorrow, it will have to return to the Senate simply for concurrence 
with one small change, and then it will pass to the Governor. If we 
can only muster enough votes to pass the bill tomorrow, we are all 
right. And it is the general opinion now that the bill is safe. This 
is our last chance. 

Mr. Arnold— Mr. President, I think this department store ques- 
tion affects people in the country as well as in the city, for anywhere 
within seventy-five miles of Chicago they send in to get medicines. 

Mr. Hallberg — I wish Mr. Arnold would turn round and affect 
his representatives at Springfield as much as these stores affect the 
country business. In fact they do more business through the mails 
than any one has a conception of. I think Mr. Ebert knows one of the 
smaller of these establishments, called the Boston Store, has taken in 
more money for pills than fifty drug stores in Chicago. 

Mr. Ebert — Their sales have amounted to six hundred dollars on 
Mondays and Tuesdays. 

'Mr. Hallberg — They get rates that no single individual can think 
of getting, if there is any way of getting a reduced rate, a depart- 
ment store will get it. They have already established a postoffice. 
One of them has got a branch postoffice, and before long they will 
reach every man, woman, and child in the state and outside of it within 
a radius of five hundred miles. Do not, therefore, go away with the 
idea that they will not affect you in the country, for they are bound to. 
They will stick their long arms into your pockets and take everything 
you have got, without your being able to resist them. (Applause.) 

Mr. Ebert — Mr. President, I want to repeat something told me 
by one of the assayers of freight; railroads in Chicago appoint assayers 
who put values od freights coming into the city, and this man I speak 
of is a customer at my store, and comes in there frequently to consult 
me with regard to drugs and chemicals, when he wants to know what 
they are, for they are sometimes billed under names unknown to him, 
although in general he is very well versed in chemistry and pharmacy. 
He comes to the store to get advice. For instance, he brought in one 
day a sample of eg^ albumen, a particular preparation of glue. The 
rate on glue is very low, while that on albumen is very high. And he 
has told me this: I have more trouble, said he, with shipments to the 
department stores in Chicago than any other sort; and I never attempt 
to pass upon a carload of goods shipped to a department store in the 
city from mere representation in the way bill or outside observation. 
I have never found a shipment to these stores but what the rate had 
to be changed in some particular. They give me more trouble with 
their misstatements in respect to articles in car and under cover than 
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all other kinds of business that I have to look after here combined. I 
mention this as one illustration. 

W. H. Garrison, of Pearl— Mr. President, I am 250 miles from 
Chicago, and I see the effects of these stores in my town very plainly. 

Paul G. Schuh, of Cairo— I will tell a little incident, Mr. Presi- 
dent. A lady wanted to get one of those artist's tube colors, and she 
wrote to one of those department stores and got the tube, accompa- 
nied with a bill for five cents. Afterwards, when she had sent the 
money, she got a receipt. I know that lady. How much did they 
make in that trade? (Amusement.) 

On motion by W. P. Boyd, of Areola, the suggestion of 
a telegram from members of the association to members of 
the House of Representatives, at Springfield, recommending 
them to vote for the Department Store bill, was adopted. 

Mr. Hallberg thereupon proposed in addition the send- 
ing of a public telegram of the same tenor, to be addressed 
officially by the association to the speaker of the House, ad- 
vising the passage of the Department Store bill. 

SOREN Mathieson, of Chicago — Mr. President, I do not think 
that would be advisable. We do not want to appear openly as trying 
to influence legislation. 

Mr. HALLBERG—What are we here for? (Laughter.) What have 
we been trying to do? 

Mr. Mathieson— That looks like seeking to dictate legislation. 

Mr. Ebert— I agree with Mr. Hallberg, that we do want to influ- 
ence legislation if we can, but I think it had better be done in another 
way. 

A Voice — A still hunt, Mr. President, will, I believe, do more good 
than such a general telegram as that which has been suggested, ad- 
dressed to the speaker of the House. 

The Secretary— Mr. President, I have probably had as much ex- 
perience in legislative matters as any one around here. 

A Voice — We know you have. 

The Secretary — A great many know it. 

Mr. Hallberg — How about the Wilson bill? 

The Secretary — That bill is on the calendar for first reading and 
I think it will never be read first time. As you have heard it sug- 
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gested, a still-hunt is the right thing. The minute you begin to show 
your hand publicly you are lost. Such a general message as that 
would get into the hands of the press and hurt us, but private tele- 
grams to the members will do no harm. A still-hunt to influence legis- 
lation privately is what we want. 

Mr. Ebert — Frank is right. 

The Secretary — A telegram from Mr. Bartells, for instance, to 
his member in a quiet way, will have more effect than any public mes- 
sage. 

The President — I must confess, gentlemen, it seems to me this 
sort of public message would lose us votes, for those still in doubt 
would construe it as a threat and be liable to vote against the bill on 
that account. I think it unadvisable to send such a message as that 
to the speaker. 

R. W. DiLLER, of Springfield — It is too long anyhow, Mr. Presi- 
dent, and not enough to the point. 

Mr. Diller then related a characteristic story of Lincoln 
and two old cronies, which served the purpose to puncture 
the proposition and it was immediately withdrawn by its 
author. 

The President — Has the committee on legislation something 
else to offer? 

Mr. Hallberg — As you may be aware, Mr. President, at the last 
meeting of the American Pharmaceutical Association the committee 
on legislation and education was ordered to address the various state 
Pharmaceutical Associations, the state boards, and a few of the 
colleges and schools of pharmacy throughout the United States and 
Canada, in order, if possible, to obtain a better concensus of opinion, 
if it may be so called, with a view to draft a uniform Pharmacy Law 
to be presented to the American Pharmaceutical Association at its 
meeting next August. Our committee has not been able to act on 
this matter before this week, and ours is the first Pharmaceutical 
Association to be addressed on this subject. But, Mr. President, I do 
not believe it is feasible to takejip all the details mentioned in this 
address, and if you will allow me to call attention to a few of the most 
important provisions as briefly as possible and then refer the subject 
to a committee to report to you a plan at our next session, much time 
would be saved and the result would be far better. 

The speaker then read an introduction to several inter- 
rogatories, including' the following" lang'uage: **The propo 
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sition, while a new departure, is simply an extension of the 
cardinal principle of all legislation governing" the sale, etc., 
of drugs, etc., in English-speaking governments — the poison 
restriction." 

He then proceeded as follows: 

In Great Britain and all her colonies and in the United States we 
have a pharmacal law different from that prevailing on the conti- 
nent of Europe. In France, Germany, and Russia a pharmacist is 
practically an ofiBcer of the government, and within a certain district 
he has virtually a monopoly and can charge such prices as he sees fit, 
except that he must not exceed four hundred per cent. (Laughter.) 
A good many privileges like that are to be found in the European 
law, but as you pass from Russia toward the Scandinavian countries 
the law grows more liberal, until you get to Great Britain, which is 
practically in the same position as we are. Now, Mr. President, it is 
not proposed to have pharmacal legislation in this country based on 
that of Germany, Russia, and France, but we do want something dif- 
ferent from what now prevails here, laws which are simply a benefit 
to a small class of the public and nobody else, not even a professor in 
a college of pharmacy; it is pretty near time there should be a change. 
The introduction to these queries in this paper then goes on: "But 
the difficulty heretofore has been to define a poison." All our legisla- 
tion, Mr. President, would have to be based practically on the poison 
principle, which is that nothing that will destroy life ought to be han- 
dled on a mere commercial basis. Such is the general principle of the 
law in all our forty-five states, but in Australia the law stands in a far 
better position than it does here with reference to the handling of 
drugs and medicines. Now, what is a poison? About the ouly existing le- 
gal definition thus far is that made by the Pennsylvania Supreme Court, 
that anything which would destroy life or produce a dangerous result 
on an adult person, in the quantity of a teaspoonf ul, is a poison. If 
that definition could hold, or something like it, then the pharmacist 
would be in a pretty safe position to base laws upon it; because if 
pharmacists are to be given exclusive control of business under such 
a definition, what more do we want? If we are permitted thus to de- 
fine what shall be considered a poison and then given the exclusive 
privilege of handling and selling it, what more could be asked? Pray, 
who else except the pharmacist is going to define what constitutes a 
poison? 

I shall not take up your time to go through all the interrogatories 
propounded in this paper and will refer only to a tew things to which 
I wish to call your attention. And, first, with regard to the practice 
of pharmacy, what shall be the privilege of a registered pharmacist? 
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Should it not be his sole right to practice pharmacy, to own, conduct, 
or have charge of a pharmacy, with limitations for the estate of a 
deceased registered pharmacist? That is, if a druggist dies intestate, 
his successors should have a certain time in which to sell the store 
without a sacrifice. This, of course, is a legal proposition. There are 
several states which require that a man who owns a drug store should 
be a registered pharmacist, and we shall never have a law that will 
prove any real benefit to pharmacists until we have one based on that 
principle. Then again we have here a proposition how to handle the 
patent medicine business. We have first to classify all medicines, 
and we put them into three classes: Class A, for instance, to consist 
of violent poisons, such as the alkaloids, arsenious acids, and so forth; 
class B to comprise such mineral poisons as sulphuric, nitric and hy- 
drochloric acids, and all compounds of iodine, bromine, and so forth; 
both A and B to be classes under the poison section, and not to be sold 
except under prescription and registry; and then a third class, to be 
called class C, to consist of potent drugs, of a dose of thirty grains or 
less, which would leave out such domestic remedies as paregoric, and 
so forth. Now, taking that classification, we make this proposition: 
Do you favor the proposition of a limited license plan for general 
dealers in domestic and proprietary medicines? There is already a 
law existing in three states, Colorado, Arkansas, and, I believe, Vir- 
ginia, of that nature. A certain patent medicine was sent out to Col- 
orado, and the board called at the store and said, '*We require you to 
put the poison label on all those packages." In about a week the 
wholesale drug house was requested to recall its shipment, the con- 
signee saying, ''We do not want your patent medicines for we can not 
sell them with that label on." And the wholesale house accordingly 
had to take them back. After conferring with the American Phar- 
maceutical Association, we can make it so that these medicines, when 
sold by a registered pharmacist, need not be labeled, but in all other 
cases they must be. Under such a regulation how long would outsid- 
ers continue to sell them? (Cries of "Good, good.") So we propose 
here the following exemption: "Do you favor exemption of manufac- 
turers selling only to wholesale dealers and registered pharmacists of 
class A (except with an especial label provision?") Then the board 
would be authorized, under certain limits and restrictions, to issue a 
license to general dealers for articles not comprised in the classifica- 
tion, on a plan similar to that now being followed by our state board. 
Last, but not least, shall the registered pharmacist be exempt from 
jury duty? I believe, Mr. President, it would be impracticable to take 
up all these matters in detail, and I suggest on behalf of the commit- 
tee on legislation, to refer the subject to another committee, to pre- 
sent only the leading features of this paper, in a form suitable for the 
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consideration and approval of this association, at the next session of 
this annual meeting, that is, tomorrow morning. 

The President— Gentlemen, you have heard the recommenda- 
tions of the committee with regard to this paper. 

Mr. Ebert — Mr. President, I would recommend that the commit- 
tee on legislation itself do what it asks another committee to do. It 
would take another committee a great deal more time and labor to go 
over that paper and make such a report as would be intelligent and 
practicable. I move, therefore, that the chairman of the committee 
himself, Mr. Hallberg, be asked to make such a report as he has in- 
dicated and bring it before the association at our next session. 

The motion was carried. 

Mr. Hallberg — Only my native modesty, Mr. President, forbade 
my putting the motion just as it has been put by Mr. Ebert. (Laughter.) 

SOREN Mathieson, of Chicago— Mr. President, I wish to correct 
a little suggestion made by the chairman of the committee on legis- 
lation, to the effect that a European druggist can charge what he 
pleases, within a limit of four hundred per cent. That is not strictly 
true. The board there prepare a schedule, fixing a charge of so much 
for the general prescription and so much for each ingredient put into 
the bottle. And they admit to privilege none but a graduate from 
their own institution; and again, if a community of two thousand in- 
habitants wants another pharmacy, they first apply to the pharmacist 
already there to start another store, and if he refuses, then to the old- 
est pharmacist, and on his refusal they compel the youngest to start 
a store for the convenience of the people. And as to the greater lib- 
erality of the law in Scandinavian countries, you can not import into 
Norway at all. There they destroy the bottle and throw away the 
medicine. It can not be imported into that country at all. Probably 
Mr. Hallberg ought to know that. 

Mr. Hallberg — He does know it, Mr. President. 

Mr. Mathieson — And when a license expires, they offer it to the 
next oldest, for the oldest has got to have it, and if he can not take it 
they give it to the next one; and he has got to be a graduate of their 
institution. 

Mr. Hallberg— I am familiar with all those conditions, Mr. Pres- 
ident, for I have studied them with respect to Denmark, Sweden, and 
all those countries. Two years ago I made a report upon the restric- 
tions upon pharmacy in nearly all the civilized countries of the world* 
I am, therefore, thoroughly familiar with the whole subject. I was 
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only speaking in a general way, meaning that four hundred per cent 
was as much as they desired to charge. 

The President— Next in order is the report on papers and queries. 

Mr. Bartells — Mr. President, I thought this morning the asso- 
ciation accepted the invitation of the president of the university to 
visit the buildings this afternoon at 4 o'clock. 

The President— Very well, and I think we can get along satisfac- 
torily with our business, if we now adjourn. 

A. E. Ebert, of Chicago— Mr. President, before we adjourn, if you 
will allow me, I will read the report of the committee on the revision 
of the United States Pharmaceopoeia. It can be read now and dis- 
cussed tomorrow. 

The President — If there is no objection, that report will now be 
read. 

The report of the committee on the revision of the United 
States Pharmacopoeia was then read by Mr. Ebert, as fol- 
lows: 

REPORT OP THE COMMITTBB ON REVISION OP THE UNITED STATES 

PHARMACOPCEIA. 

To the Officers and Members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association: 

Your committee on the revision of the United States Pharmaco- 
poeia respectfully report: 

1. That they do not approve of the suggestion of the introduction 
of doses in the Pharmacopoeia. 

2. We recommend the dropping from the official list, all liquors 
and wines known as beverages, and the official preparations of which 
they are component parts; should, however, it be necessary to retain 
any of these, then alcohol or acetic acid be used. 

3. We recommend the reduction to one half of the quantity of the 
drug, for all fluid extracts excepting buchu, cotton root, ergot, fran- 
gula, ipecac, licorice, rhubarb, sarsaparilla, sarsaparilla compound, 

senega, senna, taraxacum, uva ursi, valerian, and wild cherry. i 

4. Crude carbolic acid, obtainable in the market, does not come up 
to the requirements of the Pharmacopoeia. Shall the standard be 
changed to that of the market? 

5. Lard, in summer months and in warm climates; there should be 
an addition of stearic acid to raise the melting point. 
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6. Lard, benzoinated; dissolve the benzoin in purified wood alcohol, 
add to this solution castor oil, drive off the spirit by aid of heat, and 
employ the oily solution of benzoin, for benzoinating the lard. 

7. Chlorine water, alternate official process with that of potassium 
chlorate and hydrochloric acid. 

8. Medicated waters; to be made with hot water and essential oils. 

9. Cerate; use benzoinated lard in the process. 

10. Collodion, use acetone as solvent for gun cotton instead of ether 
and alcohol. 

11. Solution of ammonium acetate: reinstate the alternate process 
of 1880. 

12. Solution of magnesium citrate; add potassium bicarbonate when 
solution is dispensed. 

13. Replace extract of jalap by resin of jalap in formula for com- 
pound cathartic pills. 

14. Ointment; use benzoinated lard in formula for simple ointment. 

15. Ointment of tar; replace the present formula by that of 1880, 
using suet instead of wax. 

16. Ointment of sulphur; follow directions for zinc ointment, "sift- 
ing into the melted lard." 

17. Benzin; requirements of the Pharmacopoeia are not met with 
in market. 

18. Use benzin in the processes instead of ether, in deodorized 
opium, deodorized tincture of opium, extract of opium (to retain pul- 
verulent condition), to remove from ergot, colchicum seed, nux vomica, 
and strophanthus seed, the fatty oils prior to making the official liquid 
preparations. 

19. Introduce granulated opium of a definite morphine strength 
for use in making the official liquid preparations of opium. 

20. Introduce glucose syrup; use it in place of glycerine in fluid 
extracts, in mixture of rhubarb and soda and for mucilage of acacia 
in brown mixture. 

21 . In the formula for mucilage of acacia replace half of the water 
with lime water. 

22. Introduce purified methyl or wood alcohol and replace with this 
spirit the grain or ethyl alcohol, in the processes for resins of jalap, 
podophyllum, and scammony, in all solid extracts, spirit of myrcia 
(bay rum), tinctures of arnica, benzoin, benzoin compound, calendula, 
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iodine, pyrethrum, and quillaja, and in the liniments of ammonia, 
soap, soft soap, and mustard compound. 

23. Add to the formula for syrup of ferrous iodide about ten per 
cent of pure anhydrous grape sugar. 

24. Introduce syrups of coffee, stillingia compound, trifolium com- 
pound, yerba santa, and white pine compound. 

25. Introduce solution of ferric phosphate fifty per cent, tincture 
citro-chloride of iron, elixirs of ammonium valerianate, cinchona, cin- 
chona with iron, pepsin, and potassium bromide. 

26. Introduce berberis aquifolium and saw palmetto with fluid 
preparations and fluid preparation of zea. 

27. Introduce bismuth salicylate, bismuth subgallate, cinchonidia 
salicylate, quinine salicylate, talcum, and zinc sulphocarbolate. 

28. We approve of the introduction in the Pharmacopoeia of art- 
icles having a definite composition that are patented or trade-marked, 
under a proper scientific name, the trade name as the synonym. We 
would recommend for recognition the following: 

Antipyrine, aristol, ichthyol, iodol, papain, or papoid, phenacetin, 
saccharin, and sulfonal. 

29. Drop from list of preparations tincture of musk; if not thought 
advisable, reduce the strength of musk to two per cent and direct the 
use of lime water for water. 

All of which is respectfully submitted. Albert E. Ebert, 

George E. Case, 
M. B. Travis. 

The President — ^If there is no objection, the report will be re- 
garded as received at this time. Now, Professor Palmer, who is to 
conduct us on this proposed round after we adjourn? 

Professor Palmer— President Draper has seen fit to designate 
as the leader of this expedition the professor of yelling in this uni- 
versity. I shall go along merely as an escort. But Professor Breck- 
enridge, who introduced what is known here as the '^college yell," 
will take the lead. We can not do the thing very thoroughly at this 
time, for we can not go everywhere, on account of some places being 
occupied by the exercises of the university. But we will do what we 
can. It will be necessary to keep together and to keep going, or we 
can not get around before supper time. Another thing, the reception 
to occur tonight will be held in this building on the upper floor and 
in what is known as the faculty parlor. 

On motion, the association then adjourned to nine 
o'clock a. m. 
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Third Session. 



Thursday, June 3, 9 o'clock a.m. 

At 9 o'clock a.m., pursuant to adjournment, the associa- 
tion met and was called to order by the president, as fol- 
lows: 

The President— Gentlemen will please come to order. The first 
business this morning is the report of the committee on papers and 
queries. 

W. B. Day, of Chicagfo — Mr. President, I have received from Mr 
W. H. Garrison a paper which will now be read. 

A paper by W. H. Garrison, of Pearl, on the subject, 
'^Emergencies, How to Treat Them," was then read as fol 
lows: 

BMBRQBNCIBS, HOW TO TREAT THBM. 

Mr. President^ and Members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association: 

Gentlemen: My subject is ''Emergencies, How to Treat Them," 
and at first glance the pharmacist may well ask, "What has that to 
do with pharmacy?" and on the other hand the physician who has not 
comprehended in its fullness the great purpose and object of his call- 
ing may throw up his hands in horror at the thought of the pharma- 
cist rendering aid to the injured, and thus apparently depriving the 
physician of a portion of his bread and butter; but upon a moment's 
reflection the pharmacist will, readily see that while a knowledge of 
"Emergencies, and How to Treat Them" may not throw any great 
light upon the scientific side of pharmacy it may nevertheless have a 
great deal to do with the peace of mind of the pharmacist, and with 
his standing in the community, and hence bear directly on his pocket- 
book, either for "weal or woe." In other words, it has to do with the 
practical rather than with the scientific side of our profession. 

The American pharmacist is universally recognized as a public 
servant, and in order to maintain the dignity of his calling he must 
be ever ready to meet intelligently all emergencies from the selling 
of a postage stamp at midnight to the administration of the proper 
antidote for hydrocyanic acid poisoning; but. aside from all specula- 
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tion, it is a fact that the pharmacist is the man who is often called 
upon, suddenly and when he least expects it, to come to the relief of 
some one who has met with some grave injury either from accident or 
design, and if he is not posted to a reasonable extent he is likely to 
make a blunder that will cost him his reputation and the unfortunate 
victim his life. Furthermore, there is absolutely no good reason why 
the pharmacist should stand having his hands tied with the chains of 
ignorance and allow his fellow man to perish, or valuable time to be 
lost, simply because a physician is not on the spot at the moment; 
and, indeed, no physician who has the proper conception of his calling 
will for a moment object to the pharmacist rendering aid to his pa- 
tient in cases of emergency. Now, since the pharmacist is, in point 
of fact, the man who is most often called upon to render aid while 
the physician is being summoned, it becomes important that he should 
be fairly conversant with the principles underlying the proper treat- 
ment of the emergencies that are most often met with at least. 

The field of emergencies is a broad one, and it is beyond the prov- 
ince of this paper to comment on all of them or, indeed, to even men- 
tion them. I shall, therefore, refer briefly to a few only of the more 
common ones; such, for instance, as the arrest of hemorrhage of 
traumatic origin. 

I consider this first because the pharmacist is not infrequently 
called upon to render aid in emergencies of this nature; and if he will 
but act promptly and with judgment he can not only save the life of 
the patient, but he can also render the services of the physician more 
valuable in the after treatment of the wound, and at the same time 
bring credit and satisfaction to himself. Suppose a man is brought to 
your store with a frightful wound of the forearm which is bleeding 
profusely. What will you do? The man may bleed to death before a 
physician can be summoned; prompt action is necessary. The phar- 
macist need not stop to reflect for a moment as to what artery has 
been severed, or as to whether the wound is incised, lacerated, or 
punctured. These are all in order for the physician. But to the phar- 
macist the great indication is to arrest the bleeding until the physi- 
cian arrives, and he must not be carried away by the confusion of the 
moment, else he will be seen grasping a bottle of MonselPs Solution, 
glycerite of tannin, or some other styptic, and very diligently pour- 
ing it into the wound which would be a great mistake as styptics are 
only useful in parenchymatous bleeding (ie. capillary oozing) and not 
in arterial or veinous hemorrhage, and even in parenchymatous 
bleeding they are not to be used if other means are at hand for con- 
trolling it. On the contrary, the pharmacist who is properly informed 
and keeps his presence of mind, will promptly tie an Esmark bandage 
around the arm just above the elbow, or if no Esmark is at hand he 
must simply use his common sense, and make use of a piece of rubber 
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tubing" that he may have about his percolators, or if he has none of 
this he can run to the show-case and take the rubber tubing off from 
a fountain syringe and tie it tightly around the arm. 

The point to be remembered is that an elastic bandage of any 
kind is much more eflScient in controlling hemorrhage than one that 
is non-elastic, and if the pharmacist remembers this he can usually 
find means of applying it, even if he be forced to use his own suspend- 
ers, which, however, is not to be recommended, save as a dernier 
resort. 

• After the bleeding is somewhat under control, the pharmacist 
should at once turn his attention to the wound itself, and right here 
is where he can make himself of immense value, or of equally great 
detriment, depending on whether or not he is posted on the principles 
underlying modern antiseptic surgery. If the pharmacist protects 
the wound properly he will not only not be supplanting the physician, 
but he will, on the contrary, be making the physician's work much 
more valuable to the patient and more pleasant to the physician him- 
self. 

The pharmacist is not the judge as to whether the wound is, or is 
not, already infected, but it is his duty to make an effort to prevent 
any further opportunities for infection after it comes under his care, 
and to this end he should simply cover the wound with sterilized 
gauze, if he has it at his command, or if not, then he can quickly 
make an antiseptic solution of bichloride of mercury, 1 to 2000, or 1 to 
3000, dip some clean absorbent cotton into it and cover the wound, 
allowing it to remain until the physician arrives. At all events he 
must make no attempts to close the wound, especially with ordinary 
adhesive plaster, as this is beyond his sphere, and is likely to result in 
damage to the patient, and right here I want to condemn in no un- 
certain language the practice of covering a wound, be it ever so 
small, with adhesive plaster that has been moistened with the saliva 
of either the patient or the pharmacist. 

This may seem a trifling matter but it is a common practice 
among the laity, and even among persons who should certainly have 
better judgment and training. The practice is not only a filthy one, 
but it is also the cause of no inconsiderable amount of suffering as the 
saliva is especially rich in pathogenic germs. 

The treatment that I have described for a wound in the forearm 
may be applied with proper variation to wounds of any part of either 
extremity, but suppose the wound is in the neck, or some other local- 
ity where pressure can not be utilized in the manner mentioned, then 
what shall we do? In answer I would say that the underlying principle 
is the same. It is pressure that we want, and we may get it by pack- 
ing the wound thoroughly with a sterilized gauze, or with clean ab- 
sorbent cotton wet in an antiseptic solution, or if neither is available 
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then the pharmacibt may place his thumbs in the wound and thus close 
the bleeding vessels; however, this is a dangerous practice, and should 
not be resorted to when other means are at hand. 

The pharmacist should quickly cleanse his hands before making 
any attempt at dressing the wound; and this may be hastily done by 
washing them with soap and water, and then dipping them in strong 
alcohol. These means are usually at hand, andean be utilized quickly; 
and while they are by no means thorough, they are perhaps all that 
the pharmacist can make use of at the moment, unless he chances to 
have other antiseptic solutions already prepared, in which case he will 
of course make use of them. I shall next refer to insolation or "sun 
stroke" as it is a subject that often interests the city pharmacist, and 
even, occasionally, the pharmacist of the country village as well. 

If a man is carried into your store prostrated by heat, you can 
render valuable service both to the individual and the physician by 
removing the clothing from the shoulders and chest of the unfortu- 
nate victim; in fact strip him to the waist, place him in a perfectly 
recumbent position, and have some one pour cold water from a height 
on to his neck and back, while you hastily procure some ice from your 
soda fountain or elsewhere, break it into small pieces, fill an ice bag, 
and apply it to the man's head. You may even add salt to it, thus 
making a freezing mixture, but it is of the utmost importance that 
such an application should not be allowed to remain in one position 
longer than a few moments, for in such an event the scalp would be 
frozen and devitalized and serious injury result. If you have no rubber 
ice bag you can use an empty cork sack or a towel, or such other ma- 
terial as may be at hand. The patient should be kept perfectly quiet 
until the physician arrives and some pleasant stimulant may be ad- 
ministered, such as ether or ammonium carb. 

Another condition somewhat similar to the previous one is syncope 
from fright or injury, or even possibly from joy, and the circumstances 
surrounding such emergencies are peculiarly calculated to be the 
cause of the pharmacist ^'losing his head," so to speak, as they 
usually occur under conditions of great excitement, e.g.^ railway 
wrecks, boiler explosions, murders, etc., and even a runaway team 
dashing frantically down a crowded street may be the cause of a num- 
ber of cases of syncope. When this accident occurs, the victim, in 
the majority of cases, is a young lady, and she is as a rule promptly 
surrounded by a number of anxious friends or curious spectators, or 
both, and the very first impulse is to "lift her up," but if the thought- 
ful pharmacist is present he will promptly and strenuously object to 
this proceeding; and will, on the contrary, insist on keeping her in a 
perfectly recumbent position and will at the same time loosen all 
clothing about the neck, chest, and waist, and then sprinkle cold 

water over the face, neck, and chest. The water should be sprinkled 
—5 
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with considerable force, or poured from a height, if the syncope is 
complete; but if only partial, then these proceedings may be unneces- 
sary and the administration of stimulating inhalations may suffice. 

The most convenient inhalations are ammonia or amvl nitrite, 
but these are of little avail if the syncope is complete, as the respira- 
tory movements are almost entirely absent. 

While these steps are being taken the anxious friends and over 
curious onlookers should be urged to stand back and thus give the 
patient air, andin the majority of cases a few moments only will suf- 
fice to enable you to note evidences of recovery; the physician will ar- 
rive, and the pharmacist's duty will have ended. 

In conclusion, I shall refer briefly to the treatment of burns and 
scalds; true there is but little for the pharmacist to do in these cases, 
but he is occasionally called upon for assistance in such accidents, 
and he should at least be aware of the fact that he can do but little 
and thus avoid embarrassment; however, he may contribute quite con- 
siderably to the comfort of the victim by promptly adopting measures 
to exclude the air, and for this purpose a number of remedies have been 
suggested, but the time honored carron oil possesses the great advan- 
tage of being nearly always at hand, and is probably as efficacious as 
any of the newer remedies; however, we may add about one per cent 
of thymal to the carron oil, and thus add to its antiseptic properties. 

We should thoroughly saturate a piece of clean gauze or absorb- 
ent cotton with this preparation and cover the affected surface and if 
the burn is not quite extensive this will suffice to bring a great deal 
of relief to the sufferer; however, if the burn covers a large surface, 
it may be necessary to give an' anodyne in addition to the foregoing 
treatment, and perhaps the best one is morphine, either hypodermat- 
ically or per orem. This will give relief; and since the object of the 
pharmacist's efforts is to give temporary relief he will have accom- 
plished it and can quietly await the arrival of the physician. 

I have now referred to a few of the emergencies that are most 
frequently encountered, and I wish to emphasize the fact that what 
I have said is intended for the pharmacist, and not the physician, and 
while it covers, I believe, fairly well the duty of the pharmacist,. in 
the cases cited, it would by no means cover the duty of a physician in 
the same cases. 

The pharmacist occupies a middle ground between the physician 
and the layman, and while he is in no way competent to supplant the 
physician, and indeed has no inclination to do so, still the public at 
large rightfully looks up to the pharmacist as a man of superior in- 
tellect and judgment and expects him to be more competent to act in 
cases of emergency than is the ordinary man, and I am happy to say 
that there are but few pharmacists, in the state of Illinois, at least, 
who will disappoint them in their expectations. 
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As I said at the beginning, time will not permit me to more than 
liint at the subject of emergencies in this paper, but I would suggest 
that a more extended study of the subject might be interesting to the 
pharmacist, and would widen the sphere of his usefulness and influ- 
ence. 

On motion by Mr. Mathieson, of Chicago, the paper was 
received and ordered to be printed in the proceedings. 

Mr. Day — Mr. President, we have another paper, by Professor 
Puchner, of the School of Pharmacy of the University. 

The paper thus referred to was not re ad before the asso- 
ciation, but a synopsis of it instead was given by its author, 
Prof. W. A. Puchner, of the School of Pharmacy in the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. It is here presented in full, being on 
motion of Mr. Mathieson, of Chicago, received by the asso- 
ciation and ordered to be printed in the proceedings. 

AN examination OP SOME CHEMICALS OP COMMERCE. 

Vontributed by the Chemical Laboratory of the University of Illinois School of Pharmacy^ 

During each year the chemical laboratory of the School of Phar- 
macy of the University of Illinois devotes a portion of its time to an 
investigation of the quality of chemicals found in the local market; 
and in the following report such work which has yielded results deemed 
of interest to pharmacists will be reported. While it formerly was 
the custom to examine the substances as purchased in retail phar- 
macies, the samples reported upon in this paper were obtained direct 
from the wholesale dealers, and while in most cases presenting but 
little variety, yet fairly represent the supply in the Chicago market. 

Alum — J, A, McOoey, C E. Jones, H. F. Plautz— Two samples of 
crystallized and three of powdered alum were examined. All responded 
favorably to the pharmacopoeial tests of identity and purity; ammonia- 
alum, therefore, formerly so frequently substituted for the official 
salt, seems to be no longer upon the market. 

Ammonium Carbonate — A. Kampman, O. Forges. — Specimen A 
was in opaque masses, only the inner portion being translucent. Ex- 
cepting faint reactions for calcium, sulphate and metals precipitated 
by hydrogen sulphide, the pharmacopoeial tests gave negative results. 

The composition of ammonium carbonate U.S.P. is represented 
by the formula NH4HCO8, NH^NHjCOa, and accordingly titration 
with volumetric acid should indicate the presence of 32.54 per cent of 
NHj. In carrying out this estimation considerable difficulty was ex-

perienced, owing to the use of the indicator directed by the pharma- 
copoeia. In accord with Fresenius (Quant. Anal. 6th edit. vol. 2-267), 
and Sutton (Volumetric Anal. p. 35), it was found that the delicacy of 
rosolic acid was sensibly affected by the presence of carbon dioxide, 
and finally recourse was had to the use of litmus, adding an excess of 
volumetric acid, expelling the liberated carbonic acid by boiling and 
titrating back with standard alkali. By this method the sample was 
found to contain 30.59 per cent NH3, thus showing a partial decompo- 
sition into the acid carbonate. 

Specimen B consisted of opaque friable lumps and evidently had 
been exposed to the air for a long time. It responded favorably to all 
tests of purity; it contained, however, but 21.53 per cent NH3, show- 
ing that it had almost completely changed to the ammonium acid- 
carbonate, for which theory requires 21.57 per cent NH3. 

CiTRATED Caffeine— JIf. A, Harper — It having been shown that 
caffeine citrate is too unstable to permit its preparation as a phar- 
maceutical product, the compilers of the Pharmacopoeia have made 
oflBcial a mixture of caffeine and citric acid, designating it as Citrated 
Caffeine, and it seemed of interest to determine to what extent the 
supply in the market responded to the pharmacopoeial requirements. 
The three samples examined contained 46.32, 48.42, and 47.20 per cent 
anhydrous caffeine, this being determined by extracting the aqueous 
solution with chloroform in the usual manner, evaporating spontane- 
ously and drying to constant weight over sulphuric acid. While these 
samples, in caffeine content, may be said to fairly agree with the of- 
ficial preparation, in neither case did ".one part of citrated caffeine 
form a clear solution with about three parts of water," but instead 
formed a pasty mass, becoming solid on standing; further, the samples 
were not entirely "soluble in a mixture of two volumes of chloroform 
and one volume of. alcohol." In order to study these discrepancies 
more fully a sample of citrated caffeine was prepared, adhering strictly 
to the official formula, and it, tested for solubility as before noted, 
corresponded in its behavior to that observed for the commercial 
samples. It was now found that if one part of either of the /our speci- 
mens was mixed with three parts of water and this mixture gently 
warmed, a clear solution would result; this result would seem to show 
that the official description should be changed so as to read: One 
part of citrated caffeine mixed with three parts of water, and gently 
warmed, will yield a clear, syrupy solution. 

Chlorinated Lime — A, E. Clyde ^ G. F, Hoch, H. (7. Mehrlich, Luha 
J, Robin — While the pharmacist preferably sells chlorinated lime put 
up in small containers, chiefly perhaps on account of cleanliness and 
despatch in handling, but also because he believes it to be superior to 
that occurring in bulk, since the former is less exposed to the influences

of air and moisture, the moderate consumers, laundrymen, etc., within 
recent years, generally insist upon being supplied with the bulk vari- 
ety, much to the disgust of him who has to "dig" for it. In order to 
compare these two kinds a number of samples were procured from 
wholesale dealers, those received wrapped in paper being immediately 
transferred to well-stoppered containers. Samples A^ JB, and C were 
obtained in bulk from different sources; X), ^, and F represent the 
most popular brands put up in boxes. Their available chlorine, de- 
termined by the official method, was found to be as follows: 

A, 34.15 per cent available chlorine. 

B. 34.60 '» '* 
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This shows that all the bulk samples were of a high grade, while 
none of the others approached the required strength of 35 per cent, 
sample F being practically worthless. These latter (2^), were ob- 
tained from different sources in the course of several months, and thus 
no doubt represent the quality ordinarily found on the market. 

Magnesia— l^'. F. A, Btichner, P. Burritt— The two samples re- 
ported upon were obtained in original packages and due precautions 
were observed to avoid absorption of water and carbon dioxide during 
the course of analysis. 

Sample A contained iron, calcium and carbon dioxide in excess, 
did not form a gelatinous mass withiu half an hour when mixed with 
15 parts of water and upon ignition lost 38 per cent of its weight. 

Sample B contained impurities as the preceding sample, did not 
gelatinize under the prescribed conditions and upon ignition lost 15.8 
per cent of its weight (the U.S. P. permits a loss of 5 per cent.) 

Silver Nitrate, fused— ^. X Dieden, G. A, Jtfarfc— In the exam- 
ination of these specimens the text of the Pharmacopoeia was closely 
adhered to, the volumetric estimation of their silver content being, 
however, checked by gravimetric determinations, L e.: the clear fil- 
tered solution of the salt was treated with sodium chloride in slight 
oxcess and the silver chloride so obtained dried and weighed with the 
usual precautions. 

A, Fused silver nitrate in sticks. The only impurities found were 
slight traces of iron and lead. The volumetric silver determinations 
indicated 100. 1 per cent of silver nitrate, while a gravimetric estima- 
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tion gave 99.73 per cent, giving an average of 99.9 per cent silver ni- 
trate, thus showing that the addition of hydrochloric acid, so as to 
convert a portion of the nitrate into the chloride to have been omitted 
in its manufacture. 

B. Dilute silver nitrate. **67 per cent of nitrate of silver." Ex- 
cepting a mere trace of lead, this was found to be free from impurities. 
The volumetric estimation yielded 67.13 per cent silver nitrate, a 
gravimetric determination showed 66.87 per cent, or an average of 67 
per cent, agreeing exactly with the strength stated on the label. 

C and D were cones of lunar caustic mounted on wooden holders 
provided with a cap, each point of caustic being, as a further protec- 
tion, covered with paraffine. After detaching from these holders and 
removing the paraffine by means of petroleum-ether, the caustic was 
examined as before. Sample C contained a trace of iron, B some lead 
as impurity, and both a considerable quantity of potassium, apparently 
as potassium nitrate. Quantitative determinations of silver, calcu- 
lated to nitrate, showed C to contain 88.2 per cent and D 74.24 per 
cent silver nitrate, and both, therefore, must be considered as adul- 
terated. Incidentally it may be mentioned that while D contains a 
smaller quantity of silver its cost is nearly twice that of C. 

Sodium Sulphite— O. Bclletiseifer, W. J, Bignold, J. Boudinot— 
Four specimens, all obtained la original packages, were examined; 
three, A, JB, and 1>, were in well -stoppered wide-mouthed bottles; one, 
C, was wrapped in paraffined paper arid contained in a cardboard car- 
ton. The only impurities found were sulphates, the official limit of 
which is put at a quantity equivalent to 0.52 per cent dry sodium sul- 
phate, while in the salts under examination, gravimetric determina- 
tion as barium sulphate, when calculated to anhydrous sodium 
sulphate gave: A, 14.52; B^ 20.31; C, 17.5, and Z), 2.45 per cent. Bear- 
ing these figures in mind, it is not surprising that the estimation of 
sulphite, calculated to the crystallized salt, instead of being found 
96 per cent or more, as required by the U.S.P., was: A^ 74.02; JB, 53.91; 
0, 66.65; D, 92.52 per cent. But one of the specimens approaches the 
official requirements, the remaining must be declared as unfit for use. 

Sodium Bisulphite— 0. E. Gilbert^ H. G. Menu, V. TFmne— Sodium 
bisulphite, in view of increased difficulty of preparation and of greater 
tendency of deterioration over sodium sulphite, is required to contain 
a quantity of combined sulphurous oxide equivalent to but 90 per cent 
of sodium-hydrogen-sulphite, and it was, therefore, to be expected that 
this chemical would be found of a quality inferior to that of the sul- 
phite specimens. 

A contained an excessive amount of chloride and sulphate (esti- 
mation omitted) and a quantity of sulphurous oxide equivalent to but 
65.15 per cent of pure salt. 
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B contained excessive chloride, sulphate equivalent to 49.5 per 
cent dry sodium sulphate and but 41.9 per cent sodium bisulphite. 

C contained hyposulphite, excess of chloride, 15.3 per cent sodium 
sulphate and 75.4 per cent bisulphite. 

Whether it is possible to produce, economically, a salt of the re- 
quired purity, whether, when obtained, it is suflEiciently stable to per- 
mit its being placed on the market, or whether, perhaps, it be 
desirable to replace it with a saturated solution of sodium bisulphite, 
now so largely used in the arts, is being investigated by the school 
and will be reported upon at a future time. 

Mr. Day— Mr. President, I have here another paper from the 
school of pharmacy, entitled, "A Microscopic Examination of Some 
Powdered Drugs of the Market, and contributed by the Microscopical 
Laboratory of the School of Pharmacy. of the University of Illinois." 

The paper was then reafi, as follows: 

A MICROSCOPIC BXAniNATION OP SOflB POWDERED DRUQ5 OP THE MARKET. 

Contributed by the Microscopical Laboratory of the School of Pharmacy of the 

University of Illinois. 

The following report gives the results of some work done by the 
members of the senior class, as a part of the course in microscopic 
pharmacognosy: 

Samples of the drugs examined were obtained from each of three 
wholesale druggists and a fourth sample from a local drug-miller. In 
some instances a fifth sample, obtained from a retail druggist, was 
added. It is believed, therefore, that these samples are fairly repre- 
sentative of the powdered drugs of the market. 

In all, one hundred and nineteen samples, embracing twenty-nine 
drugs, were examined. 

In the following drugs no adulterations were detected, about four 
samples of each being examined: Acacia, althaea, anise, calamus, 
cubebs, fennel, galls, gentian, hydrastis, ipecac, jalap, lycopodium, 
rhubarb, tragacanth, and white hellebore. 

Of three samples of belladonna root examined, two were pure. 
The third showed none of the characteristic starch granules and upon 
assay yielded no trace of alkaloid. The nature of the substitution in 
this case was not determined. 

Four samples of black pepper were examined. Two were appar- 
ently pure. A third contained much wheat flour, and a fourth sample 
was largely adulterated with cracker dust. 

Of four samples of capsicum but one was found to be pure. Wheat 
flour, cracker dust, and saw dust were found in the other three sam- 
ples. 
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Four of the five samples of cloves proved to be adulterated, the 
adulterants found being clove stems, bean meal, and wheat flour. 

All five samples of colocynth contained considerable proportions 
of the seed. 

One of the four samples of curcuma was adulterated with wheat 
flour and corn meal. Three were pure. 

Wheat flour was also found in each of the four samples of elm 
bark. 

Of gumboge, two of the four lots showed the presence of starch, 
though in small amount. The starch granules resembled those of rice. 

Contrary to expectation, but one sample of ginger was found to be 
adulterated, containing wheat flour, corn starch, and curcuma. Three 
samples contained no admixtures. 

Two samples of mace contained wheat and corn starch. The re- 
maining three were pure. 

Two lots of maranta were pure; pne lot contained potato starch 
about 25 per cent, and another consisted of corn starch to the extent 
of ab6ut 50 per cent. 

Wheat flour was present in each of the four samples of mustard, 
and in two of the samples of orris root. Two samples of orris root 
were pure. 

Wood fibres closely resembling those of clove stems were found in 
three samples of pimento. A fourth sample of this drug showed the 
presence of wheat flour. 

Altogether thirty samples, 25 per cent of the total number exam- 
ined, were found to be adulterated. Two-thirds of these, however, were 
spices, a class of goods that are notoriously subject to adulteration. 

While the number of samples examined is insufficient for a just 
comparison, yet, as compared with the report of your committee on 
adulterations upon this subject at the tenth annual meeting, the re- 
sults stated above would indicate an improvement in the quality of the 
powdered drugs furnished to pharmacists. 

It must be borne in mind, however, that much evidence of inferior 
quality would escape observation in a purely microscopic examina- 
tion. In fact the latter should be accompanied by a chemical analysis, 
to insure correct results. The microscope, however, afifords a ready 
means of detecting most adulterations, and one which consumes but 
little material and is not difficult of application. 

In conclusion, there are a number of drug-millers who furnish pow- 
dered drugs of unexceptionable quality only, and with a little care and 
effort on the part of pharmacists, there is no doubt but that adulter- 
ated drugs could be banished from the market. 

On motion by Mr. Mathieson the paper was received and 
ordered printed in the proceedings. 
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Mr. Day — Mr. President, so far as I know, there are no other 
papers prepared for this meeting. If there are any other papers 
brought here, of which I have not been notified, I should be glad to 
hear from them now. I would like to say here that the last committee 
on this subject left us no queries, and we have not considered the 
matter enough to draw up any ourselves for this year. In fact, the 
subject of queries seems to have become obsolete. So far as I remem- 
ber, no queries were presented to the association last year. If desired, 
however, we can now draw up a list for the use of the next committee, 
the result to be made known at the next meeting. 

The PRESiDENT~For my part, I think that committee is a very 
good one, and while it is true that for some years the queries were not 
responded to as promptly as they might be, I think the practice was 
a good one. Next in order is the report of the committee on the re- 
vision of the United States Pharmacopoeia. 

Mr. Ebert — Mr. President, this report was read yesterday after- 
noon, and now the quickest way to get through with it will be to take 
it up seriatim. And first, your committee respectfully report that 
they do not approve of the suggestion of the introduction of doses into 
the Pharmacopoeia. Whenever any objection is heard to the clause 
read, I will stop. Is there any objection to this recommendation? 

A. P. Boyd, of Areola— It has been suggested, Mr. President, that 
the reason our physicians have less and less every year to do with our 
Pharmacopoeia is because it does not give doses. It is also suggested 
that in manufacturing, pharmacists who get their doses and formulas 
outside do not agree with the Pharmacopoeia. I would like to ask if 
that is true. 

Mr. Ebert— The reason, Mr. President, your committee have op- 
posed the introduction of doses into the Pharmacopoeia is that they 
think that work is not a book on therapeutics; besides there are no 
such things as doses in this country, because such different systems of 
practice exist that one considers a grain a dose and another may put 
it at an ounce. Hence, while we are dependent on all these systems 
for our business, it does not seem practical for us to introduce doses 
there, and thus make it a work on therapeutics; for if we should in- 
troduce them there, we would at once change it into such a work. 
And in the same connection it would ha^e to be stated in what par- 
ticular cases those doses were to be given. Another objection is this, 
that pharmacists have enough trouble to get along as it is, and I do 
not believe the introduction of doses into the Pharmacopoeia would 
help us in courts of justice so much as it does to leave them out. 
The question is simply this: If a physician prescribes a certain rem- 
edy which happens to do harm he can be sued; and if doses are intro- 
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duced into the Pharmacopoeia, the Pharmacist is just as likely to 
become a defendant in a lawsuit as a physician. Asa general thing 
in this country, the physician does not own anything, the property 
being in the hands of his wife; but as the druggist does own his store, 
he would usually be brought in and made a defendant. 

Mr. Mathieson inquired, in substance, if the speaker 
knew of a case involving a druggist on account of a pre- 
scription. 

Mr. E BERT— No, sir; for the books are now so diversiJBied that un- 
der present conditions you can not hold a druggist; but if you estab- 
lish minimum and maximum doses, you will have suits and plenty of 
them. 

Mr. Boyd moved that the recommendation be con- 
curred in. 

Mr. Hallberg— Mr. President, I am not surprised at the attitude 
of Mr. Ebert on this question, for it is not long since I stood with him, 
opposed to doses; and I recognize the force of his arguments. And 
while the European Pharmacopoeia contains maximum doses, I should 
not consider that a sufficient reason for their introduction into this 
country. But in the last six months, in an endeavor to evolve a new 
system for a uniform pharmacy law, I have been brought up at each 
turn to an irresistible conclusion that we must in some way define 
medicines, and the only way in which we can obtain a proper law to 
protect the public and regulate the sale of drugs and medicines is to 
have a classification of all substances used in medicine, according 
to some such plan as that outlined by your committee on legislation 
yesterday. If a pharmacy law should be constructed on that princi- 
ple, and we should have a classification of remedies, it would be of 
great advantage to us to have in the Pharmacopoeia a list of mini- 
mum and maximum doses of these various classes of medicine. Be- 
cause we can not have a national pharmacy law until we have a change 
in the constitution of the United States; yet, without a national phar- 
macy law we can, nevertheless, have a Pharmacopoeia which will be- 
come a national standard, not by act of Congress, but by tacit acknowl- 
edgment and common conseyt. The Pharmacopoeia has always been 
held as a standard by the courts, and if we incorporate in it minimum 
and maximum doses, that being the legal standard would help us very 
materially in the enforcement of laws constructed on the principle of 
classification. 

I shall not discuss the pharmacy law, except as it relates to this 
question, but I see no other way to improve on the present condition 
except to make this change. Mr. Ebert seems to think a list of doses 
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would prove a benefit to no one except possibly the public. (Laugh- 
ter.) But if we are to have a law constructed on the principle re- 
ferred to that will benefit the druggist, we must have a list of doses, 
and the most feasible way to promulgate such a list would be to put 
it into the Pharmacopoeia. For that reason, Mr. President, I am in 
favor of a list of maximum doses in the Pharmacopoeia, with such re- 
strictions as will protect pharmacists and physicians. Under the con- 
tinental Pharmacopoeia the physician is at liberty to prescribe any 
quantity of morphine or opium, but he has to conform to certain con- 
ditions. He knows his dose is too large, but he assumes the responsi- 
bility, and can absolve himself by complying with the conditions. On 
the whole, therefore, I am in favor of this association recommending 
to those having this matter in charge to introduce into the Pharma- 
copoeia a list of maximum doses, with a provision of restrictions pro- 
tecting the pharmacist. (Applause.) 

R. W. DiLLER, of Springfield —Mr. President, may I say a word? 
You gentlemen have the advantage of me. I commenced this business 
when there were no colleges. We had an old United States Dispensatory 
on the counter. I have one at my store now; Cox's, 1823. Where was 
I to get a knowledge of medicines? They used to call us druggfists. 
Now it is apothecaries, pharmacists, and so forth. That is all Dutch 
to me. While we were merely druggists, we did not need anything 
but the dispensatory. 1 had a partner, Mr. Charles S. Corneau, and 
one day a certain physician brought into our store a prescription for 
an ounce of something, which was a big over-dose. My partner turned 
to the doctor, and, said he, "Do you mean that?" The doctor turned 
as white as a sheet, then took the paper and altered it. My partner 
knew what the dose ought to be, and he got it from the dispensatory. 
There has hardly been a time in my life, but I have had to correct a 
physician, and you have got to send the physicians to school, as well 
as the druggists, to get this matter right. As to the Pharmacopoeia— 
and I should call it a dispensatory, because I am old fashioned — I think 
it is best, my brother, to put the doses in there, at least the maximum 
doses. Fleury puts me down as the oldest druggist in the state, and I 
come pretty near it, for I was born in '22, and began the drug business 
in '49. I believe there ought to be a list of maximum doses. 

The question recurring' on the motion to concur with the 
recommendation of the committee, it was decided in the 
negative. 

The second recommendation of the report was then read, 

as follows: 

**We recommend the dropping from the official list of all liquors 
and wines known as beverages and of the official preparations of which 
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they are component parts. Should it, however, be necessary to retain 
any of these, then alcohol or acetic acid to be used." 

Mr. DiLiLER — Mr. President, I think it is right to leave those things 
out. There is no use of them in a drug store. My boy once said to 
me, *'Father, I am disgusted to have you put down as a liquor dealer." 
*'But how can I avoid it," I asked. He said, * 'Don't sell it." So I went 
down to the office of the collector, and saw Mr. Merriam. Said he, *'If 
you do not want to be a retail liquor dealer, don't sell it." *'But how 
about alcohol," I inquired. Mr. Merriam then told me, "All you have 
to do, when a prescription comes in requiring it, is to go out and buy 
it, and charge just what you paid for it. It is true, you need not take 
out a license unless you want to be a retail liquor dealer." And since 
that time I have never taken out a liquor license. 

The second recommendation was concurred in. 

The third clause of the report was then read, as follows: 

•'We recommend the reduction to one half of the quantity of the 
drug, for all fluid extracts, excepting buchu, cotton root, ergot, f ran- 
gula, ipecac, licorice, rhubarb, sarsaparilla, sarsaparilla compound, 
senega, senna, taraxacum, uva ursi, valerian, and wild cherry." 

Mr. Hallberg— Mr. President, I move its adoption. 

Frank S. Hereth, of Chicago— Mr. President, I do not think I 
would approve of that recommendation. If it should be adopted, it 
would not prevent manufacturers from making the full strength tinc- 
tures, or druggists from using them. It would simply add to the bulk 
of your Pharmacopoeia and to the list of manufacturers' supplies. 
Then again, many retail druggists, instead of being encouraged to the 
use of proper preparations, would purchase the fluid extracts and di- 
lute them. I think that would unquestionably be the case. And I do 
not think the plan recommended would be a good one at all. 

Mr. Hallberg— I will ask why the gentleman makes that as- 
sumption. 

Mr. Hereth — Every druggist, Mr. President, knows of a publica- 
tion called the National Formulary, containing a long list of prepara- 
rations which manufacturing pharmacists have to make and for 
which we have constant calls. Judging from that, if this new list of 
preparations is inserted, druggists will follow the same course. 

Mr. Hallberg — Let me put another question: Wouldn't you like 
to have another line of preparations added to your list of manufac- 
tures? (Laughter.) 

Mr. Hereth — No, sir; we have too many as it is, and the list is 
continually increasing. Today we have a gelatine-coated compound 
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cathartic pill and a sugar-coated compound cathartic pill and so on, 
up to six or seven different forms of compound cathartic pills; yet the 
effect from each is the same. 

Mb. Hallberg— The real pharmacist, however, Mr. President, 
would make a pill accordinj? to the Pharmacopoeia. And there are 
none now made according to the United States Pharmacopoeia of ca- 
thartic pills. This, however, would not affect the druggist, but would 
give real pharmacists a chance to make preparations to take the 
place of ordinary manufactures. The fluid extracts, Mr. President, 
are not the true representatives of the drugs. They are simply com- 
promises between permanence and extractibility. They are not true 
representatives at all, for you can not keep permanently in solution 
the constituents of a drug, in volume and weight, except in a very 
few cases. Nux vomica you can, but generally you can not keep them 
in true volume and weight in solution. This is why, giving the tinc- 
ture, for example, of cinchona, will have the same effect as the fluid 
extract. I want to say this, as to these fifty per cent tinctures, that 
where the fluid extract is one in thirty, you would get the same effect 
from that as from a fifty per cent tincture. 

The Secretary—Is it not true, Mr. President, that there is al- 
ready on the market a line of fifty per cent tinctures? 

Mr. Hereth— No, sir. 

Mr. Hallberg — As far as strength is concerned, the secretary is 
right. But the fifty per cent relates only to the fresh drug. 

Mr. Hereth — Mr. President, I must dissent from the opinion of 
Professor Hallberg, that there is no such thing on the market as a 
compound cathartic pill made strictly according to the Pharmacopoeia 
requirement. I speak of what I know. 

Mr. Hallberg— But I take them myself, Mr. President. I have 
experimented (laughter) and I have also taken pills that I have made 
myself strictly according to the Pharmacopoeia, and I know the dif- 
ference. 

Mit. Ebert — Mr. President, I want to reply to Mr. Hereth that 
there is no compound cathartic pill on the market made according to 
the Pharmacopoeia. And it is the coating that interferes with the 
action of those cathartic pills. And that is where you manufacturers 
do a great deal of harm. You coat the pill, and that coating is taken 
with it, so that it is not as strong as it should be. I want to say from 
practical experience as a pharmacist for the past twenty-five years, 
I sell coated pills in my store at the rate of about a hundred in six 
months, and I sell twenty-five hundred compound cathartic pills, 
boxed, all times of year. People come to my store, walking miles and 
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miles, thinking the pill Ebert makes is better to take. It is only be- 
cause it has no coating and produces no gripe. As to the fact about 
extracts, I agree with Mr. Hallberg, and it is an absolute falsehood 
on the part of manufacturers, who flaunt their goods before pharma- 
cists, claiming that they represent the full drug. I claim that phar- 
macists who use the fluid extract to make fifty per cent tinctures — and 
we have such pharmacists — do hot get two ounces to the pint from 
them. We want a Pharmacopoeia for the educated pharmacist, but 
those who are buying these manufactures are druggists by name, not 
practice. 

Mr. Bartells — Mr. President, does this recommendation propose 
to do away with the tinctures? 

Mr. Ebert— It would provide a line of fifty per cent tinctures, 
which would do away with the present ones that are not as strong as 
fifty per cent generally — drawn from fluid extracts on the market, 
whose constituency Is made up with glucose and glycerine. 

A. A. Culver, of Momence— Mr. President, when I first thought 
of this matter, It occurred to me, here we are called upon to keep on 
hand a long list of tinctures of different per cents — seventy or eighty 
— and for what use? So I recommended to the committee that It would 
be a good thing to adopt one single tincture — that is a fifty per cent 
tincture — and thus do away with the old list entirely. It would be a 
good thing for the druggist to have to keep only one line on hand in- 
stead of two or more; and I believed It would eventually do away with 
the old preparations. I believe so now. Of course, there are a num- 
ber of the old tinctures, like pareporlc, etc., which must remain In a 
class by themselves. But I suggested at the time a name for the new 
preparations of fluid extracts In the proportion of fifty per cent. Ac- 
cordingly I approve of this recommendation. 

Mr. Heketh — Mr. President, I recognize the fact that the fluid 
extract does not absolutely represent the extractive power of the 
drug, which Is a cubic centimeter to the drachm. But suppose the fluid 
extract, as made by the process sanctioned, does not represent more 
than fifty cent of the drug; that does not Invalidate the notion of the 
fluid extract. But If the fluid extract, as properly made, represents 
always the same proportion of the active or medical constltutents of 
the drugs, I see no reason why the fluid extracts, or a portion of them, 
should be dropped, because they do not represent a drachm to each 
cubic centimeter. 

Mr. Ebert — One word more. Mr. President. The gentleman wants 
to know why. The reason Is for economy In labor and material, if 
we can use fifty per cent of a drug with one hundred per cent of mens- 
truum, we simply, have fifty per cent of the tincture, and that Is one 
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fourth part. Do you mean, you can exhaust a thousand, after run- 
ning off five thousand cubic centimeters? 

Mr. Hallberg — That depends on the management by a skillful 
operator. 

Mr. Hereth — You may break the jar that way. If you run out 
four centimeters, the drug is not fully exhausted. 

Mr. Hallberg — Mr. President, when you endeavor to keep any 
fifty cer cent solution, you can have more alcohol in your menstruum; 
and then it must be strongly alcoholic; and it is because this is so, in 
alkaloids especially, that they are not exhausted, and do not repre- 
sent the full therapeutic quality of the drug. But by reducing the 
strength of the preparation, you can bring down the alcoholic strength 
so as to get more water in the menstruum. This does not apply to a 
few arsenious drugs, but as a general proposition it is true. We have 
a number of times called attention to this principle, in the case of 
aconite, reduced by the addition of water. 

The question recurring on the third clause in the report, 
it was adopted. The fourth and fifth clauses were read 
without objection. 

The sixth clause was then read, as follows: 

**Lard, benzoinated; dissolve the benzoin in purified wood alcohol, 
add to this solution castor oil; drive off the spirit by aid of heat and 
employ the oily solution of benzoin for benzoinating the lard." 

Mr. Hallberg— What is the quantity? 

Mr. Ebert — In benzoinating, we used the same amount of benzoin. 

Mr. Diller — This is castor oil, isn't it? 

Mr. Bartells — Would not the benzoin and oil reduce the con- 
sistency? 

Mr. Ebert — The quantity is still there. One can smell it, if he 
does not see it. It has been suggested that Mr. Biroth has another 
method. 

Henry Biroth, of Chicago — Benzoin, ether, and linden. 

Mr. Ebert— Mr. President, I should like to suggest that the asso- 
ciation refer this clause to one of the chemists in the college of 
pharmacy in the university. 

Mr. Hallberg — I move, Mr. President, that it be so referred, un- 
til next year, for a more detailed report. 

The motion carried, and the sixth clause of the report 
was referred to the school of pharmacy in the university. 
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The seventh, eighth, and ninth clauses were read with- 
out objection. 

The tenth clause was then read, as follows: 

''Collodion; use acetone as solvent for gum-cotton, instead of 
ether and alcohol." 

Mr. Hallberg — Mr. President, I only want to say at this point 
that the Albany Chemical Company is making a collodion that is 
superseding the ordinary article for photographic purposes. 

No objection being heard to the tenth clause, it was 
concurred in. 

The eleventh clause was then read, as follows: 

* 'Solution of ammonia acetate; reinstate the alternate process of 

1880." 

Mr. Hallberg— Mr. President, I am opposed to all slip-shod 
methods in pharmacy. The only way to make acetate is to prepare 
it from the diluted acid. Then you have a better chance of obtaining 
the support of a slighter acid reaction, and with more of the carbonic 
acid in the liquid, giving it its effervescent and palatable quality. 
Ammonium carbonate does not keep. 

Mr. Ebert — Mr. President, my experience is that I can make a 
better solution by the process here recommended than by the carbo- 
nate of ammonia process. I can put a quart bottle in a dispensing 
store, and it will keep permanently, where it is frequently dispensed, 
especially in German stores, where German prescribers are using it. 
It is quite clear, and I see no reason why this alternate process should 
not be in the Pharmacopoeia. In that of '80 we had the alternate pro- 
cess; dilute solution of acetic a,cid, and dilute solution of carbonized 
ammonium, in the usual quantity prescribed by the Pharmacopoeia, 
and simply mix them together. We had the solutions, and made up 
the acetate, and thus it was always ready when called for in dispen- 
sing. 

H. SWANNELL, of Champaign — Mr. President, I like the old pro- 
cess best, and the right way is to make it up as wanted. I never keep 
it on hand. 

Mr. Ebert — We do not want to do away with it entirely; I simply 
want an alternate process that will be recognized. 

W. A. Puchner, professor in the School of Pharmacy in the Illi- 
nois State University — Mr. President, these will keep some time 
They will keep at least a month, as I have prepared them. 
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On motion, the eleventh clause of the report was con- 
curred in. 

The twelfth, thirteenth, fourteenth, and fifteenth clauses 
were read without objection. 

The sixteenth clause was then read, as follbws: 

**Ointment of sulphur; follow directions for zinc ointment, *sift- 
ing into the melted lard.' " 

Mr. Ebert — Here is a little case, Mr. President, that I picked up 
at home. In the making" of zinc ointment, I was the originator or 
suggestor. There is a great deal of trouble in the handling of the 
sieve at the store; this is a house affair. 

The Secretary— Ever used it yourself? 

Mr. Ebert— No. 

Mr. HALLBERG-^Mr. President, inasmuch as Mr; Ebert claims to 
be the discoverer of that method, I wish to say that I aiii the origin- 
ator of another method. (Laughter and applause.) If you will mix 
oxide of zinc with lard, and have it melted, and run it through a sieve 
like that used for sifting flour, then 3 ou will have an ointment free 
from grit; and in no other way will you have it. Mix in a large mor- 
tar, and then run the whole mixture through a fine sieve and stir the 
ointment until it becomes a jelly, and you will have an impalpable 
ointment. (Applause.) 

A Voice— Any patent on either process? (Amusement.) 

The President — Gentlemen, although it is interrupting the read- 
ing of this paper, let me remark that there are present in the meet- 
ing today a number of delegates who were not with us yesterday; and 
I see President Draper in the hall here now, whom I presume many of 
you would like to hear from. (Applause and calls for ^'President Dra- 
per.") 

Andrew S. Draper, President of the Illinois State University — 
Mr. President and gentlemen, I thank you very cordially for this 
kindly reception, I can not presume to break into your proceedings 
but for a single moment. I am sorry to say that we in the university 
are now so much occupied that I find it impossible to be in attendance 
on your sessions for any great length of time, although I have been 
deeply interested in the discussion I have caught a glimpse of this 
morning. And I must express a little surprise that you consent to 
conduct such a discussion with open doors (laughter) for I think if I 
could be present at an entire session of this association, I should feel 
at least measurably admitted to the secrets of the trade and qualified 
—6 
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to open some sort of a drug store. (Renewed laughter.) On the im- 
pulse of this opportunity, however, which your kindness has accorded 
me, I will say that while I have no idea of the intention of mem- 
bers of this association as to future meetings yet the university 
would very cheerfully open its doors to you at any time hereafter, 
should you see fit to come again, and you will be very welcome. 
We would be glad to give you every facility in our power, and 
make your stay here as ag'reeable as possible. I am glad of the oppor- 
tunity of meeting so many of you engage^in this important vocation, 
and I feel that your coming here this year will be an advantage to 
the new department in which the university has lately enlisted. We 
feel sure there is much to be done in this state in the way of uplifting 
medical science and promoting preventive as well as curative medi- 
cine, and that this is one of the most important instrumentalities 
through which that great end is to be accomplished. The university 
feels that the new department ought to have a large influence as a 
representative of the state in accomplishing these things and estab- 
lishing close relations between pharmacists and ourselves. On all 
future occasions, therefore, when you can feel that it is wise and just 
to meet at the state university, you will not only be welcome, but the 
administration of this institution will renew its feeling that we are 
tied together in the sympathy of a commpn interest. (Applause.) 

The sixteenth clause of the report was concurred in. 
The seventeenth clause was read without objection. 

The eighteenth clause was then read, as follows: 

"Use benzine in the processes, instead of ether, in deodorized 
opium, deodorized tincture of opium, extract of opium (to retain pul- 
verulent condition) and to remove from ergot, colchicum seed, nux 
vomica, and strophan, thus seed the fatty oils prior to making the of- 
ficial liquid preparations." 

Mr. Ebert — Oils of colchicum, Mr. President, may be used, but 
as a general thing benzine is used as a menstruum. 

The President — The association will concur in the recommenda- 
tion. 

Mr. Ebert — (Exhibiting) . That sample is a vial of benzine. The 
oil itself is very peculiar and penetrating. 

Mr. Hallberg — Mr. President, I suggest that the process for the 
purification of benzine be introduced into the Pharmacopoeia. There 
are methods of purification which do not involve distillation. I think 
a method suggested by the Pharmacopoeia would be desirable. 

The President — Add that to the report. 
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Mr. Puchner — Mr. President, with regard to benzine, the only 
way you can purify it, or the only purification necessary, would be by 
distillation. However, you can buy gasoline, which has a boiling 
point of say thirty to one hundred, and use that. No need to purify 
that. It is too volatile, at one hundred or even a lower temperature. 
Gasoline known as the eighty seven degrees kind, I mean. 

Mr. Hereth — Please read that last clause again. (The eighteenth 
clause re-read.) 

Mr. Hallberg — The extract of opium has never been deodorized 
without benzine. 

Mr. Ebert — The extract of opium has an addition of sugar of 
milk. If you will treat the extract of opium in its manufacture with 
benzine, after it is finished it will become very sticky and trouble- 
some, being in a semi-moist condition, from treating it without intro- 
ducing any foreign substance. But if you will allow me, Mr. President 
—these are important subjects — benzine does not remove from opium 
any of its alkaloids. When opium, however, is treated with ether, 
that removes the narcotine. There is an impression that that ought 
to be removed, but that is not so. That should remain in the opium 
preparation. O'Shanghnessy proved it was similar to quinine, except 
that it required a larger dose. It is^proven that the narcotine should 
remain in the opium and not be extracted. By using benzine, you 
make a better preparation. 

The eighteenth clause was concurred in. 

The nineteenth and twentieth clauses were read without 
objection. 

The twenty-first clause was then read, as follows: 

"In the formula for mucilage of acacia, replace half of the water 
with lime water." 

Mr. Hallberg — Mucilage of acacia; does it appear that by sub- 
stituting one-half lime water it remains nice and clear and keeps? 

Mr. Ebert— Yes, sir. 

Mr. Hallberg— We have made it by substituting glycerine. 
That makes a solution that will keep any reasonable time, but whether 
it will not gelatinize with tincture of iron and also strongly alcoholic 
liquids and ten per cent of water may be a question. 

Mr. Ebert— It is also prescribed for making emulsions. But 
glycerine there is objectionable. 

Mr. Hereth— Has Mr. Ebert had experience in using glycerine in 
any fluid extract? 
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Mr. Ebert— Yes, sir. 

Mr. Hereth — I have never used it. 

Mr. Ebert — You ought to. It is a very good thing. (Laughter. ) 

There was no obiection to the twenty-first clause, and it 
was concurred in. 

The twenty-second clause was then read, as follows: 

"Introduce purified methyl or wood alcohol, and replace with this 
spirit the grain or ethyl alcohol, in the processes for resins of jalap, 
podophyllum, and scammony, in all solid extracts, spirit of camphor 
and myrica (bay rum), tinctures of arnica, benzoin, benzoin compound, 
calendula, iodine, pyrethreum and quillaja, and in the liniments of 
ammonia, soap, soft soap, and mustard compound." 

Mr. Hallberg— Mr. President, I wish to ask: Has Mr. Ebert 
made the tincture of iodine with methyl alcohol, and with what effect? 

Mr. Ebert— Pure solution, I am very sorry I did not bring a sam- 
ple, but I think I have not one with me. I would like to hear from the 
chemists on this matter, to know if there is any objection to the use 
of methyl alcohol. 

Mr. Puchner — If it is pure there is not. 

Mr. Ebert— Spirit of camphor — 

The President— Don't you think, Mr. Ebert, that spirit of cam- 
phor should be stricken from that clause? 

This was done. 

Mr. Hallberg— Mr. President, in Great Britain and Canada, 
they use methylated spirit, containing ten or twenty per cent of wood 
alcohol. The methylated spirit has been substituted for grain alco- 
hol in making such preparations as tincture of iodine and dissolving 
the iodine in methylated spirit forms methyl iodide, which has an ex- 
ceedingly irritating property, while the odor of the solution of iodine 
is exceedingly pungent, in such a preparation, and an entirely differ- 
ent article from a solution of iodine in grain alcohol. I think we 
ought to go very slow about recommending the use of methyl alcohol- 
All cheap brands of Florida water, and so forth, are made with wood 
alcohol, and the great increase of skin disease in Chicago may pos- 
sibly have sbme relation to that fact. I want to have it demonstrated 
to me that wood alcohol, applied on the skin, is not injurious. I know 
it is antiseptic, but I believe wood alcohol, applied to the skin, is not 
desirable. We want to know something more about it. Just think of 
the effect internally. You remember in some town a short distance 
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from here a couple of fellows broke into a paint shop, stole a gallon 
of alcohol, and brewed some kind of a punch, and some of them died. 
Wood alcohol is poisonous. I do not want to prolong this discussion, 
but to call your attention to the fact, which you know, that inter- 
nally wood alcohol is poisonous. All wood compounds are poisonous to 
the heart, while grain alcohol is the opposite. That is a scientific 
fact. Therefore, I am opposed to the use of wood alcohol. 

Mr. Puchner —Mr. President,! have taken wood alcohol internally 
with about the same efifect as two fingers of whiskey. Pure wood al* 
cohol is similar in nearly all its effects, and can not be distinguished 
from ethyl alcohol. Whether it is practicable to purchase such a 
pure article in the ordinary market, may be a question, but it can be 
used, if pure. 

Mr. Ebert — I think I can explain, Mr. President. Wood alcohol 
as we have had it produced by seventy-six wood spirit distilleries, or 
by the ordinary chemical works, as they sell it, is not what this paper 
refers to. Common wood alcohol is not fit for chemical preparations, 
or for any purpose whatever in pharmacy. But what Professor Hall- 
berg refers to in Great Britain is this common wood alcohol, which 
they can not get common enough, but they add to it a certain com- 
pound to prevent the use of it internally. The spirit, however, re- 
ferred to here, in this part of the report, is the pure methyl alcohol, 
which is now obtainable in the market; and no doubt it will be still 
further purified. 

Mr. Hallberg — The point I want to make, Mr. President, is that 
methyl alcohol is poisonous. And all wood alcohols are poisonous. I 
would like to ask Mr. Whelpley if that is not so. 

H. M. Whelpley, of St. Louis, Mo.— It is so stated. 

Mr. Mathieson — Grain alcohol is poisonous, too. 

A. W. Palmer, Professor of Chemistry in the University of Illi- 
nois — Mr. President, I would like to ask whether caffeine or theine, or 
theine-bromine is commonlv regarded as poisonous? We are in the 
habit of taking them in our tea and coffee and so forth, withput in- 
jurious effects. 

Mr. Mathieson— They are poisonous in large doses, but not in 
small ones. 

Mr. Puchner — In chloroform, it is not the methyl group that 
acts, but the confusion formed in the system. The compound must 
first be decomposed, which is not the case with methyl. 

Mr. Hallberg — You can not tell. 
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Mr. Puchner— In sulfonal, it depends on the decomposition 
formed in the system. 

Mr. Hallberg — The highest authorities, Mr. President, make a 
distinction. 

On motion, the twenty-second clause of the report was 
concurred in. 

The twenty-third, twenty-fourth, twenty-fifth, twenty- 
sixth, and twenty-seventh clauses were received without 
objection. 

The twenty-eighth clause was then read, as follows: 

*'We approve of the introduction in the Pharmacopoeia of articles 
having a definite composition, that are patented or trade-marked^ 
under a proper scientific name, the trade-name as the synonym. We 
would recommend for recognition the following: anti pyrine, aristol, 
ichthyol, iodol, papain or papold, phenacetin, saccharin and sul- 
fonal." 

Mr. Hallberg— Mr. President, I suggest that caroid be substitu- 
ted for papoid, and the statement might be made that whenever they 
change the name of an article that should be added. 

The twenty-eighth clause was then concurred in. 

The last clause of the report was then read, as follows: 

"Drop from list of preparations tincture of musk; if not thought 
advisable, reduce the strength of musk to one half, and direct the use 
of lime water, for water." 

Mr. HaljLiBERG— Mr. President, in the last revision I proposed to 
make the tincture of musk two per cent. It was ten. And the com- 
mittee on revision voted against my proposition. A compromise, how- 
ever, was effected, making it five per cent, which it is now. But two 
per cent is strong enough. This tincture ought to be in the Pharma- 
copoeia, because it is used medicinally, and it is a valuable anti-spas- 
modic,' the most valuable we have. 

The change suggested was made, and the last clause thus 
amended was concurred in. 

Two letters addressed to Mr. Hallberg, in reply to 
inquiries by the former committee on revision of the Phar- 
macopoeia and relating to glycerine, were then read, as fol- 
lows: 
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Chicago, June 1, 1897.

Dear Sir. — In compliance with your kind request for information 
concerning our views regarding the portion of the revised version of 
the United States Pharmacopoeia relating to glycerine, we would 
recommend that all glycerine be shipped in galvanized drums or tin 
cans as the ordinary iron drums are liable to contaminate the gly- 
cerine with an excessive amount of iron, which, according to Dr. 
Nagelvoort, of the Northwestern University, unfits it for the manufac- 
ture of gelatines, etc. 

We would criticise the tests recommended in the U.S.P.; they are 
good as far as they go, but glycerine can not be purchased upon the 
results obtained. We have had cases where chemically pure glycerine 
has been condemned by the nitrate of silver test, and found the nitrate 
of silver had oxidized on account of exposure to light and air. Gly- 
cerine is sometimes condemned because it does not answer the sul- 
phuric acid test as prescribed in the U.S.P. 

Upon examining a sample of chemically pure glycerine we find 
that the test will show a light straw color if the sulphuric acid and 
glycerine are mixed with a glass stirring rod, yet this same glycerine 
will turn dark brown if tested in the ordinary way by shaking the acid 
and glycerine together in a test tube. We are recommended in mak- 
ing the sulphuric acid test to gently warm the mixture; the heat gen- 
erated by the mixture of acid and glycerine is so great that more 
heating would cause combustion. 

Science has made some progress in purifying glycerine which we 
would mention in the hope that some steps may be taken to compel 
all manufacturers to take advantage of these improvements. By use 
of the modern processes glycerine can be produced very nearly anhy- 
drous and almost free from impurities. 

We submit an analysis of our glycerine made in our laboratory and 
confirmed by two of the best authorities on glycerine: 

99.500% pure glycerine. 
.005% of Na. CJ. 

% fatty acids as butyric acid. 

% residue upon evaporation at 160 C. 
.431% water. 

100.000 per cent. 

Glycerine can be produced equal to this in quality at a slightly 
increased cost, and the Pharmacopoeia should continue to insist that 
glycerine be of a specific gravity of not less than 1.2637 to 1.2640 at 
15 C with the corresponding small percentage of impurities which are 
to be found in our glycerine.

Hoping the above may be of some service and that the gentlemen 
of the committee will investigate this matter, compelling manufac- 
turers to increase the gravity of their glycerine, and furthermore if 
we can be of any service to you, you will command us. We beg to re-

The President — Gentlemen, what shall be done with these let- 
ters? 

Mr. Hallberg — I suggest, Mr. President, that the subject of 
glycerine be referred to the next committee on revision of the Phar- 
macopoeia. 

Mr. Ebert — Mr. President, I would like to add for the considera- 
tion of that committee an inquiry as to whether corn oil can be used 
as a substitute for cotton-seed oil, in some preparations where the 
latter appears in the Pharmacopoeia. 

The President— If there is no objection, the letters on glycerine 
just read, together with the suggestions you have heard from Mr. 
Ebert, will be referred as proposed. 

Mr. Bartells— Mr. President, before we proceed further, I would 
like it very much if the election of officers of the association could be 
held this morning. Quite a number of members will be absent this 
afternoon and it would be better to have the election while the great- 
est number are here. I move the rules be suspended for that purpose. 

This motion was seconded. 

A Voice — As an amendment, I suggest that the elections ta*ke 
place the first thing after dinner. 

To this amendment no second was heard. 

The question recurring on the motion to suspend the 
rules to hold the election of officers of the association at 
once, it was carried unanimously. 

The Secretary — Mr. President, I now move a still further sus- 
pension of the rules to admit a report from the committee on de- 
ceased members, before we enter upon the election. My reason is 
that Brother Diller is on that committee and desires to make a few 
remarks, but will be obliged to start home at one o'clock. 

This motion was also carried unanimously.

The President — I believe Mr. Diller wishes to say something now. 

R. W. Diller, of Springfield — Mr. President and brother drug- 
gists — You may believe I was surprised when I found my name on this 
report. ' I came pretty near getting into that list last winter. But I 
only know one name there now, and that is the name of Mr. J. B. Brown. 
While he was living he was a fair representative of the druggists of 
the state. He was a Christian man, a man of infallible character in 
our town and loved by all that knew him, as all druggists should be. 
He stood high with the people in Springfield. This question of death, 
Mr. President, is one we know we shall all have to meet. As I was 
passing up the street the other day I met an old friend who asked me 
how I was. I told him I was just as able-bodied as any man of my age 
about town. He said his father before he died used to say that old 
John Quincy Adams was once asked the question about his health, 
when he was over eighty years old, and his answer was, *'I am poorly. 
The landlord of my tenement has refused to repair it, and the worst 
is that he has given me notice to quit." I thought that was a fair ex- 
I)res8ion of how an old man feels. You young fellows know nothing 
about it. Notice to quit is given to us in our rheumatic aches and 
pains and other ailments incident to old age. But we do not want to 
quit. I do not suppose John Quincy Adams wanted to quit either. 
Old General McClernand, in our town, two years ago, when John T. 
Stuart died, and the lawyers there held their obituary exercises, in 
his speech said, "Death is the enemy of mankind, and Stuart could not 
antagonize him as long as I can." For my part I do not know about 
the antagonizing, but I believe in fighting death as long as I can. 
The best thing to fight death with is a right disposition towards every- 
body. No one has ever overcome death but one, and that was the Lord 
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Jesus Christ, who rose again from the dead. No other person ever 
has. Through him we can obviate our trouble, as we look forward to 
the other side. But I can not pass a eulogy on a man I know nothing 
about. I suppose every druggist ought to be a representative in his 
town of a character for morality and uprightness in every shape and 
form. Mr. Brown had that sort of reputation; that is all I can say, 
although those who knew him more intimately could give details which 
I do not know. Such ought to be the standing of every druggist in his 
own community. He ought to be opposed to all things contrary to 
morality and uprightness. That is my notion about the drug business. 
I consider it about the noblest business a man ever entered into, and 
as has been said about the duties of a druggist, they are innumerable. 
Druggists ought to be men of character, who can be pointed to, and 
when sickness occurs can be sent for. Instead of turning all our drug- 
stores into saloons, we ought to elevate them. The drug store ought 
not to be superseded even by the church, as a place of uprightness. 
That is my idea of a drug store. It ought to be of the highest char- 
acter, and a druggist's character ought to be above suspicion in every 
shape and form. We ought not to make ourselves tools of Satan, by 
keeping our stores open on Sunday. For what? It is not specially 
necessary to have a drug store open at all hours on a Sunday. I used 
to think it was necessary to have a liquor license, but it is not; at least, 
I have not found it so. But when you see the red light of a saloon, at 
the same time you see the red light of a drug store, for some keep their 
drug stores open all night. Some think it necessary to catch every 
five cent piece. I don't care for that. It is not necessary to keep my 
drug store open for the accommodation of everybody. I am through, 
Mr. President. 

The report was received and ordered printed.

candidate named, I think he is the one we are after. I second the 
nomination. 

Paul G. Schuh, of Cairo— Mr. President, allow me to decline this ' 
nomination for several reasons. In the first place, I was not born to 
rule but to obey. And the second reason is that I have no time to 
spare; for if I undertake a thing I like to do it well, no matter what 
it is. You will please excuse me. 

Mr. Hallberg— I do not think that excuse is valid. Mr. Presi- 
dent, I move that the secretary be directed to cast the ballot of the as- 
sociation for Mr. Paul G. Schuh for president of this association for 
the coming year.

Mr. Helmer — Mr. President and gentlemen, I thank you for the 
honor you have conferred upon me, and will do my very best for the ac- 
complishment of the purposes of this association. I hope the future 
will show improvement,, and I hope the attendance at the meetingfs 
hereafter will be increased. I assufe you I will do what I can. (Ap- 
plause.) 

George N. Bennett, of Urbana, nominated for second 
vice-president W. H. Garrison, of Pearl, who, on motion by 
Mr. Mathieson, was elected by vote of the association cast 
by the secretary and declared* duly elected second vice- 
president for the ensuing year. 

Theo. C. Loehr, of Carlinville, nominated H. Swannell, 
of Champaign, for the ofi&ce of third vice-president, and on 
motion he was likewise elected by the vote of the associa- 
tion, cast by the secretary, and declared duly elected third 
vice-president for the ensuing year. 

For the office of treasurer, Mr. Mathieson nominated 
W. F. Baum, of Danville. The secretary was instructed to 
cast the ballot of the association, and Mr. Baum was de- 
clared duly elected treasurer for the ensuing year. 

The President — Next in order is the oflBce of secretary of the 
association. 

Mr. Hallberg — Mr. President, I know of nobody, who, in the mag- 
netic presence of the person who now holds that office, would dare 
propose anybody else. But it has occurred to me, sir, that that office 
in our association has at last become nothing but a sort of vermiform 
appendix to the secretaryship of the Board of Pharmacy, who always 
has plenty of his own business to attend to, without attempting to 
manage ours also. Therefore, without any desire to cast reflection 
upon our present secretary, as we shall want more active service from 
that oflBce in the future than we have had in the past — and he may 
have had some good reasons for letting the report of the proceedings 
delay its appearance until just a day or two before this annual meet- 
ing, though it should have been out on the first day of last January — 
if, as seems to be the case, Mr. Pleury has got his hands too full, I 
think we ought to try to find somebody else to fill that place, willing and 
able to render more efficient service. The fact is, the proper place for 
the secretaryship of this association is either in Chicago or in Peoria; 
and, inasmuch, as all our Chicago members are too modest to accept 
the office, I shall have to go to the metropolis of Central Illinois for a 
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candidate. I have in my mind a gfentleman who I am sure would at- 
tend to the business properly. We ar^ all interested in the welfare 
of the secretary of the Board of Pharmacy, No one has our sympathy 
more than he. He is sui generis. He is epluribut^ unuin in his position. 
But I would like to have a secretary for this association independent 
of the State Board of Pharmacy, and I now, therefore, nominate for 
that office a gentleman who I know will serve us faithfully — Mr. 
F. H. Vonachen, of Peoria. 

Frank Fleury, of Springfield, secretary of the association — Mx* 
President and gentlemen, I only^ want to say one word in reply to the 
reflection upon the delay of the report of last year's meeting. To Mr. 
Hallberg, himself, more than to anybody else, is due the delay in the 
appearance of that report. He is in the habit of handling his own 
papers connected with the proceedings in such a manner as to delay 
the printing of the proceedings, taking them off with him to Chicago, 
fixing them up to suit himself and taking his own time about it, re- 
turning them to the office when he gets ready, and he don't get ready 
very soon. For this reason it has been simply impossible to be prompt. 
It is unfortunately true, a little additional delay occurred in the of- 
fice of the printers. The copy remained in their hands quite a while. 
But I have been trying my best all the while to get the report out and 
it was out as soon as possible. As to being relieved from the burden 
of this position, I shall be very glad of it, besides I have never received 
one cent for services rendered and I am not a candidate for the posi- 
tion, and I second the nomination of Mr. Vonachen with pleasure. Not 
everyone realizes the labor of this position and that it is one which 
it will be found difficult for any man to fill with satisfaction to every- 
body. I have been expected also to act as a sort of official police, 
looking after our interests in the legislature, and it is true, I have 
been considerably occupied looking after numerous bills pending 
there, in which our association was concerned, and which threatened 
to seriously.affect the pharmacy law and the interests of the pharma- 
cists of this state. I thank you all most heartily for the honor you 
have seen fit to confer on me in the past, and I am only anxious for 
the best good of the association. The best thing we can do, I thinlc, 
is to elect Mr. Vonachen, for I am sure I could not leave the office in 
better hands than his. (Applause.) 

F. H. Vonachen, of Peoria— Mr. President, I do not believe any- 
body knows how to fill the position of secretary of this association 
better than Mr. Fleury. He is well versed in the duties of the office. 
The proper place for the office is in Springfield, and I am not in a po- 
sition to accept it. I therefore decline in favor of Mr. Fleury. (Ap- 
plause.) 
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Mh. Hallberg — Mr. President, if we must assume the gentle- 
man's declination to be final, we have not yet exhausted the abundant 
resources on the Illinois river. I, therefore, take pleasure in nominat- 
ing for the office named another gentleman from that locality, who is 
just as well qualified — Mr. J. E. Huber, of Peoria. 

J. E. Huber, of Peoria — Mr. President, I decline the nomination. 
I positively have not the time to spare. My report from the commit- 
tee on adulterations is exceedingly short, because I have not had even 
time to attend to that. I really have no time to spare. 

W. H. Garrison, of Pearl~Mr. President, I move that the vote 
of the association be now cast unanimously for the reelection of Mr. 
Frank Pleury to the office of secretary of this association for the en- 
suing year. 

The motion was carried with but one dissenting voice, 
and Mr. Fleury was declared reelected. 

Mr. Fleury — Mr. President and gentlemen, I shall not take up 
your time, thanking you for this new proof of confidence you have re- 
posed in me. I hope to have a little more leisure for the work this 
year. And to Mr. Hallberg I would say, I was sorry to have such an 
amount of legislative work devolve upon me, although it was only 
natural perhaps, as I was secretary both of the board and of the as- 
sociation, and it is an expensive matter to attend to that sort of thing 
in Springfield. There is one request I want to make of members, and 
that is that those having papers for the secretary, if they choose to 
take them away for revision, will return them to me as soon as pos- 
sible. Such papers are very apt to get lost. I have found that when 
they leave the office it is almost impossible to get them back. Those 
who take them are not careful to return them. How they get lost I 
do not know. I try to take care of everything the best I can. Gen- 
tlemen, I thank you for the honor conferred. (Applause.) 

The President — I see that Mr. Snow, who represents the man- 
agement of the United States Pharmacal Company, is with us. And 
while that company is now established on its own feet, so to speak, 
yet at the same time, since it has been fostered and in fact started by 
this association, I think it would be of interest to us to hear from Mr. 
Snow what progress has been made and what condition the company 
is in at present. It will take but a few minutes, and I suggest that 
Mr. Snow be accorded the privilege of the floor. If there are no ob- 
jections, Mr. Snow will now address us. 

H. W. Snow, of Chicago — Mr. President and gentlemen, the United 
States Pharmacal Company looks to the Illinois Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation in the sense that a child looks to its parent. As Mr. For- 
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syth has said, the company is now established on a good basis; yet 
like a well-grown child and fully able to take care of its.elf, it is al- 
ways glad to receive the encouragement and advice of its parent. 

Last year at Springfield, when we made our first report, the future 
was still dark before us. The company then had been issuing goods 
less than three months. It had something in the past, but more in the 
future. At that time its membership was only about six hundred; to- 
day its membership is over twelve hundred. At that time its business 
was small and the orders small. Today we have an established busi- 
ness over three times the original amount, and orders are increasing 
daily. At that time our business was confined chiefly to the state of 
Illinois; in fact we had only one state outside. Today we are doing 
business in five states. I speak of that simply to show the progress 
made by the company in one short year. And I would like you to ask 
the gentlemen who are going over the entire land to point to a spot 
that boasts another enterprise that has acquired a hona fide custom 
list of over twelve hundred in a single year. Can they show another 
case like that? Moreover, this has been done at such small cost. The 
company had to spend money at the start, and there were three 
months when it had to shift without any income. But on the whole, 
our list has cost us less than two dollars per customer to acquire. I 
think that is one of the best evidences of the life and force of the 
United States Pharmacal enterprise. I say the business has increased 
nearly three times the original amount. la the last four months it 
has grown at the average rate of fifteen per cent a month. And as 
the volume of business goes up, of course the cost of it comes down. 

There are some few points I wish to refer to. I will not take up 
your time long. With regard to advertising and the proper circula- 
tion of our goods, we are fully equipped, and we would be very glad to 
have members visit us at any time. But the question may possibly 
arise, Why has not the United States Pharmacal Company mailed re- 
ports of its business to the stockholders? This matter was discussed 
in the directors' meeting, and it was decided that the only proper 
place for the reports of the company was at the annual meeting of 
the stockholders. And that decision was due primarily to this fact: 
Our company has got to make and secure a beginning. On the first 
of January last we had only been in business eight months. We have 
learned by experience in this and adjoining states that no matter 
what our company does, in the retail trade and largely through the 
jobbing interest and indiscriminate manufacturers, it will be twisted 
and perverted. Such reports, therefore, would be garbled and distorted 
until the original makers would not know them. Their tenor might 
be very favorable, yet they would be made to appear the contrary. 
We do not want to put our reports in the hands of our competitors. 
Information has been furnished the stockholders, as required, but for 
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the failure to mail reports, that is the reason. Any stockholder is 
perfectly welcome to see our reports from month to month, but as to 
sending them broadcast over the country, it was not thought wise to do 
that. Now, gentlemen, I would like to ask of you all to bear in mind one 
particular fact, that the individual whose interest is being jeopardized 
is not the right party to take advice from. We have learned by ex- 
perience that the jobbing interest and the indiscriminate manufac- 
turers have misrepresented us. I do not mean to say that the heads 
of houses are antagonizing us, but their salesmen, doing business on 
a commission, have been and are still going to keep on antagonizing 
us whenever they can. Thatis especially the case with a particular 
class of migratory fellows. One instance will illustrate: A certain 
manufacturer of a popular powder, who has now practically given up 
the ghost so far as Chicago trade is concerned, circulated a report 
about us, in a cautious way to be sure, so as not to give us any hold, 
but when he sent his powder out through the country he would sig- 
nificantly hint that the United States Pharmacal Company was a good 
idea, if they could only keep it up. Druggists, of course, inquired to 
know what he meant. Again, the next thing we hear is that in De- 
catur one of our directors is cutting, when the fact is, there has never 
been a single cut made upon our goods at any time. We have never 
yet found such an instance. So much for that. Yesterday I heard 
that one of our downtown directors was cutting on our goods. I told 
my informant I was quite sure he must be mistaken. However, it was 
my duty to look into it and find out whether it was a fact or not. So 
I sent a capper and discovered, as I fully expected, that the alleged 
cutting was not being done. My messenger could not buy the article 
at any cut price. 

It was also reported that the control of the company stock was 
passing into the hands of the directors. Any one who will read the 
by-laws will see that that is impossible without consent. That came 
from a manufacturing firm that has been obliged to take in a new 
partner. I ask you, therefore, to bear in mind if you find rumors 
afloat that excite question, go to headquarters. We have never had 
a case where these rumors against us had any footing, and the com- 
pany is ready at all times to give information to stockholders and to 
have them go over our books. I make this statement publicly. 

It is the duty of every druggist in the state to support the United 
States Pharmacal Company, which is an institution strictly in the 
interest of Illinois druggists. It has a record to show that druggists 
are not only stockholders but customers, and therefore every phar- 
macist in the state should give us a subscription. (Applause.) 

The President— The next order of business is the report on trade 
interests. 

—7 
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The Secretary — I have received no report. 

P. H. VoNACHEN, of Peoria — Mr. President, while purchasing sam- 
ples of department store stock, we concluded to send them all down 
to be used for the advantage of the pending bill, except a few speci- 
mens, which we have brought with us. If Mr. Fleury will open the 
package, I would like to exhibit an illustration of the quality of these 
elegant department store pharmacies. 

Certain bottles and so forth were then exposed and in- 
spected with curiosity by several members. 

The President — Next in order is the report from the committee 
on adulterations. 

Mr. Huber, of Peoria, then read the report of the com- 
mittee on adulterations, as follows: 

Gentlemen of the Convention: 

I am sorry to say I have nothing to offer you in this report, not 
having heard from the rest of the committee and my time has not 
been of any advantage to make special examinations this year. 

The last two years there were some examinations made showing 
that commercial chemicals were not U.S.P. articles and that C.P. 
labeled preparations generally were as claimed. You can not expect 
to get something for nothing, but it seems to me that if manufacturers 
would make an effort to supply U.S.P. articles label them so, and their 
behavior to the U.S.P. tests it would be an advancement. 

That would give some idea in buying and what you were liable to 
get. Some time ago, for example, a solution of iodoform and ether 
had to be made. An iodoform labeled, iodoformum, but not U.S.P. 
of one of our reputable manufacturiag houses was used. The U.S.P. 
says iodoform is soluble in 5.2 parts of ether. This iodoform did not 
form a solution, there being considerable residue. Next was tried 
another iodoform, of another manufacturer labeled U.S.P. 90 which 
gave the desirable result. The second was only a trifle more in ex- 
pense but was in a crystaline form. To get first class articles you 
must pay for first class work. I believe U.S.P. chemicals can be had 
if we are willing to bear a little of the expense, but that does not re- 
lieve you from the examination of them. Bear this in mind.

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On motion by Mr. Hallberg, the report was received and 
ordered to be printed in the proceedings. 

The President— Next is the report of the committee on prize 
essays. 

A. A. Culver, of Momence — Mr.. President, there was no paper 
presented last year, as the committee understand it, for competition. 
Papers were read, but if they were intended to compete for a prize, 
your committee in looking them over believe them not to possess suf- 
ficient originality or merit. That is all the report the committee on 
prize essays have now to make. 

The President — Next is the report of the committee on unof- 
ficial formulas, but it had better be deferred until the next session, as 
Mr. Hereth has left the room. Next, then, is the report on the Board 
of Pharmacy records. 

The Secretary— Mr. President, Mr. R. C. Frerkson of that com- 
mittee was in my oflBce, and I invited him to look over the books, etc., 
while there, and he said Mr. Blood and he would do so later, but they 
failed to do so. 

The President — Next is the report of the committee on appren- 
ticeship. 

The SECRETARY—Here is a letter from Dr. Rogers to Dr. Hatch, 
which I will read. 

The following" letter was then read: 

Kankajcee, III, May 30, 1897. 
Dr. H, Lee Hatch^ Jacksonville, 111,, 

Dear Friend— Yours of the 25th duly received. Sorry to say that 
I have fallen into the hands of the surgeons who laid me on my back 
twelve days ago and I am not yet up. I expected to be up sooner and 
to attend the Champaign meeting. Possibly I may get there just to 
say **Howd'y" on the last day. But I must depend on you to make any 
"report" from the committee on apprenticeship. As a member of the 
state board you will be in a position to give needful and interesting 
information. It will also be a personal favor to me. 

Will you please give my regards to President Forsyth and explain 
my absence? Very truly yours, 

H. H. Rogers. 

The Secretary— Dr. Hatch was sick and he sent the letter to 
me. Dr. Rogers may be here, but I doubt it. 
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The President— No, he will not. Next is the report of the State 
Board of Pharmacy. 

The Secretary — I regret to say that the report has not yet ar- 
rived. The state printer publishes that report and the copy has been 
in his hands quite awhile. He promised that he would have a hundred 
of the reports ready for me to use at this meeting, but I have not 
received any. 

Mr. Hallberg — We have had that sort of a report before, every 
time. 

The Secretary— Very well, what are we going to do about it? 
We are powerless. The printer gets an order to print that report and 
he does it, and when printed it is handed in as one of the reports to 
the Governor. All I can do in such a case is to offer to pay the printer 
for an extra effort, which I did propose to do out of my own pocket, 
so as to get the reports here. I can not prevent such things happening. 

Mr. Hallberg— Mr. President, with reference to the report of 
the Board of Pharmacy, I would like to offer a suggestion. There is 
scarcely any way to determine whether or not a man is a registered 
pharmacist in Chicago, unless you give his street address. There are 
many men in that city of the same name and with the same initials, 
and if there is a registered pharmacist among them it is often very 
difficult to tell which it is. The report ought to give the street ad- 
dress. It makes no difference whether that address is recent; it may 
be two years old, but it would enable one to identify the man who 
has been registered. Therefore, in some way or other, the street ad- 
dress ought to be furnished. The secretary, however, does not seem 
to understand the necessity of this thing. He gets out these letter- 
heads for the association, and when a notice was to be sent out con- 
cerning the work of our committee, I had no street and number address 
of the committee, to be supplied to many members in the country 
who might wish to communicate with the committee but would not 
know where to find them. Correspondents may know and may not. 

The Secretary — Mr. President, in reply I want to say that Mr. 
Hallberg knows his own business and everybody's else. I have had a 
long experience in these matters, and really there is no way by which, 
we can keep track of people in Chicago. Addresses there are changed 
four or five times a year, and it would prove simply misleading. It is 
true there are certain individuals who have fixed locations, but they 
are comparatively few in number. To attempt to give all these ad- 
dresses would make the report too cumbersome, and really it is not 
practicable as we are only allowed a certain number of pages for the 
report. 
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The President— That is a matter entirely foreign anyhow. The 
subject now is the report from the Board of Pharmacy. 

The Secretary — That report will be mailed to every member as 
soon as I can get it. 

Mr. Hallberg— Mr. President, I think what I said was proper, 
because the secretary is now making a verbal report. 

The President — He is merely making an explanation. 

Mr. Hallberg — He is making a report, and I hold that the re- 
port of the Board of Pharmacy ought to contain people's addresses. 

The President — That report is not present, and we can not dis- 
cuss it. 

E. M. Knowlton, of Urbana— Mr. President, permit me to state 
with reference to the proposed street car ride, that the most feasible 
time for it will be immediately after adjournment this afternoon. 

Mr. Hallberg — Mr. President, if I am in order, I move that a 
committee of three be now appointed to decide and report at the next 
session upon the time and place of our next annual meeting. 

The motion was carried. 

The president thereupon appointed the committee as 
follows: C. S. N. Hallberg, of Chicago; George C. Bartells, 
of Camp Point; and A. A. Culver, of Momence. 

The association then adjourned to 2 o'clock p. m. 
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Fourth Session. 



Thursday, June 3, 2 o'clock p.m. 

At two o'clock p.m., pursuant to adjournment, the asso- 
ciation met and was called to order by the president. 

The President — Gentlemen will please come to order. At our 
first session yesterday morning" reports from delegates from other as- 
sociations were called for, but the call was very feebly responded to. 
Since that time there has arrived a delegate from the State Pharma- 
ceutical Association of Missouri, a gentleman who is also an honored 
member of this association, and one whom we could hardly do without. 
In fact I may say that the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association, with- 
out Professor Whelpley in attendance, would be very much like the 
play of Hamlet with Hamlet left out. He is present now, and I know 
the gentlemen will be glad to hear from him. 

H. M. Whelpley, of St. Louis, Mo.— Mr. President, after this- 
most flattering introduction, I feel at a loss to know how to respond on 
behalf of modest Missouri. But I feel at home with this association^ 
and for that reason possibly may draw enough inspiration from the 
Illinois pharmacist, who is never at a loss, especially if he comes from 
Chicago. I can at least express hearty congratulation; and the 
hearty congratulation of the Missouri Association, which I have set 
forth on more than one occasion, never fails to be represented in Illi- 
nois. I can again repeat that while your state is frequently well rep- 
resented at Missouri meetings, it is never largely represented. We 
never have more than a few delegates from Illinois to the Missouri 
Association. 

Your last session this year is now drawing to a close, and I do not 
feel like detaining you by rehearsing the interest common to all phar- 
macists the world over, but I would like to say this: that after attend- 
ing some fifteen meetings of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association, I 
feel that they were growing upon me each year, and I can not now 
think of any greater pleasure in the way of a few days' vacation from 
home than to spend it with the Illinois pharmacists. I feel this, and 
I also feel that that sentiment must be shared to quite an extent by 
many members of this association, for no matter where we meet from 
time to time, or what the weather condition is, one delight we always 
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have, and that is of regularly meeting certain members of the Illinois 
association. The first time I met with you and every subsequent time 
these members have been with us. And from this I think some infer" 
ence can be drawn that our Illinois Association is in many ways one o± 
the most successful in the Union. I am not here to flatter you, but I 
believe I am in a position to speak the truth, in comparison of this 
with many other org-anizations. I have attended many state meet- 
ings, and I do not attend any where I feel the certainty of an inter- 
esting, and not only that, but an instructive gathering, such as I find 
in Illinois. You never have a meeting here that is not fraught with 
interest. It is true your papers are not long ones, but the reports read 
contain an amount of information that would do credit to any state 
pharmaceutical association. 

And now, just a word before closing, on a kindred subject: The 
treasurer of the American Pharmaceutical Association is unable to 
be with you on account of sickness; for he is also a member of the 
committee to Illinois from that association; and in his absence, I will 
take the opportunity to extend to each and every one here a cor- 
dial invitation, if you have not already done so, to join that body 
and share the interest and make use of the opportunities of contrib- 
uting to the welfare of pharmacy on a more extended scale than is 
possible in a state association. The American Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation gathers in the resources of all the local organizations. And I 
hope this year will prove no exception to the general rule, and .that 
Illinois in the National Association will still be represented by a large 
delegation of persons whose names would be an honor to any organiz- 
ation. And while looking for new names we look chiefly towards this 
association and those we find here who are a credit to the business, the 
interest, and the relationships of pharmacy as a profession every- 
where. 

If your committee on time and place of next annual meeting had 
reported, I might possibly add a few words on that subject; but until 
then I will only thank you for the opportunity of expressing the senti- 
ments of the Missouri Association as a co-operating and fraternal or- 
ganization. (Loud applause.) 

The President — The first business this afternoon is the report of 
the committee on the president's address. 

W. H. Garrison, of Pearl, read the report of the commit- 
tee, as follows: 

Mr. President and Members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association: 

Your committee to whom was referred the president's address, 
having carefully examined the same, beg leave to report that they 
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find in it a number of valuable suggestions, and that they heartily 
concur in all of the recommendations, except the one calling for the 
appointment of an assistant secretary of the Board of Pharmacy to 
reside in Chicago. This we consider an unnecessary expense, as we 
believe the work can be successfully carried on from the main office 
in Springfield. 

In regard to the recommendation pertaining to the examinations 
of candidates for registration, we would say that we find that the 
board has already adopted a plan to gradually raise the requirements 
for registration, and to lessen the frequency of the examinations; 
therefore we would respectfully suggest that this matter be left to 
the discretion of the Board of Pharmacy. 

We wish to call especial attention to the recommendation per- 
taining to a salary for the secretary of the association, and suggest 
that the association, at its present meeting, fix upon a reasonable 
compensation for him based upon a percentage of the dues collected. 
We consider the recommendation in regard to the free alcohol 
provision of the Wilson bill a very timely one and recommend it to the 
consideration of the association.

On motion by Mr. Hallberg, the report was received and 
ordered to be printed in the proceedings. 

Mr. Hallberg — I now move, Mr. President, that the report be 
adopted. But with reference to that part of it opposed to the presi- 
dent's recommendation of the appointment of an assistant secretary 
for the Board of Pharmacy at Chicago, I can assure you on behalf of 
a great many druggists in the state, that unless something of that 
kind is done a great deal of the work of the board in Chicago will go by 
default. I am not here to criticise the board, but I ought to say some- 
thing more to justify this remark. I can go out at any time and put 
my hand on any number of from two to five stores on a single street 
only that are running in open violation of the pharmacy law. But it 
takes too long to get action from the Board of Pharmacy with head- 
quarters at Springfield, by reporting the facts to a Chicago member. 
The situation is not satisfactory, because it is usually the case that 
members will refer the matter to the secretary of the board, and 
wait until there is a meeting. I am surprised that more of the mem- 
bers in Chicago do not realize the desirability of having something of 
the kind done as proposed in that recommendation by the president. 
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As a matter of fact, the headquarters of the Board of Pharmacy 
ought to be in Chicago. The law does not require it to be at the capi- 
tal. It is simply a custom in this state and a habit, to suppose it must 
be there. Such is not the case in other states. The headquarters of 
the Board in Missouri is in St. Louis, and not at Jefferson City; and in 
Wisconsin it is at Janesville, and not Madison; while in Michigan it 
never has been at Lansing. I recognize the convenience of having the 
office at Springfield, where a place is provided without cost; and I 
would not have it removed. But if you want the law enforced, you 
will have to have somebody employed by the board, stationed at 
Chicago. Therefore I do not favor the exception made by this 
committee in reference to that recommendation by the president in 
his annual address, and their report, against the appointment of an 
assistant secretary in Chicago. 

The Secretary — Mr. President and members of the association — 
I want simply to say to you that Mr. Hallberg has started out on a 
plan of his own conception, without informing himself as to whether 
the Board of Pharmacy was actually doing anything in Chicago or 
not. The fact is, they are doing something there, and they have a 
representative there who is doing good work, and he has been there 
for three months. But to have an office of the board in Chicago is im- 
possible. You would have to have the records there and you could 
not do that. The State House in Springfield, taking all things into 
consideration, is the most suitable place in Illinois. How it is in other 
states, I do not know, but at Springfield we are in touch with all the 
other officers of the state, which gives the Board of Pharmacy a stand- 
ing as a state board entirely different from what it would be, if the 
office was in Chicago. And I assure Mr. Hallberg and all members 
from Chicago, that if they were in my place for a while they would 
soon find out there are some other parts of the state besides Chicago. 
It is true, conditions in Chicago are somewhat different from what 
they are in other parts of the state, but the Board of Pharmacy is 
making every effort on earth to have something done in Chicago, and 
as people know who are posted, the board has been handicapped there 
in a peculiar way. This year they have made excellent arrangements 
for carrying on their work there. And I know when the board gets 
through, people in Chicago will be satisfied. A great many depart- 
ment stores have been fined already and some druggists, and the work 
is going on there every daj^ — good, active work, too. It is true, we 
were unfortunate in failing to get some matters straightened out 
there during the last year, but ieverybody who wants to investigate 
can do so. It is a kind of work that it would not be policy to talk 
about in a meeting of this kind, and it is not pleasant work to go around 
getting evidence against people, and the less of it we have to do the 
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better for all persons concerned. I for one, however, am in favor of 
enforcing the law wherever we can, and I know the Board of Phar- 
macy are doing all they can under the circumstances. 

The President — The question is on the adoption of the report. 

Mr. Hallberg — What is the last recommendation there, Mr. 
President? If I remember right, the address recommended the ap- 
pointment of a committee on national topics, to take care of such 
questions as free alcohol. 

Mr. Garrison — Our recommendation is that the committee keep 
its eye on the Wilson bill. 

Mr. Hallberg— That is, the regular committee on legislation. 

Mr. Garrison— Yes, sir. 

The question recurring on the adoption of the report, it 
was carried. 

The President — We will now have the committee's report on the 
reports of the secretary and treasurer. 

The Secretary — Mr. President, Mr. Bennett has handed in his 
report on the report of the secretary, which is as follows: 

Your committee have carefully examined the report of the secre- 
tary and find it correct. Geo. M. Bennett, 

George C. Bartells, 
W. P. Boyd. 

A report by the same committee on the report of the treasurer 
was read as follows: 

Your committee have carefully examined the report, and find it 
correct in every detail. Geo. M. Bennett, 

George C. Bartells, 
W. P. Boyd. 

On motion, these reports were adopted. 

Paul G. Schuh, of Cairo — Mr. President, I wish to say a few 
words about a recommendation for a fixed salary for the secretary. 
He has now a great deal of work to do, and his compensation is noth- 
ing at all. I recollect a few years ago the association was willing and 
did vote to him a salary, and our generous secretary, Mr. Fleury , refused 
to accept it. Is not that correct, Mr, Secretary? 

The Secretary — Yes, sir; I have never asked nor received a 
salary from the association. 
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Mr. Schuh — No, I know he has never asked it, but the association 
voted him a compensation, and he declined to accept it. He may 
since have changed his views, and, therefore, I now move that the 
association pay to the secretary the sum of seventy-five dollars a 
year. 

G. H. SOHRBECK, of Molina— I second the motion. 
The motion was carried. 

The Secretary — Now, Mr. President, I have a request to make 
of the association, and ask that they allow me to select an assistant 
secretary, and I will pay to him the seventy-five dollars a year you have 
generously voted to me, if I can find one that will do the work. 
(Applause.) 

The President— I think that would be the privilege of the secre- 
tary without a vote by the association. 

The Secretary — Well, but some action by the association would 
give the assistant secretary a little better position. 

Mr. Sohrbeck — I move that the secretary be allowed to select 
an assistant. 

The motion was carried. 

A. A. Culver, of Momence — Mr. President, I do not know whether 
the subject would be in order at this point, but there never has been 
any provision made by the association, whereby the expenses of our 
executive committee can be paid. Personally, I do not believe it is 
right for members of the executive committee, selected from various 
sections of the state, to pay their own expenses to attend meetings at 
Chicago, and I would like to have some arrangement made to provide 
for the matter. I suppose there would have to be an amendment of 
the by-laws, but we can do it by a vote of the association. 

The President— The by-laws do not provide for all questions. 

Mr. Culver — It is not right to require a man from Danville or 
Cairo to go clear to Chicago on business for our association, at his 
own expense, with a sacrifice of both time and money, and now that 
we have an income and money in the treasury, and can just as well 
pay their expenses as not, if a motion of that sort would be in order, 
I would include together with the executive committee members of 
any other committee who may be required to give time and expense 
to the association, that they be allowed their necessary outlay. 

The President — Better suggest a certain mileage; say, five 
cents. 
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Mr. Sohrbeck — Mr. President, I move to amend the motion by 
making it railroad expenses. 

Mr. Ebert — Mr. President, how much money have we got? 

The Secretary — Two hundred and ninety-two dollars cash, and 
bills amounting to fifty or sixty dollars. 

The President— About fifty dollars. 

Mr. Ebert — Do not get into any financial diflflculties. You want 
to publish your proceedings. 

Mr. Garrison — A body like this that is not self-sustaining ought 
not to exist. A member of the executive committee ought not to be 
required to go from Cairo to Chicago for the association at his own. 
cost. 

Mr. Ebert — That is true, but you must first collect money to do 
it with. And if you have twenty-two members and some of them from 
Cairo, staying two or three davs, it costs money. But if your execu- 
tive committee will select a sub-committee, they can do all their busi- 
ness without the necessity of traveling to Chicago to transact it. And 
while this proposition is all right if we had plenty of money, yet the 
publication of your proceedings is of more interest than the question 
of going to Chicago. A quorum of seven can always be got together, 
as it has been, for some of them will be sure to want to go to Chicago 
on their own account about the time set for a meeting, so that there 
is no use for this provision. I am perfectly in sympathy, but we have 
not too much money to throw away. 

Mr. Mathieson — Mr. President, I move^to lay the motion on the 
table. 

Mr. Ebert — I second the motion. 

The motion made by Mr. Mathieson was carried, so the 
motion of Mr. Culver was laid on the table. 

The President —We have some bills before us which the secre- 
tary will read. 

The secretary then read a bill from C. S. N. Hallberg-, 
of Chicago, against the association, for circular letters, en- 
velopes, postage, typewriting, etc., amounting to $31.25. 

The President— This was incurred, I understand, in attending to 
the pending legislation with regard to pharmacy interests. 

Mr. Hallberg — Mr. President, I would like to explain that on 
my trip to Springfield my sleeping car berth was paid for by the Cook 
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County Business Men's Association; and on another occasion my trans- 
portation was also paid. 

On motion, the bill was allowed and ordered paid by the 
association. 

The secretary then read a bill for the expenses of a 
special agent to attend the meeting to sign railroad certifi- 
cates, amounting to $11. 

This bill, however, H. Swannell, of the local committee, 
asked to have turned over to him for settlement, which was 
done. 

On motion by the secretary, the treasurer was directed 
to draw an order for the payment of the bill of the official 
stenographer of this meeting. 

A bill from E. J. Anthony was read, for the printing of 
two hundred examining certificates, etc., amounting to $30, 
which, on motion, was ordered paid. 

A bill by A. E. Ebert for telegraph messages, amounting 
to $4.22, was also ordered paid. 

The President — Now the report of the committee is in order on 
the time and place of our next annual meeting. If the committee is 
not quite ready there is still other business to attend to. 

The Secretary— Mr. President, here are some letters which I 
will read.

The President— The communications will be received without 
objection. 

Mr. Ebert— Mr. President, I would like to make a little personal 
explanation, in reply to an inquiry which I did not like very well when 
I heard it. In my report on the Pharmacopoeia, I recommended this 
wood alcohol, and I have since had one or two persons ask me if I had any 
interest in the Columbian spirit. A representative of wood alcohol is 
helping us in our fight against free alcohol, coming from the American 
Pharmaceutical Association; and, above all, we are to have the head- 
quarters of the wood alcohol men located right where we are asking" 
their help on this free alcohol question. At the same time, I have 
been shown for the first time a sample of this Columbian spirit, which 
has been in the market only about six months or a year. All I have 
to say, gentlemen, is that my interest is entirely in the drug business. 
If anybody can issue anything that is cheaper than the taxed article, 
I want the retail druggists in the country to get the benefit of it. As 
far as A. E. Ebert is concerned, he has no other interest in the sub- 
ject. (Applause.)

The Secret aby — The total vote is seventeen hundred and thirty- 
five, of which A. E. Ebert, of Chicago; Emil Thiele, of Chicago; W. W. 
Sawyer, of Rockford; Charles F. Prickett, of Centralia, and W. S. 
Scupham, of Chicago, are the five who received the highest number 
of votes. 

The President — From those five highest on the list the associa- 
tion has now to select three names to be recommended to the president 
of the university, from which he is to fill the vacancy of this year. 

Mr. Hallberg suggested that the names of the five high- 
est be written on the blackboard. 

Mr. Swannell. — Mr. President, that board ought to consist of 
ten members instead of five. With only five members you will never 
have a majority of the board at a meeting. If possible, therefore, it 
ought to be arranged to have ten members on that board. 

Mr. Ebert — I think it better, Mr. President, to let it go as it is, 
for this reason. A majority out of five can be got much easier than a 
quorum of ten. It would take six to make a quorum of ten but you 
can always get three members together on any question, who will re- 
port to the association, and no doubt from time to time the association 
will express opinions. The suggestion just made would only conflict 
with the by-laws as they now stand. 
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Mr. Swannell — Mr. President, my argument in favor of ten is 
that it will afford a quorum when five will not, unless they are all in 
Chicago. In Chicago we got a quorum, and at our evening meeting four 
were present. Chicago members can always be gathered up, but un- 
less entirely composed of Chicago members we can not be sure of a 
quorum unless the board has ten members. 

The President— We are proceeding under the by-laws of the as- 
sociation as they now stand. These by-laws provide for the manner 
of their amendment. And there is nothing we can do at this stage of 
our proceedings, by which to change the by-laws, for any amendment 
would have to be offered at one session and laid over to another. So 
it is useless to discuss the question whether five or ten be best. 

Mr. Ebert — Can not be changed now. 

Mr. Swannell— Who are the five members as the board now 
stands? 

The President— Mr. Ebert can answer. 

Mr. Ebert —As it stands now the board consists of Mr. Semple, 
for five years; Green, for four years; Swannell, for three years; Loehr 
for two years, and Dr. Rogers, whose term is now expiring, for one 
year. 

The President — This is an election to fill the place to be vacated 
by Mr. Rogers. 

Mr. Ebert — Yes, sir. I believe, however, that Mr. Green has re- 
signed. He has been appointed one of the commissioners at Joliet, 
and he will tender his resignation, if he has not already done so. 

The President — I will now appoint as tellers for this election, 
W. H. Brown, of Chicago, and J. H. Sohrbeck, of Moline. 

Mr. Hallberg— How many are to be voted for? 

The President — Three are to be selected from those five whose 
names are on the blackboard. I want to call attention to the fact 
that- this vote about to be taken is for three members to be recom- 
mended to the president of the State University, from whom he is to 
select one for what is known as the Advisory Board of the School of 
Pharmacy. While the tellers are counting the vote, the secretary 
will produce his report of the ballot for nominations to the State 
Board of Pharmacy. 
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The secretary here presented the list mentioned, which 
is as follows:

The Secretary— The total vote cast was 1,759. The five who re- 
ceived the highest number of these votes are W. K. Forsyth, of Chi- 
cago; Henry Goetz, of Chicago; John C. Boyd, of Paris; George H. 
Ackerman, of Chicago, and F. C. Parker, of Quincy. 

Mr. Mathieson— -Three out of these five are to be selected. 

The President — The association selects three. It is not, how- 
ever, obligatory on the association, in this case, to select those three 
from the five highest on that list. The law only says they '*may." 

Mr. Swannell — Please name the locations of members of the 
present board. 

s 
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The secretary replied, gfiving- the names and locations of 
the existing" board of pharmacy, and then read from the by- 
laws the provision for the nomination of new members. 

Mr. Swannell-:-! understand that Mr. Zimmermann, of Peoria 
county, is now the retiring^ member. 

Mr. Culver — And it is understood, we have a right to go outside 
the list, if we choose, is it not? 

The President — Yes, sir; you can vote for any one who possesses 
the proper qualifications. 

Mr. Ebert — Mr. President, I will explain that the word **may" 
was put there intentionally. Suppose Chicago already had three 
members of the board, for we have a large vote in Chicago, and I 
think our secretary has told us that Chicago men are apt to vote for 
Chicago candidates. They are very clannish, some how or other, I 
do not know why. Now, if Chicago already had her quota on the board, 
and there were none left but Chicago men to select from, what would 
be the result? Why, the Governor would say (and you can not make a 
law to bind him, because he has a constitutional right to select whom 
he chooses) "Chicago is ahead here and I must provide for that." 
Therefore, in our nominations, the Governor must be allowed some 
leeway, and so that word '*may" was inserted. It was to get out of a 
threatened difficulty, that word was put iu' there. 

The President —Members will now give their attention to the 
announcement of the ballot on nominations for the Advisory Board. 

Mr. Brown— Mr. President, we find the result of the ballot just 
taken to be as follows: Ebert, thirty- six votes; Thiele, twenty-four; 
Sawyer, twenty-three; Porter, nineteen, and Prickett, ten. 

The President— Of these, the three highest, are Ebert, Thiele, 
and Sawyer, who are, therefore, declared to be recommended by the 
association to the president of the University, from whom he is to 
make selection for the Advisory Board of the School of Pharmacy. 

We will now proceed to ballot for nominations to the State Board 
of Pharmacy. And, gentlemen, as my own name appears on that list, 
among the five highest, I wish to repeat the protest made by me at 
the outset when my name was first put on the list, which protest was 
ignored by the executive committee; I ask you kindly to bear in mind 
that I have no desire to be on the Board of Pharmacy. I still feel as I 
I did at the start and I would prefer that you would nominate some else. 

Ten names from the list of those who had received the 
highest number of votes on the circulating" ballot were then 
written upon the blackboard and blank ballots distributed. 
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The President— The tellers will now collect the ballots, and 
while they are being counted the association will proceed with other 
business. 

Mr. Swannell — Mr. President, I want to say a word with regard 
to return tickets. You gentlemen who have not got your reduced fare 
to return on should know that it is solely the fault of the members in 
attendance here, who have failed to provide themselves with requisite 
certificates. The local committee here have done their part. We got 
an agent here, and had everyone of you secured proper tickets, there 
would be no trouble, I am satisfied, although you fell short of the 
agreed number. We have only had fifty-six or fifty-seven certificates 
out of the hundred required. What I want to say, therefore, is that 
next year, when we buy our tickets, we should bear this in mind. 
Quite a large proportion of the attendants this year failed to get cer- 
tificates; consequently this increased return rate. 

Another thing: As soon as this session closes, we have a car already 
provided to take a ride around the city. We shall go from the ex- 
treme end of Urban a, to the West End Park, on the edge of Champaign, 
and unload all of you at my corner, where you can go to the hotel or 
anywhere else you choose. We want everybody to know that it is a 
free ride. (Applause.) 

The President — Gentlemen, at the morning session, just before 
adjournment, the chair called for a report on unofficial formulas, but 
Professor Hereth, the chairman of that committee, had just left the 
room. We will now refer back to that unfinished business. 

F. S. Hereth, of Chicago — Mr. President, I am sorry I failed to 
get the other members of the committee to respond to my invitation 
to co-operate with me on this subject. The last communication from 
them was forwarded to me from Chicago, after I had started to attend 
this meeting. My report, therefore, will not be very full. I will read 
my report first, and then a letter sent to me by Mr. Metzger, of Cairo. 

The report was then read, as follows: 

To the President and Members of the Illinois Pharmaceutical Association: 
Your committee on unofficial formulas begs to report as follows: 
So many formularies have been placed at the disposal of pharma- 
cists during the past few years, and the current pharmaceutical press 
is so replete with information, that nothing in the way of collecting 
formulas has been accomplished. 

One of the latest compilations issued is the Standard Formulary , by 
Dr. A. E. Ebert, and A. Emil Hiss, published by G. P. Engelhard & 
Co., of Chicago. 
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It is manifestly impossible for even any considerable number of 
persons to make up and test the various formulas offered, to determine 
their reliability and adaptability. 

We beg leave to state that we think that this committee could do 
much more effective work if the members of the association were to 
make their wants known as to the character of formulas required. It 
is recommended that either the members be requested to make their 
requirements known to the chairman of the committee or that a 
query box be put up in the meeting place at each annual session and 
the members be invited to contribute thereto, or both. We believe 
the query box would be a very good scheme, since nearly everyone 
could, during the usual two days' session, think of some question, the 
solution of which would be an advantage to him. 

Your committee has, however, one recommendation concerning 
the National Formulary which has not, we believe, been touched upon 
by anyone heretofore, and that is relative to the numbering of the 
formulas. 

This system of numbering is almost certain to cause confusion and 
errors, since the numbering of the formulas is changed in each suc- 
cessive edition. Physicians and pharmacists have identified certain 
or many preparations by their numbers, and it is not unlikely that 
many of these articles have been placed upon the druggists' shelves 
bearing only the number with the initials N.F., and are often pre- 
scribed by numbers for convenience, and to avoid giving the patient 
a clue as to the remedy prescribed. 

For instance. No. 263 N.F., First Edition is Mistura Sodae et Men- 
thae, white No. 263 N.F. Revised Edition is "Mistura Contra Diarr- 
hoeam;" No. 415 N.F. First Edition is *'Tinctura Strophanthi," while 
the same number of the Revised Edition is * 'Tinctura Kino Composita. " 

We regard this as a serious matter and full of danger, especially 
so since many hospitals and dispensaries are in the habit of number- 
ing many of their preparations and this habit may tend to the same 
use of the formulary numbers. 

We recommend that this matter be brought to the attention of 
the committee on national formulary of the American Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association, by this association.

Mr. Hereth — Since preparing the report, I have had a letter 
from Mr. Metzger. I had already had one or two from him, in which 
he said he would send formulas. This is his last letter. 
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The following was then read: 

Cairo, III., May 28, 1897. 
Mr. Frank 8. Hereth, Chicago, Illinois: 

Dear Sir:— Please try the formulas I send herewith. Do not feel 
offended if I go too much into details, but if you follow my instruc- 
tions you can make an emulsion in a very few minutes as good as the 
best. The theory is, take i as much water as you have oil and acacia 
-—no matter how much oil and acacia you have, take i as much water. 
For instance, put the acacia, say 1 oz., in a mortar, put 3 ozs. oil In a 
graduate, put 2 ozs. water in a graduate (half as much water as oil 
and acacia) . Take the graduate with oil in one hand and the graduate 
with water in the other hand, pour the oil and water on the po acacia 
at the same time (not separately), stir thoroughly a few minutes> 
then the balance of the water, syrup, or whatever it may require to 
complete the emulsion. I am so well satisfied that anyone ever try- 
ing or following my directions will never give up that way of making 
emulsions. 

Hoping you will try the formulas and give me your candid opinion 
regardless of frown or favor. Yours truly,

Emulsion Castor Ot7— Castor Oil, 5 ozs. 

Powdered Acacia, 2 ozs. 
Syrup Vanilla, 3 ozs. 
Water q s, 16 ozs. 
Put 2 ozs. powdered acacia in a mortar; put 5 ozs. castor oil in a 
graduate, 3J ozs. water in another graduate; pour castor oil and 
water on acacia, mix thoroughly, then add the remainder of the 
water and syrup and strain. 

Emulsion Turpentine— Oil Turpentine, i oz. 

Powdered Acacia, 2 dr. 
Cinnamon Water q s, 4 ozs. 
Put 2 dr. powdered acacia in a mortar; put i oz. oil of turpentine 
in a graduate, 3 dr. water in a separate graduate; pour the oil and 
water on the powdered acacia, rub thoroughly, then add the remain- 
der of the water and strain. 

Emulsion God Liver 0*7— Cod Liver Oil, 8 oz. 

Syrup Tolu, 2 oz. 

Powdered acacia, 2 oz. 

Water q s, 16 oz. 

Flavor to suit. 
Mix— Put 2 oz. powdered acacia in a mortar; mix— take 8 oz. cod 
liver oil in one graduate, 5 oz. water in a graduate; pour the oil and 
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water on the po gum arable, mix thoroughly, add the remainder of 
water and syrup, flavor, and strain. 

Mr. Hallberg— Mr. President, I move that the report be re- 
ceived. And I would like to ask the chairman of the committee if he 
has any report to make on a formula which will produce gold out of 
other substances. There is something we would all like to know about, 
for with such a formula any one could get work from Uncle Sam, un- 
der the secretary of the treasury. (Amusement.) 

The President — The question is ou the motion to receive the 
report. 

Mr. Ebert— I would like to add, Mr. President, that the sugges- 
tion in the report as to the numbering of formulas be referred to our 
delegates to the American Pharmaceutical Association. 

The President — Very well, gentlemen, you understand the ques- 
tion is on receiving the report and referring a suggestion therein, as 
stated. 

The question was decided in the affirmative; the report 
was received and the recommendation referred as suggested. 

Mr. Hallberg — Mr. President, in connection with the report on 
unoflBcial formulas, let me call attention to the fact that the commit- 
tee was requested to prepare an epitome. I have undertaken that 
work and here it is, with a convenient pocket edition of the national 
formulary. Anyone who wants a copy can get it by applying to me. 

The President — Gentlemen will now attend to the announce- 
ment of the ballot. 

Mr. Brown then stated the result, the three receiving the 
highest number of votes being as follows: Forsyth, twenty- 
three; Lueder, twenty-one, and Sohrbeck, nineteen. 

Messrs. W. K. Forsyth, of Chicago; F. Lueder, of Peoria, 
and G. Henry Sohrbeck, of Moline, were thereupon an- 
nounced as nominated by the association for recommenda- 
tion to the Governor, from which to select the member of the 
Board of Pharmacy. 

The President— The committee on time and place of our next 
annual meeting will now report. 

Mr. Hallberg— Mr. President, the committee are now ready. By 
consulting with various members of the association we find that the 
city of Danville would perhaps like to have the meeting there. We 
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have al80 considered several other places. But on the whole, commit- 
tee are inclined to recommend that Clifton Terrace be selected, which 
you know is located just north of Alton, on the Mississippi river. It 
is a beautiful spot, and we have heard from several persons who have 
been there, and it is recommended very highly; a beautiful location. 
The committee, therefore, recommend that next year the annual meet- 
ing of this association be held at Clifton Terrace, and some time about 
the third week in June, the idea being that the Missouri Pharmaceu- 
tical Association may probably happen to meet during the same week 
at Merrimac Highlands, near St. Louis, and then after we have fin- 
ished up our two day's business we can go over to the Missouri meet- 
ing and enjoy with them their great international games, and so 
forth. Dr. Whelpley, who has visited Clifton Terrace — saw it last year 
on his return from Springfield— reports very favorably of the place, 
and says it is delightful, being cool and pleasant. 

T. H. Carter, of Danville— Mr. President, we hope that Danville 
will be favored, for that place never has been favored by this associa- 
tion as a place of meeting. And while we have there no such things 
as are offered at Clifton Terrace, still railroads are very convenient to 
our city, and we have plenty of hotel accommodations. We hope all 
that will be taken into consideration. 

The President— What is the pleasure of the association? 

Mr. Carter— To bring the matter before the association. 

Thb President— The report of the committee is now in order. 
Do you offer an amendment to strike out and insert? Answer, yes. 

At this point a motion was made and seconded to adopt 
the report of the committee. 

Mr. Hereth — These dates of meeting should be such as not to 
conflict. We find them lapping here this year; for instance, Indiana 
is on the first and second and this association is on the second and 
third, which makes it impossible for a person to attend them both. 
Next week occurs the Iowa meeting and another one. This lapping 
is inconvenient. 

The President— I think the time ought to be left with the execu- 
tive committee. 

Mr. Hereth — The time last year was fixed but afterwards altered. 
It ought to be left to the executive committee, and have the date pub- 
lished in the journals. 

Mr. Carter — Mr. President, I offer as an amendment to the re- 
port the substitution of Danville for Clifton Terrace. 
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Mr. Mathieson—I second the motion. Danville would be very 
convenient. You would be several days getting to the other place. 

Mr. Culver — Mr. President, I would like to hear from Professor 
Whelpley about Clifton Terrace. 

Mr. Whelpley — Mr. President, many with us today were at the 
Springfield meeting last year and heard what the gentleman in charge 
of the hotel there had to say. After that meeting I stopped off at 
Clifton Terrace on my way home, and I found there a surprisingly nice 
place. The surroundings there are such as to make it an ideal place 
for a pharmaceutical or any other convention of this kind. In addi- 
tion, the hotel accommodations were very neat, it seemed to me, and 
adapted to an organization of the size of this association. Last year 
I probably shared with most of you a sense of the imagination being 
somewhat stretched that day, while Mr. Fisher told us how cool it was 
at Clifton Terrace, yet I was obliged to admit, traveling there as I 
did immediately after that hot afternoon at Springfield, that it was 
cool. Although in July, it was much cooler than I supposed any place 
could be found at that time. 

Mr. Mathieson— Any cooler than here at Champaign? 

Mr. Whelpley— It seemed cooler, passing from the hot weather 
at Springfield to that place. I have always thought that a pharma- 
ceutical association, to be successful, should hold its meetings at some 
point where there is no other attraction, and where members will be 
kept together and have a chance to transact the business before 
them, together with an opportunity for social pleasure conjointly. In 
Missouri we are fortunate, for we have two such places of meeting — 
or more than two. The Missouri Association is one whose name is well 
to the front of such organizations, chiefly on account of its persist- 
ently holding its meetings at these summer resorts. However, I would 
not like to come here as a visitor and have you go to Clifton Terrace 
on my recommendation; but I feel, if you go there, it \yill be for the 
good of this association. And if you decide to meet there, I am con- 
fident the Missouri Association will arrange to meet you on such a 
date as will suit you. Tiiere are four days, -Tuesday, Wednesday, 
Thursday, and Friday; you could meet Tuesday and Wednesday, or 
possibly Monday and Tuesday, and then come down to the Missouri 
Association for two or three days of our meeting. If you should meet 
on Monday, some of us would be with you, and the rest of the week 
could be spent with the Missouri Association. The accessibility of 
Clifton Terrace is greater than some of you may'imagine. It is perched 
up on a little place, it is true; and it is true also that there is but one 
railroad there, but the Chicago, Peoria & St. Louis has a direct line 
between Peoria and Springfield, and from Chicago, if I remember, 
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there are four roads that connect with cars on this line. I am sure 
Clifton Terrace will be found to be fully as accessible as Champaign 
and many other places where you have held meetings. I have not 
seen Mr. Fisher nor any one connected with the Terrace lately. The 
date of this meeting was changed, and I have do doubt he is looking 
forward to your meeting on the old date. When I was at the Terrace, 
he had a plan he was expecting to carry out, of gradually increasing 
the number and extent of the buildings there. However, that would 
not be necessary, as far as this association is concerned, if you should 
have present only what you have today. Yet, as I said, I would not 
like to have you put on my shoulders the responsibility of going there, 
although as a visiting member from a. neighboring state I believe, if 
you do go, it will be for your good as well as that of the Missouri As- 
sociation, and I think it is the proper thing for you to do. 

L. E. Stevenson, of St. .Joseph — Mr. President, how large a place 
is Clifton Terrace? 

The Secretary — Simply a small river landing. 

Mr. Stevenson — How many druggists are there? 

The Secretary— Not any. 

Mr. Stevenson — I am a druggist and would like to take a street 
car ride. Danville is one of the best towns in the state of Illinois, 
where we would be sure to be well entertained. We have ten or fif- 
teen members of the association around there with whom we should 
no doubt like to get acquainted. 

Mr. Culver— Mr. President, I would like to make a little explana- 
tion. I am a neighbor to Danville. But there has been a tendency to 
hold our meetings either in the central part of the state or in Chicago. 
Personally, I have been in favor for several years of selecting a place 
where we could have a permanent annual meeting, but we have not 
yet found one that was satisfactory. Each year we keep moving 
from place to place, and I have felt it would be a good idea, and so 
has Professor Whelpley, to try the western part of the state. Danville 
I can say is a healthful and beautiful city, and no doubt the people 
there would try to make our meeting at that place pleasant, but from 
the fact that we have never yet been in the western part of the state. 

The Secretary— We met at Quincy, once. 

Mr. Culver— Yes, at Quincy once. I see no reason why we should 
not go this year to Clifton Terrace. We might make an arrangement, 
as suggested, with the Missouri Association. 

Mr. Whelpley— No question about that. 
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Mr. Culver — Let us go somewhere we can take our families and 
have a good time. I am strongly in favor of Clifton Terrace, with- 
out any prejudice against Danville. 

Mr. Mathieson— No doubt, Mr. President, it would be a benefit 
to Mr. Fisher to have us go down there and stay two or three days; 
perhaps also a pleasure to Mr. Whelpley and a few of our druggists to 
go to a place on the outskirts of the state like that, where there is 
only one hotel and no druggist at all. But for my part, I am opposed 
to it. 

W. P. Boyd, of Areola— Mr. President, Clifton Terrace is out of 
the way, and it would be very inconvenient for nearly all of us to get 
there; while all the railroads in the state have direct lines to Dan- 
ville. They have asked us to go there, and I believe we ought to go 
to Danville. 

The President — The question is on the amendment offered by Mr. 
Carter to substitute Danville for Clifton Terrace. 

A Voice — Who is mayor of Danville? 

Mr. Carter— a. E. Desbrow. 

Same VoiCE--The great difficulty is in getting the key. (Amuse- 
ment.) I believe we could get the key down there for a dollar and a 
half. 

The President — All in favor of the substitution of Danville raise 
your right hand. (Counting.) Now all those opposed to substituting 
Danville. (Counting.) The amendment is lost. 

The report of the committee was then adopted. 

Mr. Hallberg — Mr. President, a supplementary report from the 
committee on legislation was deferred, and I was appointed a com- 
mittee of one to present that matter. 

The President— How long will it take? 

Mr. Swannell — Mr. President, I have engaged a car to be here 
at 4 o'clock. 

Mr. Hallberg — There are twenty minutes yet, and it will take less 
time, if you will agree to the propositions laid down. I simply want to 
briefly remind you where we left off. I gave you the leading points of the 
proposed new pharmacy law. Out of these ninety -five interrogatories 
perhaps eighty of them are of no special consequence to this associa- 
tion, because they are all incorporated in this pharmacy law. Conse- 
quently I will skip them. When I read the questions I will answer yes or 
no, and I think we can get through in ten minutes or less than that. For 
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example, concerning the Board of Pharmacy; should the board have 
power to appoint auxiliary local boards? We answer, Yes, where it 
is a large city like Chicago. For example, this board could appoint 
an auxiliary local board for Chicago. Next, should the board have 
the right to appoint an auxiliary examiner? We answer that. Yes. 
Should he take charge only of the examining work of the board, and 
report to the association? Yes. Next, should recommendations by 
the Pharmaceutical Association, concerning the interpretation and 
working of the law be followed by the board? Yes. Who should be 
charged with the enforcement of the law; the board, or the state's 
attorney, or jointly? Answer: Both jointly; or you can leave the state's 
attorney out entirely. Registration by examination, and separate 
examination of assistant pharmacists. The board has practically 
taken the stand, disclosed by the report here this morning. 

Question. Do you favor registration on license from other boards? 
Yes. When all laws are practically uniform, in the important provi- 
sions, then of course we should favor it. 

Question. Do you favor temporary registration to enable appli- 
cants to engage in practice during intervals of board examinations? 

A Voice— No, no. 

Mr. Hallberg— Why not? 

Mr. Culver — How do you know they are qualified? 

Mr. Hallberg— The board can determine. Suppose a man comes 
here who is a graduate, but the board will not meet for two or three 
months; could he not go to the Chicago member of the board, and, 
showing his credentials that he has been registered in another 
state, could not that member issue to him some kind of a notice to 
the effect that when he files his application for an examination at the 
next meeting of the board, he would not be violating the law by en- 
gaging in practice in the meantime? 

The President — I do not believe we can take up that paper, it 
is so lengthy, and discuss it intelligently between now and five o'clock. 
It would simply be impossible. We have nOwleft some fifteen minutes 
of work yet to do, in the installation of officers. 

Mr. Hallberg — What are you going to do about it? 

The President— I suggest that the matter be left to a committee. 

A Voice— I make a motion to that effect. 

Mr. Hallberg — Hold on., do not fly off the handle. I move that 
this be left to a committee of three, or rather, make it five; appoint 
one member from this association, one from the Board of Pharmacy, 
the secretary of the board and of the association, and one member 
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from each of the colleges in Chicago. That would give a committee 
of five. If you will leave it to that committee, then you will cover the 
elements involved in this proposition. 

The amendment offered by Mr. Hallberg* was accepted 
by the author of the original motion and the motion so 
amended was carried. 

The President— I will now appoint Messrs. Ebert and Knowltoa 
a committee to escort the president elect to the chair. 

Mr. EBERT~(Producing Mr. Schuh) Mr. President, I have the 
honor to present the president elect. 

President Forsyth— Gentlemen of the association, it afifords me 
a great deal of pleasure to present to you our newly elected president, 
Paul G. Schuh, of Cairo. He is the biggest president we have had, 
and I hope he will prove the best one. Allow me, Mr. Schuh, to tender 
to you the congratulations of the association and my own best wishes 
that you may have as pleasant a time as I have had and be as well 
supported by your colleagues in office as I have been, and then at the 
close of next meeting retire with the same feeling of satisfaction that 
I do now. (Applause.) 

President-elect Paul G. Schuh— Thank you, gentlemen. I do 
not know that I have anything to say, only to thank you for the favor 
you have intended me. But I rather wish, as I said a while ago, that 
you had selected another in my place, that would fulfill the duties — 
not perhaps with more weight, for I am heavy enough physically 
(amusement) but I will try and do the best I can. I do not set the 
world afire; I never did. But I shall try and attend to my duties. I 
guess they will not be so great that I won't get through with them. 
Again I say, thank you. 

President Forsyth— The committee will now introduce the other 
officers. 

The newly elected vice-presidents, Messrs. Helmer, Gar- 
rison, and Swannell, tog-ether with the newly elected treas- 
urer, Mr. Baum, and the re-elected secretary, Mr. Fleury, 
were introduced and each in turn thanked the association 
for the favor conferred. 

The last named officer, Mr. Fleury, was introduced as 

follows: 

President Forsyth — And now our genial secretary, Mr. Frank 
Fleury, needs no introduction. He has been re-elected I do not know 
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how many times, and notwithstanding criticisms made on our last re- 
port, I know he has had a great deal of work to attend to, especially 
this year. And I should add that had it not been for him, I must 
frankly confess, the state pharmacy law would today be in jeopardy. 
(Applause.) It was through his watchful care that the druggists of 
the state had warning of these different bills that were being slipped 
through the assembly in that style so nice, smooth, easy, and peculiar 
to a certain kind of legislation. It is due to him that I should state 
that had it not been for Frank Pleury probably we would never have 
learned in time of the Wilson bill. 

Mr. Mathieson — Now, Fleury, I know he has a speech already pre- 
pared. (Amusement.) 

The Secretary — Gentlemen, I thank you all very kindly, and I 
now move that we adjourn and take a pleasant street car ride around 
these beautiful twin cities of Urbana and Champaign. (Applause.) 

The President — Is there anything further to be done? 

Mr. Ebert — Mr. President, I believe we ought to provide now 
against any neglect in the preparations for next meeting. Some one 
ought to be appointed to look after the matter and find out what we 
are to do. For we are going to a place where there are no druggists to 
look after us. 

The Secretary — I am so situated, Mr. President, that I can con- 
fer with Mr. Fisher, at any time, and I shall ascertain all I can with 
regard to a suitable time for the meeting, and report to the president 
and executive committee. 

Mr. Sohrbeck — Mr. President, I move a vote of thanks to the 
president of the State University and to the faculty of the institu- 
tion and also to the druggists of Champaign and Urbana, for all their 
courtesies and hospitalities to this association. 

The motion was put by the incoming president and car- 
ried unanimously. 

The association then adjourned sine die.

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The following Report was presented to the Section on 
Pharmaceutical Education and Legislation for discussion at 
the 45th Annual meeting of the American Pharmaceutical 
Association, held at Lake Minnetonka, Minn., August 1897.

REPORT ON THE REVISION OP THE PHARMACY LAWS. 

As will be observed from the summary to the answers received in 
response to the interrogations, and herewith submitted, there is prac- 
tical unanimity on all the minor details. The fundamentally important 
consideration for an act to protect the public against incompetent ser- 
vice in the preparation and dispensing of drugs, chemicals, and medi- 
cines, resolves itself into the following propositions: 

Shall the exclusive privileges of pharmacists to prepare, compound, 
and dispense drugs, chemicals, and medicines, be limited to poisons and 
poisonous substances? 

Shall there be two classes of pharmaceutical establishments; upon 
what conditions shall the distinction be based? 

Shall any one but a registered pharmacist have the right to own a 
pharmacy or drug store? 

What shall be the requirements 'for registration, with definition of 
titles and privileges? 

What articles, for which purposes, and what persons shall be 
exempt? 

3hall the act contain an adulteration section or is a separate statute 
preferred? 

Since the intent and purpose of a pharmacy law is to protect the 
public against faulty preparations, careless compounding, and ignorant 
dispensing, its restrictions must necessarily be chiefly upon the prac- 
tice of pharmacy as relates to such drugs, chemicals, and medicines as 
from a lack of experience, care, and knowledge in their preparation, 
compounding, and dispensing may be hurtful to the public health; in 
other words, substances having poisonous or deleterious effects upon the 
human system, unless carefully prepared and compounded and intelli- 
gently administered. 

That such practice should, therefore, be confined to those who by 
experience, education, and training are qualified to perform such ser- 
vice, is one of the most important functions of a government, an essen- 
tf9.1 duty of society and the strongest evidence of civilization. 

It comes also more completely within the scope of the powers dele- 
gated to the states by the Constitution of the United States than any 



other power of which we have knowledge. These inherent powers of 
the state: 

1. The preservation of health; 

2. The protection of the morals; 

3. The maintenance of the police power, are all so fundamentally 
concerned in the protection of the people against dangerous drugs and 
medicines that there can be no question as to the desirability, nay 
necessity, of the state exercising its full power therein. This being 
conceded by every civilized country, by courts in our own country, who 
have upheld the principal wherever opportunity has afforded, the ques- 
tion is resolved into the query: 

Where shall the line be drawn? What substances should be sold 
exclusively by pharmacists, or what constitutes **poison or poisonous 
substances? 

Upon this question there is much difference of opinion; even author- 
ities do not agree. Nor is it possible that medical science will ever be 
in a position to definitely determine where, when, or how every article 
of the materia medica may produce untoward or dangerous effects in 
that "fortuitous concourse of atoms"— the human body — in all its varied 
stages of activities and conditions. 

There is a safe rule, however, old as civilization itself, that when 
any substance administered or taken internally by the average full- 
grown person, in quantities of one teaspoonful or less, produces such 
effect upon the human system as to endanger life or impair health, then 
such substance is a poison or may be classed as a poisonoits substance. 

As far as we know, whenever the courts have been called upon to 
define a poison, it has been defined on these lines. The Supreme Court 
of Pennsylvania and the Courts of Great Britan have rendered this in- 
terpretation of what constitutes a poison or poisonous substance. 

Proceeding upon this basis then, an act to protect the public 
against the ignorant, careless, and criminal use of poisons and poisonous 
substances must confine the preparation, compounding, and dispensing 
of such drugs, chemicals, and medicines that come within the scope of 
this definition, to those who are by experience, education, and training 
qualified to so protect the public — the pharmacist— with such exemp- 
tions for their use in the arts and industries as may be required by pub- 
lic policy under proper restrictions and regulations. 

Since such restriction requires dealing with substances in the con- 
crete it necessitates a classification of drugs, chemicals, and medicines, 
based upon their toxic properties or potencies, for incorporation in any 
such act. 

Such classifications are found in most pharmacy acts, as poison 
schedules A and B, but these are neither adequate nor scientifically 
constructed, and, for these reasons, a new classification has been pre- 
sented. 

Such classification is somewhat tentative, owing to the absence of 
any standard authority as to the potencies of many substances, but, 
nevertheless, it is believed will fairly represent the central idea. As 
far as the official substances are concerned the medical andpharmaceu- 



ti'cal professions seem to favor a standard of doses in the U. S. Pharma- 
copoeia, so that official substances would be provided for by the 
incorporation of such tables in the next revised edition of the U. S. Ph., 
1900. With such standard for comparison the Pharmacy Boards could 
add and revise the list of unofficial substances from time to time. 

CLASSIFICATION OF ARTICLES. 

Class A: Comprising substances commonly called '*Violent Poisons.*^ 
To be sold or dispensed only upon physicians' prescription, except in 
such form, preparation, or mixture as come within the limitation • of 
strength and dosage herein prescribed (exempt from poison label when 
dispensed.) 

Violent Poisons. 

Acids — Arsenous; Carbolic (1, 2) (pure); Chromic. Hydrocyanic. 

Arsenic compounds and preparations (1, 2, 3.) 

Chloroform; Chloral; Glonoin, or Spirit of Nitroglycerin. 

Drugs, animal or vegetable substances, crude, purified or powdered, 
the average dose of which does not exceed three decigrams (0.3) or 5 
grains; and all preparations of these containing or representing more 
than three decigrams (0.3), or 5 grains, in five (5) Cc, or 80 minims (an 
average teaspoonful); or in five grams (5 0), 78 grains. 

Aconite, Belladonna, Cantharides, Colchicum, Colocynth, Conium, 
Digitalis, Elaterium, Gelsemium, Hyoscyamus, Nux Vomica, Opium, 
Physostigma, Stramonium, Strophanthus, Veratrum, white (], 2, 3) and 
green. 

Alkaloids, and other principles of the above drugs and their salts, 
and all preparations of these containing one (1) per centum or more of 
such alkaloidal salts or active principles. 

Also the following alkaloids and active principles and preparations 
containing one (1) per centum or more of these: Cocaine, Elaterin, 
Picrptoxin, Pilocarpine, Sparteine, Veratrine. 

Phosphorus and preparations containing more than one (1) per 
centum of Phosphorus, except phosphorus rat paste (1, 2, 3). 

Abortifacient, Ecbolic, or Oxytoxic Remedies; Ergot, Cotton Root 
Bark, Potassium Permanganate; Oils of Pennyroyal, Rue, Savin, Tansy. 

Antitoxin, Serums. 

Exemptions, to be sold when properly labeled by: (1) pharmacists, 
by (2) druggists, by (3) licensed dealers. 

Carbolic Acid not to exceod 25 per cent strength for disinfectant 
and deodorant purposes. 

Compounds of Arsenic and Copper, i. e., Paris Green, Brunswick 
Green, Scheele's Green, and London Purple, also White Hellebore, ex- 
empt by special provision for sale of Insectides. (See Class B.) 

Class B: Comprising substances commonly called "Mineral" or "Cor- 
rosive Poisons." 

Acids: Carbolic, crude (2); Hydrochloric; Nitric; Nitro-hydrochloric; 
Oxalic; Sulphuric. 

Alkalies, Caustic; Potash and Soda (2, 3) preparations, including Ar- 
omatic Spirit of Amonia. 



Antimony Compounds; Copper Aceto-Arsenite (Paris Green) (2, 3). 

Bromine, prepar9,tion8 of; Bromides, preparations of and compounds. 

Creosote; Chloroform, commercial (2); Cyanides; Ethers (2). 

Iodine, preparations of; Iodides, preparations of and compounds. 

Lead salts, compounds and preparations of (except Carbonate^ 
Cerate, and Water of Subacetate and Lead Plaster) (2). 

Mercury, compounds and preparations of (except Mercury with 
ChalkjMass, Ointment,Citrine Ointment,01eate, Plaster andCaloniel)(2). 

Methyl derivatives, compounds, and preparations. 

Oil&; Almond, bitter; Croton oil. 

Phenyl derivatives, compounds, and preparations. 

Silver nitrate, compounds and preparations. 

Tin chloride and preparations. 

Zinc salts, compounds and preparations of (except Carbonate, Oxide, 
their ointments, and the oleates) (2). 

To be sold or dispensed by pharmacists only, except as noted by (2) 
druggists, and (3) licensed dealers. 

To be sold or dispensed only to persons not less than sixteen years of 
age. 

To be distinctly labeled "poison'* (except that ethers should bear a 
label of caution against inflammability).' 

The label must name the most common antidote or antidotes, de- 
scribe their administration, and give the usual methods to be employed 
in case of poisoning. 

Liquids must not be dispensed in bottles commonly used for mineral 
waters or beverages. 

The following rules are to be observed in dispensing the articles 
enumerated, except that when prescribed by physicians all further obli- 
gations cease upon filing the original prescription. 

Rules for Recording Sales: — 

The article must not be delivered unless the pharmacist is satisfied 
that the purchaser: 

(a) Is fully aware of its poisonous character and understands its use; 

(6) That the article is to be used for a proper purpose. 

The following entries must be made in a *'Poison Record," a book 
substantially bound and used for no other purpose: 

The name and address of the person who is to use the poison, in his 
own handwriting. 

The name and address of the purchaser, if not identical with the 
first mentioned, in his own handwriting. 

The date when bought (the hour). 

The name of the poison and the quantity. 

The purpose for which it is said to be used. 

The name of the dispenser or seller. 

The Poison Record must be kept for a period of five (5) years. 

It is part of the assets of the pharmacy, and must not be taken away 
or separated from the stock or establishment. 

The Poison Record is a public record, and must be accessible to the 
proper authorities of the state, county, town, or village. 
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Class C— Potent Drugs: 

Drugs, animal or vegetable substances, crude, purified, or powdered 
(not comprised in Class A), the average dose of which does not exceed 
two gm. (2.0), or thirty (30) grains, and all preparations of these contain- 
ing, or representing, more than two (2) gm. (2.0), or thirty (30) grains* 
la five (5) Cc. or eighty (80) minims (an average teaspoonful) ; or, if solid, 
in five (&) gm*, or 78 grains; including fluid extracts, half strength fluid 
extracta(60per cent tinctures), extracts, resins, active principles,' and 
all preparations containing or representing 40 per cent or more of the 
following drugs:

While the first two classes may be considered suflficient, there is a 
large class of potent or toxoidal drugs over the sale of which there 
certainly should be some restriction. The Class C represents such drugs 
and their preparations, the average dose of which should not exceed one 
teaspoonful, leaving the tinctures less than 40 per cent strength to be 
sold by the druggists. The chief value, however, of such classification, 
lies in the following provisions, which have been substantially in force 
for several years in Colorado and Virginia. 

LABELING OP PROPRIETARY MEDICINES. 

The Board of Pharmacy having determined that any proprietary 
medicine contains poisonous or potent substances of the character indi- 
cated in the Class A, B, and C, respectively, in such quantities as to 
make its use unsafe, shall have the right to attach an external label to 
each box, bottle, or package, cautioning against the prolonged, immod- 
erate or otherwise improper use of such medicine in order to permit its 
sale in the state, except when sold by pharmacists or druggists. 

LABEL PROVISIONS. 

The Classes A, B, C, are exempt from label provisions when dis- 
pensed on physicians' prescriptions, except when prescribed in such 
form or strength that a teaspoonful may not be taken without damage 
(Fowler*s Solution, etc.)
